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The patronage extended by the Government ot India and the local 
Governments to the first edition of the Indian Anns Act Manual which w is 
published in May 1910 has encouraged the compiler to publish the picscut 
edition. The Manual was published with the permission of the Secretary to 
the Government of India in tho Home Department It wits not liowevci free 
from defects, and was disfigured with many misprints He has lamedicd 
these defects in tho present volume and has enlarged it by including in it, 
besides additional notes and rulings, Act X\XE of 1SG0 (which isrcfciied 
to in certain sections of Act XT of 187$) , the proceedings of the Council of 
the Govornor-Gonoral which led to the present onactment ; and the local rules 
and orders of tho Governments of Madras and Bombay and tho Chief Com* 
missioner of tho Central Provinces. These local rules and outers aro chieily 
collected from the Pqlice, Customs and other Manuals The Compiler is grate- 
ful to tho Governments of Bengal and the Punjab and tho Hon’blo the 
Chief Commissioners of Baluchistan and the Not tli- West Frontier Province in 
which provinces the book is in general use by Government officials, 
► and to the Inspcctor-Gcpeial of Police, Punjab, and tho Deputy Inspec- 
tor General (Mr. Wallace,) who have purchased a large number of copies of the 
Urdu version of the work for uso of tho Police Officors in the Punjab and 
the North-West Fionticr Province. Thu amendments made in the Indian Arms 
Buies by the Government of India up to the 15th August 1913 have been 
embodied in this work but tho Author \yill be grateful if any omissions or errors 
ate brought to his notice.

THE HON’BLE SIB E. BAYLEY moved for leave to introduce a Bill 
to consolidate and amend the law relating to Arms, Ammunition and Military 
Stores Ho hoped the Council would forgive him if ho trespassed a little on 
their patience m introducing this Bill, for it related to a subject which was in 
itself of very great importance ; it was one also of very wide general interest 
and of very considerable complexity. Ho thoicfore proposed to enter on the 
present occasion somewhat into detail rogardmg the circumstances which had 
rendeied fresh legislation necessary at the present moment, tho courso which 
the Government of India had hitherto adopted in rogard to tiiose circums- 
tances, 'and tho particular provisions which it now proposed, to meet the 
necessities of the case. It would perhaps be remembered that when the 
present Anns Act was under consideration in this Couucil, he meant Act XXXI, 
of 1860 — there was much and prolonged discussion. The Bill was very fully 
considered in all its details m several meetings of the Council. It was very 
considerably modified during the progress of these discussions. The general 
result of these modifications and of the passing of certain executive subsidiary 
orders which were issued while the Bill was under discussion and had been 
maintained to the present day was to make the Act work smoothly in its most 
impoi tant aspects But very shortly after the Act was passed, it was found 
(as was after the case when a Bill was much altered during its progress 
in Council), that there were several minor defects both of form and substance 
in the Act — in the definition, for instance, of *• Military stores” as to tho inode 
of licensing the transput of arms, and m the definition of “ transportation,” 
" ^ypoitalion ” and “ importation ” — which made it lather difficult to carry out 
the provisions of the law in a wholly satistaclmy manner. The Government 
of India were however very unwilling to amend, almost immediately after it 
took effect, an enactment which had boon nettled after so much discussion, and 
they preferred to deal as far as was piauticable with all these matters by execu- 
tive action only Accordingly from tune to tune a great uiunboi of varying 
ordeis were passed, with th9 history of which ho need not trouble the Council. 
There were a good many restrictions, for instance, wi*h regard to suit- 
petre for it was found that the provisions of the Act threatened to dostroy 
the trade in that commodity, lb was found possible in this instance to issue 
various executive directions by which the mischief was prevented, but m many 
points the doubts and difficulties raised by tho defects of the present Act had 
remained up to the present time certainly not fully remedied , the inconvenience 
indeed in this iO'pect was 30 great, that m 1870 a draft Bill was placed before 
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ttie Chmucil ami introduced by Mr (now fjir V* ilium) Robinson with the sole 
object of consolidating the Law and amending theso defects When it was 
attempted to proceed with that measure, it was found that after all it raised 
questions of policy of some nupoitaucc, and oil more mature consideration it 
was thought expedient to make further inquiries, and to await the result of 
longer experience of the working of the existing law beforo proposing any 
final measure. It was partly on this account ami paitly from pressuio of more 
important matters, that legislation ou this subject had been hithorto from 
time to time deferred But the subject had now become in some respects of 
such lugonoy that it was considered wise to bung it without delay helort* the 
Council, with a view to a moie general and complete amendment of the law. 

The two leading points which raised questions of policy were, 6ist, the 
importation of aims, especially cheap fire-arms, and of ammunition, and, 
secondly, tho necessity for restricting and regulating the transfei and transport 
of- anus so as to prevent their reaching the wild tribes without our frontier, 
and th i dangerous t lasses within our fionticr, who ought not be allowed to 
possess them There was good leaaon to believe that, under the existing 
law, the impo.t trade m cheap arms and ammunition had grown up to au 
unwln I isome extent, and that far larger quantities were exported than weie 
tequued merely foi legitimate purposes It was known to the Government of 
India that cheap arms were sn fact bought and sold to an extent quite incom- 
patible with the maintenance of peace and good government. With the jicr- 
nossR.u of the Cottucil, he would lead some papers which would illustrate this 
subject. Cue was from the Government of Bengal, dated so far back as July 
1870 In that letter it was written that —

Table A If this be compmed with the extent of the importation oa shown bolow, nn idea 
wilt be formed of tin* amount of illicit transport of arms Into the interior It is impossible 
to believe that the greater part of the arms unported is retained in Calcutta.

“4. The Lieutenant-Governor views with some anxiety this great extension of the 
trade in cheap arms which at present Government m powerless to prevent or control. There 
can be little doubt that most of these weapons find their way to the frontier, and are there 
disposed of to the Hill tribes This has been demonstrated by the large seizures 
occasionally made in frontier districts like Chittagong and Kachar, and by the reports which 
reach Government from time to time of the common use of fire-arms by tribes to which 
they were not long since unknown Apart, moreover from the smuggling of aims in bulk, 
there can be no doubt that many guns are conveyed from Calcutta singly by residents in 
frontier districts on the occasion of any visit to the capital and sold at a considerable profit 
to the hillmen On this point I am to draw attention to tlie accompanying copy of a letter 
No. 336, dated 18th February last, from the Commissioner of Chittagong. 

To this letter were appended several papers giving the opinion of local 
officers, of which he would read the following extract from a letter of the 
Commissioner of Chittagong . — 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor is, I think, aware from the replies made to the inquiries of 
Government aud from other reporte and applications, that considerable eftirts are being made 
in this Division to carry out the wishes of the Governor-General in Council as to preventing 
arms and ammunition from reaching the Eastern-f i oil tier tribes. 

“ These efforts have been sufficiently successful * ° • to be very creditable 

to the police ; but the results have for some time been convincing me that the provisions of the 
law in force in this Division are insufficient to enable us to put a stop to- small and frequent 
sales. • • • • • • 

“ A few months ago the then Magistrate of Chittagong, Mr Irwiu, made the following 
observation in reporting on a particular case : — 

“ As regards arms, the law, as it now stands, seems to me all bat useless. Guns can be 
bought after application to the Magistrate, who can scarcely refuse a license, and then passed 
from hand to hand till they_reaoh the frontier.” 

“ Without agreeing with Mr Irwin as to the difficulty of refusing licenses, I agree with 
him that the law does not go nearly far enough, and that as it stands, guns can be passed from 
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lindttbud without much difficulty. Section 26 of the Arms Act only provides for the dis- 
arming of persons who are found with arras, etc , in their poeeeeaiou without a licence, and 
there ie no other penalty 0 0 , 0 0 0 Coiiai.leniig the value of Mine to 

the Luehaia and Shiudua, it will be readily conceived that the alight nak of being now and than 
disarmed la compensated for many times over by successful sales at high price* " 


And another Commissioner of Chittagong, writing at the tune of the 
Lushai expedition quotes one of lus subordinates as saying . — 

“ Neatly all the guns with which the Luduu- Kukia are armed have been obtained in 
the flret'inatance from Calcutta.” 

Again in 1872, a resolution of the Bombay Government notes the large 

trade in cheap arms which had suddenly sprung up In 1 87 1 the importation 

was double that of 1869, nearly 5000 fire-arms having been sent up-countiy 

openly from Bombay in 1871, the enormous bulk nf which consisted of military 

weapons, and a fair proportion of these were breech -loading arms of precision. 

« 

Many of these arms went to Karachi, and as early as 1865 it was reported 
as follows by an officer writing from Rajkot : — 

u While onr Native troope are armed with the smooth bore muaketa only, a huge trade in 
Enfield pattern long range rifles haa of late sprung up in the mlr bfiafir, and I believe in tli* 
province generally. During the mouth* I was in charge of the eadr b&sfir two aueh consign- 
ments arrived • * ° of which the following is a description 

“ A rattier rough trade-made long Enfield with brass mountings, e e • • 

very fairly bored, the nfiltig being, uniform instead of progressive as in the Government arm. 
The different parte are well and strongly mode up, and it u altogether a very serviceable arm 
The price asked aBi 40" 

" A large number of this description of arms has lately been imported from Bombay, 

and £ observed that Messrs * * & Company weio advertising the expected advent of 

1000 long Eu fields. 

" The rifles which reach the district are obtained principally through the email Meiuon 
merchants of Bombay.” 

A similar complaint was about the same time made by Colonel Keatinge, 
then in Kathiawar, who forwarded a letter from one of the Chiefs under his 
Political Agency, explaining that it was necessary that hiB troops should be 
armed with arms of precision to enable them to cope with lawless robber 
hands already similarly armed. 

In 1872,, also, the Agent to the Governor-General in Rajpntana com- 
plained of the way in which arms and ammunition were sold by travelling 
merchants from Bombay

Later on, the Political Agent in Marwnr reported in describing the pro* 
ceedings of certain outlaws , —

enhanoed duty, or by importing aims in paits — a process which bad heeu 
attempted. 

But the trade m ammunition had under the present law in no way been 
checked, and was enormous It wns known that 111 four years — from 1871 to 
1874 — one hundred millions of percitssiuu-oaps had heeu exported into Calcutta, 
of which not more than fourteen millions weie legally re-exported. Again a 
very large quantity of gunpowder nnd a large quantity of cartridges were simi-> 
larly imported ; and he was informed that an application was recently made by 
a single Firm to import 7 lakhs of caps and I4QOO pounds of gunpowder month- 
ly, an amount which could not represent any legitimate demand. In fact it 
was known that considerable numbers of arms and much ammunition had been, 
and continued to be, illogally exported, and seizures had been made, in the 
Punjab for example and en route to the Eastern frontier and to Upper Burma, 
Which left no doubt that a considerable illicit traffic won being carried qu in 
gqch articles, with tribes more or less fiostdo beyond oqr territories 
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tridoed we know that the frdutier-ti ibes on our Punjab bbrder were 
supplied in considerable numbers with excellent Arms of precision, some of which* 
riot being of patterns ever used in the British Army, bduld duly hate been 
supplied by private importation. 

He had given these instances, not as exhausting the subject, for, as ri 
triatter of fact, there was a mass of further correspondence all to the same gene* 
tal effect, but As perhaps sufficient to illustrate the necessity for further legisla- 
tive action lu this direction. 

It was indeed the frequent and Urgent representations iriade on this head 
Which had decided the Government of India, after consulting tile various local 
Governments and Administrations, to uitrodiico two new provisions into the 
law. 

The first Of these was the levy of a duty — not of an ad valorem duty as 
tit piesent, on arms imported, bitt a fixed duty — which would operate to check 
the impel tutiuu of cheap arms, while it would interfere but little more than the 
existing duty did with aims of medium value, and still less with those of ainorb 
expensive character. 

It was understood, for example, that a Very good Martirti-lteUry rifle 
could be imported into this country at a maximum cost of tilpees 35, and other 
arms at a still lower prices In some cases, as had burnt seeit, a gun could btf 
imported on au invoice-price of eight shillings. 

The existing duty was an ad valorem duty of tail per coni. (Act XVI, 
1875, Schedules A, Art. 2 — AriUs, Ammunition and Military Stores.) It wax 
proposed to substitute tor this a fixed duty of rupees 50 t'oi ouch gun, aud of 
rupees 20 for Oath pistol, a proportionate duty being fixed oil all puts of such 
weapons lit order to pievent attempts such as had actually boon utado to intro- 
duce the different parts of fiio-arms piece- meal. 

He only stopped to notice an argument to which somfe reference would 
be toiurd in the papers to bo placed before the Council, namoly, that, by 
checking the importation of cheap urms, tiro manufacture cd such arms nr 
India would be stimulated to an undue and dangerous extent. 

The truth was however that unless by machinery, the importation 
arid use of which would uot be permitted, it would be impossible to manu- 
facture such arms, at least in any numbers, at a cheap rate. The skill! which 
would enable an artisan, by haud labour, to imitate even tire guns imported 
for a few shillings. Would usually com'maud in other work a remuneration so 
high as to detach him from, the manufacture of cheap fire-arms, moreover, thef 
manufacture of arms within India could be controlled fur ratore easily thaot 
their importation*

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As regards ammunition, etc., the existing law would be preserved intact. 
Local Governments would be instructed to rofuse licenses for the importation 
of excessive quantities) and its sale and storage would be placed Under more 
stringent restrictions, which would render difficult ite disposal for improper 
purposes after importation. 

The law would also be altered so as to permit a stricter regulation of the 
transport of Weapons and ammunition m India, and would impose heavy 
penalties on illicit transport, especially when uuy attempt at concealment was 
made. 

There would also be found in the Bill another measure for remedying the 
evils above described, the necessity for which had been admitted by the Govern* 
meat of India not without much hesitation and only after the almost unani* 
mous expression of opinion by Local Governments and Administrations and 
of their executive officers as to its necessity. The existing law, it Would be 
perhaps remembered, practically divided the country into disarmed and iin- 
disarmed districts or provinces, and whilo certain somewhnt stringent 
regulations, applied to the former, no restrictions at all, except as to the im- 
portation of arms and manufacture of arms, applied to the latter. 

It had been shown however that it was practically impossible to prevent 
or control the transmission of arms to the disatined districts, or to the frontiers 
of India, unless some regulation was adopted ns to the possession and transfer 
of arms in the non -disarmed districts. If an Agent could buy and collect 
arms and ammunition without any notice to the Police, or other let or hindrance, 
in a non-disarmed district, there was no other difficulty to be overcome in 
transmitting them to places beyond but the regulations against illegal transport, 
the risk of evading which was comparatively small, indeed, as a matter of fact, 
several concealed consignments had been seized, and yet it had, he believed, 
not been found possible in any single case pratically to reach either the real 
sender or consignee. Even, therefore, though it was intended to make the 
rules as to transport more strict and the penalties for their evasion somewhat 
heavier, it would still be impossible to maintain any effective control over the 
traffic m arms with disarmed or frontier uistucts, unless the possession of arms 
elsewhere was more or leas under control. ^ 

He might say that this opinion hnd been expressed, not merely by tbe 
Governments of disarmed provinces, but also by two at least of tbe Govern- 
ments of two great non-disarmed provinces— Madras and Lower Bengal. 

It accordingly was intended to extend to all districts, without exception, 
the prov sio i for making the possession of arms without a license illegal, and 
to make the sale of arms to persons not holding such a license a criminal 
offence. 
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It would also be provided that licensed dealers in fttmS should keep 
tegular books, and that private persons selling arms should lOgiBter the transfer 
lit the nearest police office. 

These provisions would, hoWeVer, be tempered by the Maintenance of 
All the executive exemptions already in force under the existing hiW, and by 
Making prosecutions for possessing arms legal only under tile otder of thsT 
Magistrate of the district, moreover searches for afins Would not be made 
ekeept in the presence of specially selected officers, and only on occasions whoit 
there won good reason to believe that an offence was being Committed 

With these restrictions, and with judicious rules far the grant of licenses. 
Which the Bill would giVe the Government of India power to make, it was 
to be hoped that the provisions of the Bill would not be foiled more Btriugont 
than necessary, or in practioe m any degree harsh or oppressive. 

It Would not iu all Casas, for example, probably bo necessary to make the 
licenses renewable annually, or the levy of a fee for a license usually more 
than sufficient to recoup the cost and trouble of preparing the license. 

Having thus explained the policy of the Bill, he would only add that the 
prososals now put forward, however stringent they appeared, had not boon 
made without a full conviction on the part of the Government of India that 
they Were necessary to the preservation of peace and good order. And it wds 
to be fetnemberad that suoh legislation, indeed 11101*0 stringent legislation, waa 
not without precedent even in Europe Without going further tliau the 
British Statute-book, the Irish Acts of 1930 and 18 ? >, Ac,, provided that 
persons knowingly having arms in possession wero liable to iiupiisonnient With 
or without hard labour for two years, that persons found carrying arms could 
be arrested by auy private individual , that licenses could be revoked by pro- 
clamation, and the owners compelled to deposit their nfins and ammunition 
in such places as might be mentioned m it { that dealers could not sell to 
persons not duly licensed. Indeed bo stiingcut wore the provisions of those 
Acts, that a person desirous of carrying a revolver for bis own protection must 
obtain a special license. 

Of course the Government of India did not expect (oof probably did any 
one else) that the measures proposed would be absolutely effective to proveut 
altogether the illegal importation, sale and transport of arms and ammunition, 
but it was hoped and believed that they would, if judiciously enforced, suffice 
to restrain illegal trade within comparatively harmless dimensions. 

' In conclusion he would only say, that if he obtained the leave of the 
Council to bring in the Bill which had been prepared, he would then take the 
opportunity of explaining the clauses which had been drawn to give effect to 
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the fJoliey tie had described, mid would explain the Other new proViditJhi 
chiefly designed to clear up doubts which had uiiseu from the wording of tlid 
existing Jam. 

LIEUTEN ANT-GEN EH A L THE HON’BLE SIH El JOHNSON said 
that after the veiy exhaustive speech of the mover it was perhaps uuuecessury 
fur hun to say anything But he teit specially glad, as a military man, that 
the Government hud decided to deal with this most important subject. VVhetl 
he said that he spoke as a niiUtmy man, he meant that he spoke m tlie inter- 
est! of uur own suldiui* Since the time inferred to m uue of the papeis from 
which Sir E Baylcy hod ipioicd, lie was happy to say that our soldiera have 
beeu placed in a much better position thau that m which they were then , for a 
great portion of the army haa leceived arms of prucisiuu. But there are blill 
troops, especially local Oorps and mditaiy police, who ate without such aims. 
These men might be brought into conflict with rohbera, docoits, und llldoeis oi 
eVery desCuptiou, who arc m pussessiuu uf anus of u aupeiiot doeci iption to 
those with which uur own troops woio atuiod. It placed soldiers in a very 
false pusitiou to be liable to bo bi ought against men arnied With druis 
of piecision very superior to those which they themselves possessed, and 
there foie he thought it essentially, important that the question should be 
dealt with by u legislative ineasme of the kind now proposed. 

But not only as reg.uds the imputation of arms but equally important 
Was the pieveutiuu of the luamiiuctuio of iue-auns and ammunition in tins 
Country. The hou’ble mover au J the members of this Council were no doiibt 
peifectly aware, that recently the Government bad bad befoie them us a fact 
that au Admirable Cap manufactory existed in a city ueur one of our mihtaiy 
stations. The caps turned out 111 that manufactory were almost equal to those 
Which the Uovuruuieut supplied to their troops , and it was also well known 
that the Native uitisuu wae so excellent a manipulatory and, liko the Chinese* 
Copied so well, that the arms and wai-like implements he turned out Were not 
to be distinguished from those of uur own troops Aud therefore when the 
Council nus dealing with (he illegal importation of arms, they were equally 
bound to deal with the mauulucture of such arms in this country. 

SIR E. JOHNSON hud had the privilege of looking over this Bill and 
lie confessed that he did not see auy loophole by Which tire provisions and 
intentions of Act could be avoided. 

* 

The Motion w«s put and agreed to. 

THE HON'BLE SIH E. BAYLEY introduced the Hill to consolidate and 
Amend the law relating to Artns, Ammunition aud Military Stores, aud moved 
that it be referred to a Select Committee. He hod promised on the last occasion 
in introducing the Bill, to afford some explanation of the different sections of 
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the new law which had been proposed with the view of meeting the special 
difficulties which rendered the introduction of the Bill itself neoessary The 
whole Act, he might stiy, hul been drafted and reoast, although its substance was 
very much that of the present Bill. But it hud boon rearranged and made 
piore concise and put into a more intelligible and compact shape by his lion ’bid 
friend Mr. Stokes and Mr. Fitzpatrick There would, no doubt, be many 
points of drafting in which the Bill might be improved whifo passing through 
Select Committee, and he did not propose at the present moment to Bay that 
every particular provision of the Bill was In a form in which he ahon'd like to 
see it in its ultimate shape. He thought, however, that, as it was now drawn 
U stated the precise policy which the Goveinn ent of India wished to enforce, 

As he had explained at tho last meeting of the Council, one main object 
of the present Bill was to obtain stricter control over the importation of cheap 
fire-arms, and also on their possession, even in the non-disaimcd parts of India, 
so as to prevent their transport and sale without and even within, our own 
territories or frontier and their transfer to persons into whose possession it was 
essential to the peace of the country that such arms should not come. He 
would, ho wo /er, before proceeding further, draw attention to tho first and 
twenty-third sections of tho Bill, whioh oontained nil the exemptions at pre- 
sent in force, and the Council would see further, that the Bill contained 
provisions for the continuanpe of similar exemptions. He would state to the 
Council what the chief of those exemptions were ; fii at of all, all Europeans, 
Atneiicans, and Anglo-Indian subjects were exempted, then oertain Chiefli. 
Jjigirdars and other Natives who were specially exempted by the Local Govern- 
ment under the powers given to them. Again, for example, in the Punjab, all 
hononary Magistrates and Police ftntldats, who were a class of honorary officials 
below the degree of Magistrates, were exempted. He merely mentioned these 
examples to show how wide tho scope of present exemptions was, and ho wished 
to point out that ©very exemption existing under the present law would be 
continued and would not be affected by the passing of this Bill , and the Local 
Governments and the Government of India would have similar powers to conti- 
nue or to renew or to extend these exemptions in futuie. 

Section 4 of tbe Bill defined “ammunition” “ military stoics” and "arm*” 
and also contained various other definitions. The particular feature in these 
definitions was the separation of the definitions of ‘'ammunition” and "military 
stores." This was a new feature, and the Council would find that this difference 
affected the Bill, in as much as “military stores” included a great many articles 
which were also used for other purposes and therefore the absolute restrictions 
as to these articles were very much less stringent than as to what were called 
<* amRi’initigp." Ip fact he might say generally, although it did not exactly 
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express the fnct, that power woe given to the Government to restrict the 
transput of military stores, rather than that their transport was absolutely 
restricted by the Bill. Ife had mentioned at the last meeting of the Counoil 
that some very considerable difficulties had occurred from the want of proper 
definitions in this respect, and that, for example, for the time considerable in- 
convenience was felt in the saltpetre trade, from the want of the separate 
definition now introduced. 

St'otion 5 of the Bill, or rather a clause of it, contained a new provision 
in regard to the sale by private persons of arms aud ammunition. It had been 
found ua a matter of foot, and it was only very natural that persons buying 
arms and ammunition perfectly bona Jide for their own use, ceased to require 
them, and then sold them to the first purchaser : in that way a considerable 
number of arms had got into hinds to which it was not desirable that they 
should pass. There would therefore be two restrictions on this point : one 
that it would not be legal to sell such arms to a person who was not licensed 
to possess them ; and seoondly, that any private person selling arms or ammo* 
nition would have to give notice thereof to the nearest Police Station. Sir £L 
Bayley did not think that in practice this would be found a very oppressive, 
or harsh provision, while at the same tune he believed that it might prevent 
a good deal of mischief 

Section 7 referred to the duties on cheap fire-arms. He explained this 
part of the subjeot at so much length on tho last occasion, that he would not 
detain the Couuod at present with any further remarks upon it. The Council 
would find in the second schedule attached to tho Bill the specific duties it 
was proposed to levy on fire-arms aud military stores, including parts of fire- 
arms. This schedule bad been prepared with some difficulty, for it required 
a good deal of technical knowledge to fit it exaotly to the facts and necessities 
of the case. He hoped that, when the Bill weut into Committee, lus Colleagues 
would assist him in maktug this sohedule, as perfect as it could be made. 

Seotion 11 referred to the general restriction which it was proposed to 
place on the possession of arms all ever tire oouutry, without reference to the 
fact whether specific districts were included under what was seotion 32 of the 
old Act, whether, that is to Bay, they were " disarmed " or “ undisarmed ** 
districts. It was intended that the necessity for a license should extend to the 
whole country. He would point out, however, that the last two clauses in 
this seotion were intended to meet any difficulty which might be felt by persona 
who now possessed arms, and it would be seen that this seotion woald not 
eome into force for three months after tbs date on which the Bill came into 
force, so as to give time and opportunity to a person who did not oars to take 
oat a license to dispose of bis anas, or to take oat a license if he obose to do 
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so ; and if he could not sell them or caro otherwise to get rid of them, he 
would be allowed by the third clause of tbe section to deposit them at the 
nearest Police station. 

Section 22 was Bomewhat wide in its terms, bat it was a generalization of 
Section 20 of Act XXXI of 1860. The Council would see that sections 25 and 
26 of the Hill maintained, in rospect to searches in the undisarmed districts all 
the existing restrictions as to prosecutions and searches to be made, and did not 
specially extend, but were on the contrary rather intended to mitigate the 
severity of the law Under section 25, in such cases no prosecution could be 
instituted aguinst any person without the previous sanction of the Magistrate of 
the District ; and by section 26 a search under similar circumstances must be 
in the presence of some person specially appointed by name by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in this behalf, and not otherwise ; that was to say, an ordinary Police- 
officer would not have tire power of making searches without any special autho- 
rity or guidance, but in every caso some special selected officer of seme rank and 
position would be employed in making searches. 

SIR E. BAYLEY did not know whether there was anything else which 
was new in the Bill as to prmciple As he had said before, the subject was a 
very complicated one, and the drafting of the Act had been ono of great diffi- 
culty. If hereafter any blots wore found in it, he was sure that the Select 
Committee would be very glad to consider them, and to amend tliera so os to 
meet any difficulties which might arise. He did not know how long the Com- 
mittee would sit, but the Bill would be no doubt m their hands for some tune, 
and both the public and the members of the Council would have the opportu- 
nity of bringing to notice any special points which might occur to thorn. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

THE HON’BLE SIR E. BAYLEY alBO moved that the Bill be published 
in the Gazette of India in English, and m the local gazettes in English, and in 
such other languages as the Local Governments direct. 

The Motion was put aud agreed to. 

THE HON’BLE SIR EDWARD BAYLEY presented the Report of 
the Select Committee on the Bill to consolidate uttd amend the law relating to 
Arms, Ammunition and Military Stores. He said that as the Bill wob one of 
considerable interest to the public, and os many objections bad been made to 
it in the shape m which it originally stood, by persons of all classes, it might 
perhaps be advisable to give some sketch of the alterations which the Select 
Committee had introduced iu the Bill with the view of meeting such, of those 
objections as seemed to them valid, 
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One part of section 5 of the Bill as introduced required all persons, other 
than licensed vendors, selling arms or ammunition, to give notice m alt cases to 
the officer in charge of the nearest Police Station. In the new Bill, this was 
now dispensed with where the purchaser was a person exempted under Section 
27, and it was further provided that notice, where still necessary, should be 
given to the Magistrate of the district instead of at the Police Station, which, 
specially in the case of transactions in whioh Europeans were concerned, might 
sometimes be more convenient to the parties As he Bhonld have occasion to 
point out, another provision had been introduced, which, with practically very 
much less incouveuience and irritation to private parties, secured the objects 
which it was intended to secure by these provisions of section 5, and they 
might therefore safely be omitted 

In respect to the duties imposed under section 7 of the Bill, very much 
comment had been elicited alike from the Public Press, the Local Governments), 
end private persons. The objection commonly taken had been that these 
would press unfairly upon those who were loyal and well-disposed, and who 
were desirous to obtain arms, whether for Bporting or other legitimate purposes, 
especially in those districts bordering upon forests or other places infested with 
wild beasts, and where fire-arms were required as a means of protection for 
themselves or against the destruction of their crops. Those objections were 
doubtless well founded, and to meet them the Committee had provided that 
when persons exempted or excused themselves imported any firearms, or purchas- 
ed them from the importers, they would be eutitled to a drawback upon the 
duty Hpecihed in the schedule, which would bring it down to the level of the 
duty at present in force, and also would not exceed in any one case ten per cent. 
ad valorem. As a matter of fact, this alteration would produce a slight reduc- 
tion in the duty now payable upon the higher classes of firearms. There was 
ako a provision which was not entirely new, though new to this Bill. It was 
a section which was inserted with the object partly of drawing attention to the 
provisions of the Customs Act, and partly with the object of applying them in 
a slightly modified form to the importation ~ of arms, That was to 
say, it permitted the conversion of the private shops or officers of an 
importing firm into bonding warehouses, in which they might store the arms 
imported, and pay duty upon them ooly as they were withdrawn for sale. 
This amendment was introduced to meet au objection which had been made, a 
legitimate one, by a large firm, that they would otherwise have to pay down 
on importation a large amount of duty, and, perhaps, it would be a long time 
before they get any return. This provision would meet that abjection. 

With regard also to the schedule of dutiable articles, some minor 
articles had, ou reconsideration, been struck out of it, aud with regard to all 
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other articles which were the appendages of fire-arms, it was provided that, 
when they were imported and fitted in the Bame case as the fire arms, they 
would be exempt from the payment of duty. 

The next alteration to which Sir Edward Bayley would refer was 
that, while the draft Bill provided for importation by sea, it overlooked 
the possibility of importation by land There were several foreign sea-ports 
on the coast, and this fact made it necessary to introduce provision for impor- 
tation by land also, and therefore the clause which applied to importation by 
sea was made to apply also to importation by land. 

There was another clause which was new, and which was the only point 
in which he thought the Select Committee had increased the iegidity of the 
Bill ; but it had beau inserted tm the special recommendation of the Lieute- 
nant-Governor of the Punjab. The new clause empowered the Local Govern- 
ment, with the previous sanction of the Governor-General m Council, to appoint 
searching-places at certain points within our frontier, whenever there was a 
belief that anna and ammunition were likely to be exported over the frontier. 

In section II of the Bill there was alao a very material alteration. As 
introduced, the Bill prohibited the possession of arms of any description 
without a license. In that form it would have been an uuneceBaarily sweep- 
ing measure, and in fact, the form which the original Bill assumed in this res- 
pect was due perhaps to an ’oversight. Undur the old law a difference was 
made, as he had explained before, between certain proclaimed and unproclaimcd 
districts, and that difforeuce was piactically swept away by the diaft Bill. The 
Committee had thought it right to restore that distinction so far, that in a 
district proclaimed the possession of all arms would need to be licensed, but 
in a district which was not proclaimed, licenses would only be required for the 
possession of fire-arms. 

The was another difficulty in regard to the disposal of arms which were 
deposited under sections 11 aud 14, — that was to say, arms which came proper- 
ly into the possession of people, but in which the legal possession, of them had 
ceased and which therefore came under the custody of the Police. It had been 
provided that they should remain fur a year liable to be claimed by the owner 
iu one case, aud in another case, which was a more difficult one, for three years. 
If at the end of that timo there were not claimed and legally dealt with, they 
would be forfeited. 

There was another question which was a matter of greater difficulty, and 
the Committee were unanimous in opinion regarding it It referred to the 
levy of fees for licenses to possess, but not for licenses to manufacture or 
ixupoit or transport. On the whole, considering the many difficulties 
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-which existed, it was considered advisable that the former class of licenses 
should be freed from taxation. It was a matter of some difficulty, because it 
somewhat affected the resources of the Local Governments, which had hitherto 
derived somo revenue from this source. But he thought the argumeuts which 
convinced the Committee ought to prevail ; the question, however, was one 
which was open to discussion hereafter. 

There was another section also of some degree of stringency which was 
taken from the Code of Criminal Procedure. Section 28 required information 
to be given by any person who had a knowledge of any offence committed 
against the provisions of the proposed Act. A clause to that effect existed in 
the Criminal Procedure Code, in regard to many offences of a nature parallel to 
those punishable under this Act, and all that hod been done was practically to 
apply that section to the present law. % 

Then m Section 32 came another new provision, which was intended to 
take the place of that m Section 5 of the draft Bill, which required notice 
to be given at the Police office by persons selling arms The real object of 
this provision was to dliuble the Government to know where aims were held, 
aud to detect whetlior they had boon legally imported or otherwise. All that 
was intended was that persons who possessed arms should be held liable to fill 
up returns when required to do so The Committee did not think that that 
was au unnecessary interference with private convenience , it was a form of 
inquiry which would give very little trouble, would not be frequently resorted 
to, and which might be of great uso. 

Beyond these there were some minor alterations in the details of the 
Bill. But they were almost oil purely matters of drafting, intended to bring 
the provisions of the Code into harmony with other enactments, and to make 
its moaning clear. 

Under these circumstances, os almost all the changes which had been 
made, although of some importance, were in the mterosts of the public and 
in the direction of relaxing the stringency of the Bill, the Committee did not 
consider that it need be Tepublished as altered by them. 

TEE HON’BLE SIB EDWARD BAYLET moved that the Report of 
the Select Committee on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to Arms, Ammunition and Military Stores be taken into consideration. He 
said that, in presenting the Report of the Select Committee, he had called the 
attention of the Council to the very considerable alterations wbicb had been . 
made in the details of the Bill, and fox the present be would say no more 
upon that subjoot. He wished to addross himself on this ocoasion rather to 
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the objections which had been taken to the principle of the Bill. They had 
been told that no case had been made out for the Bill ; that it was apparently 
entirely unnecessary. One representation which they had had from the 
British Indian Association went so far as to say that no facts or arguments had 
been adduced to establish the necessity for Buch rigorous legislation. Well, 
he really did not know what evidence would satisfy every ono. He thought 
he had been at some pains, when he moved for leave to introduce the Bill, to 
show how urgently the necessity for some such measure had been for many 
years persistently pressed upon the Government of India by almost every 
Local Government and Administration He mentioned also certain statistical 
facts which proved the existence of a large and increasing traffic in the very 
description of arms which it was most undesirable should be introduced into 
India, and the Council had still been told that no case had been made out. 
So far as he could understand, the only statement to contravene tho evidence 
he then adduced was, first, that the importation of arms and the value 
of arms had beau diminishing during the last five or six years, instead of 
increasing , and in the second place that a great nnmbor of people had been 
destroyed by wild beaats. He did not in the least propose to controvert either 
of those statements , but he hud taken pains to show, when he introduced 
the Bill, that he was perfectly aware of the fact that a diminution had taken 
place in the actual imports of arms, and he gave the reason for it, that wan to 
say, that the Government of India had put into force certain powers which 
possessed under tho Customs Act of absolutely prohibiting the importation of 
arms of a certain description. Well that was a very useful power, and one 
which the Government proposed to retam. It would supplement very effec- 
tively the provision of the present Bill. But he also pointed out that it was 
one which by itself was very easily evaded, and that the Local Governments 
were not satisfied with it , that they asked for more power, and were not 
apprehensive that these additional precautions would be abused. He went 
fuither, aud had told the Council' that tho Government of India were in 
possession of information which showed that the importation of arms would, 
if the existing law were not supplemented by a fresh and more Btringent legis- 
lative enactment, very soon be very largely and injuriously increased., He 
thought himself that that was sufficient evidence of the necessity for the Bill, 
even if it had not been supplemented by the very definite expression of opinion 
by his hou’ble friend the member in charge of the Military Department, whose 
opinion on a subject of that character should, Sir Edward Bayley thought, be 
received as decisive. However, if more evidence was wanted, — that is, if those 
who had denied the necessity for the Bill wanted more evidence — ho would 
say that thiB Bill had now been published. It had been commented upon 
with very great care, he was gratified to say, by a large number of local officers 
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and he had noted something of the result. A great many, in fact a large 
majority who had been consulted had not taken any notice at all of the princi- 
ple of the Bill or the necessity for it. But he might say that in their remarks 
almost all of them had implied their approval ef the Bill. Bat u considerable 
number of those officers had gone oat of their way m express terms to approve 
of the Bill and to declare the necessity for it. He would mention some of them. 

The Punjab Government thought the provision far controlling the possession of amis a 
wise and saints ry one The Commiuioner of Derajat considered the Bill salutary and called 
for. The Commissioner of Multan thought the provisions of the BUI aalntary and urgently 
called for, The Commissioner of Jtdundeer thought the Bill urgently needed. General Ke ye* 
had long since pointed out the need for amending the law and approved the Bill The 
Inspector-General of Polio e approved of tho Bill, and urged that it ahould be made more 
stringent 

In Bengal the (Jem mite loner of Dacca had no doubt of the expediency, If aot of the 
necessity, for controlling the present facility for ^acquiring arms ZTi# ’Commissioner ef the 
Presidency Division called the provision of tile Bill good and suitable O.ie of the moot 
distinguished Judicial officers in Bengal Mr Field, goea out of his way to call it a wise and 
necessary measure. 

In the Berara, Sir R. Meade entirely approved of the provisions of the Bill. The Oom- 
mtssioner of the U ydernha l Assigned Oiitnet thought the Bill admirable m intention and 
eoope, and admirably drawn. 

In Bombay the Government approved of the Bill generally The Commiuioner in Sindh 
did the same. The Commissioner of the Central Division had for Years advocated a similar 
Arms Act The Commiuioner ef the Northern Diemen thought the Bill would undoubtedly 
meet a great want. 

In the Northern-Western Prom ces the Government approved of the Bill subject to some 
amendments. The Commiuioner o/Jhnnei called it an excellent and very necessary Bill. 

In the Cnntrd Provinces the Chief Commissioner thought the necessity for the Bill as 
an 1m penal measure was proved. 

In Madras the Government approved the principle of the Bill. One Collector, Mr. 
Tkvnas, said he hid himself recommended .1 Bill ou tho same hues Another, Mr. Webster 
said the measure was imperatively required. 

Well, SIR EDWARD BAYLEY hoped, although he could not expect to 
satisfy every one, that these expressions of opinion might be taken as sufficient. 
He could say that almost every officer who had been consulted had either as he 
had said, expressly or impliedly approved both the principles of the Bill and the 
direction in which it went. There was actually only one exception, and all that 
was necessary to say of it was that tho exception seemed to prove the rule. 
Sir William Robinson in Madras had no doubt takeu the exact line which the 
Britsh Indian Association had taken. So much for the necessity for the Bill 
Tlioy had been told, it had been said in some quarters, that the Government had 
brought in the Bill under the influence of a scare. Well he thought he had 
shown, and the papers had shown to the Committee, that, so far from this being 
the case, for at least eight successive years the Government had been pressed 
to pass a Bill precisely on these lines, that they resisted doing so until the 
necessity for it was absolutely shown. So far from the Bill being passed under 
a scare, he might say that some of the most important information showing the 
necessity for the Bill had only been received since it had been introduced. 
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He would not trouble the Council with any further general details of the 
Bill. There were a number of objeelions taken, and he was bound to say that 
some of them, had been taken with great force, and had proved' very useful to 
the Committee in settling tlie details. He might close them into three classes, 
first, that the Bill was too stringent, unnecessarily severe, and that a portion of 
it was not workable. He was bound to admit, and ho had pointed out when 
the Bill was introduced, that there was a slight oversight m drafting ; that the 
Bill u> its original shape had certainly been made somewhat rigid by the old 1 
provision as regards the proclaimed districts having been removed. But that 
had been altered in Committee by the restoration of this provision. In the 
next place they wore told that the Bill was too severe. He had pointed out 
how largely the Committee had modified the severity of the Bill by amend- 
ments which they had made. He had himself assented to those amendments ; 
but he thought that if they erred u> any way, they erred, perhaps, somewhat m 
the direction of over-relaxation. Personally, however, he was contented with 
the Bill aa it stood, with the exception of a trifling verbal amendment which he 
proposed to- move on the present occasion. Then again, they were told that 
some of the provisiona of the Bill were not clear, the- objection thus taken waa 
doubtless good, and the Committee had done there best to- remedy the defect. 
He trusted that the Council would, on looking over the Bill in its present 
shape, be willing to agree, first, that a cose had been made out for the Bill, 
and for a Bill drawn on tlie lines of the present measure „ and secondly, that 
the Bill had been shorn of most, if not all, of its objectionable features. At 
any rate, he must thank the Committee for the very patient attention they had 
given to its provisions and the trouble tbey had taken to make the Bill 
workable. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The HON’BLE SIR JOHN STRACHEY, with the permission of His 
Excellency the President, moved the following amendment • — 

First, that m Section 17, clause (6) for the words “ except a license for 
possession," the following be substituted, namely 

“ Granted m a place to which section 88, douse 2, of Act No XXXI of 1860 applies 
at the time this Aet comes into force, or in respect of any such license other then a license for 
possession granted in any other plaoe ” 

Secondly, that in Section 17, Clause («), for the words 
“ except ae aforesaid," 
the words 

“ other then a license for possession '* 

be substituted. 
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The object of the amendment was to impose a license for possession 
of arms of all kinds in those parts only of the country which had been 
already disarmed under the proviaons of Act XXXI of 1860. His motive, 
be must explain, in bringing forward the present amendment, was partly a 
financial one, although that was not his principal object. He hoped to be able 
to show to the Council, looking at the matter from a financial point of view, 
that the privilege of possessing arms in part of tho country which were already 
disarmed, and to which alone he now referred, was a legitimate source from 
which to derive revenue, and that it was a point of some importance in connec- 
tion with the late measures for extending the financial powers and responsi- 
bilities of the Local Governments. He said that, as a source of Imperial revenue, 
the receipts from foes of this kind would, no doubt, be quite insignificant, but 
from a Provincial point of view they were not without importance. As an 
illustration of this importance, he might mention that in the North Western 
Provinces, with which he was best acquainted, it was calculated that such fees 
levied upon a very moderate scale would yield not less than one lakh of rupees 
a year — a sum which would bo very valuable os an addition to the Provincial 
finances. It would be difficult in his opinion to find any other way of raising 
such a sum which would be open to fewer objections For levying such fees 
was taxing a luxury, and had all the merits of that kind of taxation. He 
knew, of course, that there were tracts of country where, from the great num- 
bers of wild beasts or the proximity of turbulent . neighbours 01 from other 
dangers, arms were a necessity, a necessity and not a luxury. Where this was 
the case, no one could recoguise more fully than he did that we ought to do 
nothing whatever which could in the slightest degiee interfere with the 
rneaus of protection which the poeple really required iu those tracts. But 
such parts of the country were exceptional, and they could be sufficiently 
provided for under the powers of exemption which the Bill conferred on the 
Government. Leaving them out of sight for the present, and speaking of the 
disarmed tracts to which alone his amendment coutd apply, he affirmed, 
without hesitation, that the privilege of possessing arms was a luxury. It 
was usually Bought for, not so much on account of the protection afforded by 
the arms as because they enhanced the dignity of the wearer, and conferred 
upon him some kind of personal distinction He could recognise no reason 
for exempting persons who wished for a privilege of that sort from paying 
something for it. He would go farther and say that he could hardly call to 
mind any more available and legitimate means of obtaining revenue than that 
of calling upon people who desired such marks of distinction to pay for them. 
Such a source of income fulfilled all the conditions which were required m 
taxation. The amount payable would be certain and easily known by every 
body. No one need pay it at all who found it inconvenient to do so. And 
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those who did pay would contribute in proportion to the advantages obtained 
by them. Exception had, he knew, been taken to the proposal on the gronnd 
that it might offend agciinat another fundamental rule of taxation by com- 
pelling the tax-payer to pay more than was likely to 6nd its way to the 
treasury. It bad been said that, to levy fees on licenses for the possession of anna 
might give opportunities for oppression and extortion, and might do more to 
enrich the underlings of the Magistrates’ Courts than the public treasury. Sir 
John Strachey thought that this objection would npt be found good upon examina- 
tion. He had already said that the operation of his proposed amendment would 
be oonfined to those districts in which the possession of arms was prohibited, 
and in which there was no intention of relaxing that prohibition. In such 
places it was impossible to dispense altogether with licenses. Section Ilf 
of the Bill mads provision for the grant of such licenses, and it was obvious 
that without them the Government had no means of keeping itself informed, 
or of controlling the number, of arms which were from time to time iu the 
hands of the people. But if licenses were required at all, the objection to 
charging fees for them lost all its force-; because it was- not the fee charged 
which gave the oppotuuities of peculation but the necessity of applying for 
and obtaining a license which had to pass through the hands of subordinate 
officials. But in his humble opinion, speaking of the Provinces to which alone 
it would apply, he believed that those anticipated dangers had really no exis- 
tence whatever ; certainly not more than iii most other forms of taxation which 
might be named — in octroi-colleations, in inland customs-collections, and in 
license-tax collections . He believed that the ouly effect of charging feea for 
the possession of arms would he to add by the amount of those fees to the 
cost of obtaining them. The additional cost was very far, iu his opinion, from 
being a disadvantage ; for the Council was now considering the case only of 
those parts of the country where it had been determined, on grounds of 
political expediency, that the people ought not generally to be in possession 
of arms and where a cheap and abundant supply of them waa on no grounds 
desirable. 

He had dealt now with the only objection which he had heard to the 
proposed levy of duties on these licenses. He wished to add some very 
important evidence iu confirmation of the arguments by which he had sought 
to support h» amendment. In the North-Western Provinces, this special 
subject had undergone very long and careful consideration, and the result had 
been to elicit the strongest possible opinions in favour of the measure which 
he waa advocating. So far baok as 1870' Sir W. Muir, the then Lieutenant 
Governor, appointed a committee of the most experienced officers to consider 
the best way of adding to the revenues. That committee made various re- 
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commendations, and amongst them, advised the imposition of a duty on arm** 
licenses, and Sir J. Strachey would, with the permission of His Excellency, 
read a short passage from the Committee's report * 

“ 33. It u unnecessary to propose any farther taxation for actual requirements Hie 
Committee desire, however, to poiut out that a legitimate source of moome muy be found by 
enforcing fees ou the issues of anus licenses Arms iu this country are m the great majority 
of i i&e used as n means of increasing the dignity or supporting the rank of natives who 
ms>i to cany them. 

« »•«•••• 

Tho probable income arising from this source is conjectural only It will probably 
be uot less than £10,000 per onuum,” 

Sir W. Muir entirely approved of that recommendation, and, in June, 
1871, submitted a proposal to the Government of India for carrying it into 
effect. Iu the letter which he wrote to the Government of India he said— — “ 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor concurs generally in the Views of the Committee The 
scale of foes and the suggested rules for lasue of licenses appear suitable, but tlio Local Go- 
vernment might. His Homme thinks, receive power to vary these, within certain limits, 
from tune to tune, as may be found expedient. For districts that have not been disarmed 
the scale is perhaps too lngh, and there it might be reduced one-half. 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor is further of opinion that m all parts of the country which 
have been disarmed, licenses should be lequireu, not only to curry, but to possess, arms 

“ Exemption will be readily granted in parts of the country where prevalence of wild 
beasts ur other danger may render it axpcdieut that arme should be possessed or used. 

The proposal thus made was not earned into execution. It was brought 
forwaid originally by Sir W. Muir under the impression that it was absolutely 
m-ce-vuy to provide further means of meeting Provincial charges. But the 
condition of tho Provincial finances having turned out better than was expected 
it vvas d topped. In 187G, whon Sir J. Strachey was Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Not th- Western Provinces, the question was again taken up. It nos dis- 
cussed hv a number of the most expuiienced officers of the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces, and tlioy were unanimously of opinion that it was 
extreme ly desirable to charge license fees for the possession of arms. He 
himself entirely concurred in the view thus taken, and ho was in a position to 
say that the same opinion was held by the present Lieutenant-Governor of the 
North-Western Provinces. Tims, in the Noith- Western Provinces three 
successive Lieuteiiant-Goveruois and he believed, all their most experienced 
officers, bad daring the last eight years, expressed strong opinions in favour of 
the ameudinent which he was now asking the Council to adopt. He hoped 
that a moasure which had suoh strong authority to support it would be approved 
by the Council that day. 

Tho Motion was put and agreed to. 

The HON’BLE SIR E. 0. BAYLEY moved—

That to section 32 the following words he added, namely 

“ Any person refusing or neglecting to produce any such arms when bo required 
shall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to one month, or with 
fine which may extend to two hnndred rupees, or with both.” 

He said the amendment was really one of a technical nature. He had 
mentioned, when presenting the Report of the Select Committee, that a clause 
had been introduced in section 32, requiring persons in possession of arms to 
produce them when required. But by mistake no penalty was affixed to tho 
section by means of which it could be onforced. The amendment of winch he 
had given notice was simply intended to correct the error. 

The Motion was put and agroed to. 

Tho HON’BLE SIR EDWARD BAYLEY also moved that the Bill as 
amended be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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Statement of objects anti reasons. 

The law relating to arms, ammunition and military stores has long been 
felt to be in an unsatisfactory state. In Borne particulars it has been found 
defective, and on many points it presents difficulties of construction which 
might at any time prove embarrassing to the Government or entail hardship 
on innocent persons. 

2. Be far back as the year 1870 a Bill was introduced to remedy this 
state of things ; but, owing an part to press of work and in part to other causes, 
it was allowed to stand over. 

8. The present Bill is in the main a -consolidation of the existing law, 
and a re-enactment of it in a simpler form which such improvements in points 
df detail ae the experience of the working of the Arms Act of 1860 haa shown 
to be desirable. On two points only does it propose to introduce changes of 
any importance. 

4. The first of these points is dealt with in section 7. which, taken with 
the second schedule, imposes duties on the importation by eea of arms, and 
parts of arms etc. Those duties, it will be observed, are fixed without reference 
to the value of the articles oU which they are imposed, and they are so fixed 
and are pitched, at what may seem at first sight to be high rates, expressly 
with a view to check the importation of a cheap class of arms, the importation 
of which has of late years largely increased. 

6. Such arms cannot, from their inferior make, be intended for sporting 
purposes, and there is reason to suspect that a considerable proportion of them 
finds its way into the hands of the criminal classes in the interior of the 
country or of the hostile tribes on our frontiers. It lias been found very diffi- 
cult to prevent the transit of such arms from the sea ports into the interior of 
the country and towards the frontiers when once they were imported, and it 
is believed that the simplest method of cheeking their importation, and the 
method best calculated to interfere with the legitimate trade in arms of a 
superior class, is to impose an uniform duty of the nature proposed. 

6. The other point in which the Bill goes to introduce a material 
change in the existing law is that of the possession of arms. At present the mere 
possessioii of arms is prohibited only in certain provinces, which, to use the 
language of Act XXXI of 1860, have been “disarmed." Throughout the rest 
of the country, though no person can go armed or carry arms except under a 
special exemption or by virtue of a license, the mere possession of arms other 
thin cannon is Act restricted. 
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7. Now there is good reason to believe that this complete absence of 
restriction in the districts which have not been disarmed has led to the law 
prohibiting the transport of aims and the export of arms across the frontiers 
being extensively evaded. As long as all persons indiscriminately may have 
arms in their possession to any amount they please in the districts which have 
not been disarmed, it is practically impossible to prevent such arms being 
passed on to the disarmed districts, to the predatory olasses in Native States, 
and to the hostile tribes on our frontiers. 

The only remedy seems to be to place the possession of arms through- 
out the whole of British India under control and this it is proposed to do 
by section 11 of the BUI, whicli requires all such possession to be under a license. 

8. It will, however, be observed that ample safe guards are provided to 
jprevent this prohibition pressing unfairly against respectable persons desiring 
to possess arms for legitimate purposes. Section 11 allows a period of three 
months after the BiU becomes law within which the possession of arms in the 
districts not hitherto disarmed wUl not be illegal, and during whieh any person 
in such districts can apply for a license ; section 85 enacts that in these districts 
no person snail be prosecuted for possessing arms without the previous sanction 
of the Magistrate of the District; section 86 imposes special and very stringent 
condition on searches for arms; ami lastly, under section 83, the Government 
may exempt any class of persons from the operation of the prohibition al- 
together. 

9. On the whole it may be safely affirmed that, with a system of 
licenses granted either without chaige or on the payment of small fees, and in 
cases where it is safe so to grant them for reasonably long periods the Bill will 
not, as regards the possession of arms, materially affect the position of any 
person to whom the right to possess arms can, with a due regard to the public 
peace and safety, be conceded. 

10. It need only be added that section 3 of the BiU maintains in force 
all exemptions granted under the present law.

Act appears to contemplate the presence Of eome specially empowered officer, besides the 
officer conducting the seat oh.

Held that the petitioner hav- 
ing obtained a Commission, id a date prior to the 22nd June 1884. must be held to have been

The Rules issued under the Indian Arms Act, 1878, were originally 
published with the Home Department Notification No. 518, dated the 6th 
March 1879. As the result of successive amendments and additions during the 
past thirty years, these rules have become most intricate and confusing, and it 
is believed that in their present form they cause inconvenience to the officers 
who have to administer them as well as to the public, especially to those who are 
connected with the trade in arms and ammunition. The Governor General in 
Council has therefore caused them to be codified in a clearer form. The revised 
rules have been circulated to local Governments and Administrations for their 
opinions ; and a large number of minor amendments suggested by them have 
been adopted. The rules as finally approved by the Governor General in Council 
are now published for general information, in supersession of those hitherto in 
force. The changes which have been made in the rules are, for the most part 
only such as are necessary in order to make them clear or in consequence of 
administrative changes, such -as the formation of the North-West Frontier 
Province, the creation of new districts in the Punjab and the formation of the 
province of Eastern Bengal and Assam.*

(1) Facilities should be afforded to exempted persons, when proceeding with arms 
beyond the limits of thoir own province^ for obtaining certificates of exemption from the 
anthontiea of the district to which they belong.

686. An Indian Officer of the Indian army is allowed, without a license or pass, front 
his C. O., to carry or possess, for his personal use arms and ammunition to the extent and!

An Indian soldier is allowed without a license, to cany or possess for his personal

(e) the iHisaessiou of any arms or ammunition, to which these rules apply must be- 
immediately reported, and their description entered iu the private arms register 
to be mamtoiued by eaoii unit, extracts from which must be sent with the 
man's documents when transferred to another unit, Suoh arms and ammunition 
must be lodged in the armoury while the soldier is with hu unit ;

authoi lties for trial A puss shall not be requited for the regimental sword bf 
an Indiau officer, or mounted soldier proceeding on furlough, if permission to 
carry it is entered on hia furlough certificate 

687 An Indian officer or soldier shall not purchase arms unless — 

(l) he has been furnished by competent authority with a written perunwiou 
specif t mg the period of which it u valid , 

(h) the arms are purchased from a person entitlsd under the Indian Anna 
Act, 1878 (XI of 1878), to possess or to sell ai nia , and 

(in) the arms so purchased by him and the arms already possessed by him do not 
exceed the amounts authorised by these rules. 

A r o!e. — Competent authority in the case of a native offioer or soldier is his commanding officer 
and iu the cose of a reservist, the officer commanding the reserve centre.

688 An Indian officer or soldier shall not, unions authorised by competent authority,

§89. Every pass shall be granted by the O C. who shall not delegate his authority. It 
shall contain —

Iu the case of an Indian Reservist applying for a lioeoae at any time after joining tho 
Reserve, the magistrate of the dutnet will grant the license, free of license fee, on the recom- 
mendation of the Officer Commanding the Reserve Centre to which the Reservist is attached. 

In all cases licenses will be renewed, free of license fee, on the recommendation of the 
Officer Commanding tho Reserve Centre. 

Should a magistrate not feel justified in issuing a license to a Reservist, or in renewing 
a Reservist's license his decision, will be communicated to the officer through whom tho 
application was submitted, for such action os the latter may wish to take. 

Offences under the Arms Aot and Rules committed by rsservuts will be dealt with in 
the ordinary manner nnder that Aot by the magistracy. 
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Eveiy soldier before transfer to the reserve, aud every reservist before returning Borne 
after training, shall be warned by his 13. O, that he must report the loss or theft of any arms 
covered by his License to the nearest police station, as required by the conditions printed on 
the license form 

091. Where a fire-arm for which security has been deposited and a pass granted, ta not 
retained, the security shall be forfeited aud the clansmen of the defaulter shall for such period 
not exceeding two years, ss the O 0 may fir, be precluded from taking fire-arms on 
furlough. All such oases shall bo immediately leported to the Divl Comdr. 

602. The magistrate or political officers of the district in which the pass-holder intends 
to reside shall be forthwith informed of the issue of a pass by the O O tlie corps in the case of 
a soldier proceeding on furlough When passes are cancelled or withdrawn the magistrate or 
politicul officer concerned must be so informed. 

693. Officers, soldiers and reservists on leaving the army, cannot be gr-inted passes 
under these regulations, and any passes in their possession must bo withdrawn from them A 
retired officer who m in receipt of a pension as such, or who'not being m receipt of such a 
pension, is, on leaving the service uuder creditable circumstances, exempted by his O O. by 
entry recorded on his discharge certificate (LA F. Y 1949), Alone contmuee exempt from the 
provisions of sections 13 to 16 of the Indian Arms Act, 1878, to the same extent as when in 
the Army. A soldier possessing at the time of discharge, a weapon requiring a license under 
the Indian Arms Ace, shall bo warned, if bis home is situated within the hunts of British 
India, that he must obtain, through his O 0 , a license from the magistrate of the district 
where he proposes to reside mid if his home is situated beyond those limits, that he must 
obtain through hie O. 0 , an export license from the Foreign Department No export license 
will be granted to a trans-border tnbes-inan except for arms certified by his O C.to have 
been bi ought by him from hu home on enrolment. 


(9) The Government of India have ruled that a native soldier on leave is restricted to 
the maximum quantity of arms and ammunition prescribed by Army Regulations, India, 
Volume II, paiagraph 686 If the quantity covered by the paw granted by his commanding 
officer is less than the prescribed in iximiun, a native soldier on leave may only purchase, aud 
dealers may only sell to him, additional arms and ammunition up to that maximum and then 
only with the written permission of his commanding officer No liceuso will be granted to a 
native soldier, by the magistrate or other authority luvoated with the power to license, for any 
other arms or ammunition 

(I. A, 0- No. 92, dated the 14th Feb 1910) 

(10) In order to provide for closer control over the possession of arms by such soldiers on 
leave, the Government of India have decided to modify the roles under the Arms Act by the 
addition of a proviso to p-ungr.iph I, clause (1), to the effect th.it n native soldier, while absent 
fiom hu regiment on leave, shall be exempt only in respect of such arms and ammunition aa 
may be covered by the puss granted to him by his Commanding Officer If a soldier, so absent, 
is found to be in possession of arms aud ammunition not covered by such a pass, lie should be 
made over to the military authorities to lie dealt with under tho military law, instead of being 
piosecuted nnder the provision of the Indian Arms Act. 

3 So far as native reservists are concerned, the Government of India have decided to 
exclude them altogether from the benefits of the exemption enjoyed by them under the orders 
contained in the Home Department letter No 758, dated the 3rd June 1903.

should communicate hie decision, with hiB reasons, to the Commanding Officer, for such action 
as the latter officer may wirIi to tike Offences under the Arms Act and Ltules committed by 
reservists of the native army wil 1 be dealt with in the ordinary raunnei under that Act by the 
magistracy These orders should be held to be applicable in the aase of reservists who are al- 
ready in poieee8ion of arms on the authority of the passes issued by their reepective Cora- 
manding Officers, and who will now receive letters of recommendation for the grant of license 
by the District Magistrates in whose jurisdiction they an reaiding

2. With reference to the first question, I am to invite attention to paragraphs 686- 
693 of the Army Regulations, India, Volume, II, and to explain that although there is 
nothing in the Arms Act and Rules to render a native soldier on leave melliuible for a license 
for arms and ammunition other than those covered by the pass granted by nis Commanding 
Officer, yet aince the possession or obtaining of such arras constitutes a breach of the 
Army regulations quoted, it la desirable that suoh applications for license should invariably 
be refused by District Magistrates and other authorities invested with the power to license. 
I am to request that all licensing authorities may bo instructed in this senso. 

3. As regards the second question, I am to say that the Commanding Officer’s pass is 
intended to cover ouly those aims wlnoh were in the soldier's possession at the time of 
his quittiug his regiment on leave and that tho pass does not oovei arms purchased subse- 
quently That this is the intention is clear from paragraph 686 (e) of tlia Army Regu- 
lations, India Volume II, wlnoh requires the Officer Commanding to satisfy himself, on the 
eoldier’s return from leave, that thu arms covered by the past* have not been changed. 
Under Army Regulations, India, Volume, II, paragraphs, 686, 687, (») and (tit), a soldier 
is restricted to a certain maximum quantity or arms and ammunition, And if the qnantity 
covered by the pass gr. in Led by his Conuu Hiding Officer on his proceeding on leave ie less than 
that the prescribed maximain, he may only purchase additional arms and ammunition 
up to that maximum with tho wntton permission of "competent authority," t e,, 
his Commanding Officer. From this it follows that the reply to the thml question is 
that dealers cannot sell arms or ammunition to native soldiers on the strength of tie 
Commanding Officer’s pass up to thu quantity specified therein unless a special authorisa- 
tion is produced for each such purchase

ammunition m the whole rear If the quantity to bo specified by the licensing authority in 
column 3 of the license which may and should vary with the circumstances of each case, is to 
he taken to be tho absolute yearly maximum, then it would be superfluous to provide for tlio 
fixing of such a maximum by special order of the local Covet nmeut. Nor does it Appear to he 
the case that the outering of the quantity in column 3 of the license need cause inconvenience to 
dealers. So long as no absolute maximum has been fixed by the local Government, ns above 
explained, all that a dealer need do u to see tliat be does not supply to the licensee more 
than the spocified quantity of ammunition at any one time and to eudorse upon the license, 
as required by condition 5, the prescribed particulars as to tho transaction.

LOCAL RULES AND ORDERS.— MADRAS. 

Vida notes to section 8, 18, 23, and 30 of the Act [pages 44, 46, 87 and 50] 

1 All arms, ammunition and miltary stores within the Caliout, Ernad, Wala- 
vanad and Ponnani talnkas m the Malabar District, shall be deposited with the Officer 
in charge of the nearest Police Station ami ail licenses issued for the possession or 
carrying of arms within the above talukas in the Malabar District are cancelled. 

(Q 0. No. 280, dated the 30th Jan 1885 and 855, dated the 6th Feb. 1885.) 

2. The exemption granted under section 27 of the # Arms Aot to members of 
loeal boards by Q. O. 'a No. 783 Judicial dated the Ctii Apiil 1880, and No. 164 
Judicial dated the 24th January 1804, are withdrawn but the exemption is to cuntmue 
personal to existing members of the local boards so long as they remain aucli. 

(6 O No. 724 dated the 24th April 1895.) 

• • • Vide also note (3) to rale 23, [page 77] 

3. Ouna, imported from and exported to Pondioherry, without a license, are 
liable to be detained by the Custom Officers. They should in all such cases submit a 
detailed report to the Circle Inspector All oases of smuggling of arms, ammunition 
and military stores should also be reported fur the orders of the Circle Inspector. 

(£). In order that a fire-arm covered by a license may be identified with the one 
described in the license, its desoiiption should be as full as possible. (< One double 
barrelled gun," for instance, without the maker's name and number or other identifying 
marks, is insufficient to describe the weapon in suoh a manner aa to preclude the 
possibility of all attempts at fraud by the substitution of one gun for another, for 
any number oi guns can be imported from the French territory with such a license 
The weapons of respectable sportsmen should not, however, be detained merely on 
this account. Should fhe description of the weapon given in the license be defective, 
full particulars should he reported to the District Magistrate, through the Officor in 
charge of Land Customs, with a View to the defect being remedied. 

A k A license is required for transport even within the confines of the Bame 
district. 

(G O No 3232, dated the 6th Dec. 1883 and No 2551, dated the 7th Oct 1884.) 

No license, however, is necessary for the removal of ammunition from one 
magazine or warehouse to another in the same looality. 

(G. O. No. 2457, dated the 27th Nov 1883.) 

5. Conveyances and baggage belonging to passengers are liable to he stopped 
and searched at Sayer stations for arms, ammunition and military stores. In carrying 
out this duty the notification of exemption and the rules utider the Arms Act, so for 
as they relate to the transit of arms, ammunition and military stores, should be 
followed by tbe officers of the Land Customs Stations, 

6. The following are a few of the special exemptions under the Arms Act:— 

(a). Guns brought to British India by the European Residents of the French 
settlements of Pondicherry, Karikal or Mahe are exempt from import 
duty, provided that the guns are covered by a pass issued under the 
authority of the Government of the Settlement from which they are 
brought, and countersigned by a British Magistracy certifying that the 
holders are entitled to carry the guns for sporting purposes. 

G. L Notification in Beards Proceedings No. 267 dated the 21st June 1893.) 

Note— Ammunition belonging to French sportsmen which, in the opinion of the Sayer 
staff, is being taken iu un-reasonable quantities should be brought U the notice of the 
Collector. 
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(5). Tho provision of Chapter IV of the Indian Arms Aot, XI of 1878, can- 
not, as a matter of oourtsejr, be onforced in the chbo of the French 
Military and Police Officers, when passing the Tindivanam, Villupurnm 
and Oiiddalore taluks, nor custome duty be demanded at tho Sayer 
stations in respect of arms which such Officers are entitled to carry in 
French Territory. 

(G O No. 175, Judicial, dated tho 25th January 1895.) 

(c) French native subjects are, for the purposes of sport or protection, allowed 
to carry with them across tho frontier guns on payment of import duty, 
when holding gun licenses, gi anted by tli9 District Magistrate of the 
District concerned. Such duty is liablo to be refunded under Q. O. 
No 2653. Judicial, dated 16th December 1891, on a report from the 
Fienoh Government that the gnn on which import duty was paid haB 
been re-exported 

7. Under section 16 of the Indian Arms Aot, 1878 arms the possession of 
which has become unlawful in consequence of tho cancellation or expiry of a license 
are reqnucd to be deposited without unnecessary delay with tho officer in charge of 
the nearest Polce station. Tho question lias been raised whether, m view of the fact 
that the owner of a weapon so deposited is not lawfully in possession of it, he can, under 
section 5 of the Act, sell the weapon to any person who is not piolubited from possess- 
ing it It H]i|>eais to the Govumment that the license in Form XV of the Indian 
Arma rules, 1909, is designed to meet this difficulty. Tina license allows a person to 
possess a weapon but not to use ic , and in citBus whcie it would be unfair to confiscate 
a weapon such licenses should be fiooly issued. When rhorefoiu Diatuct Magistrates 
and the Commissioner of Police find it advisable to cancel, or refuse renewal of, 
licenses m Forms XVI, XVII, XViil, and XIX they should, if the ownei of the weapon 
desires, usually allow him to have a license in Form XV for anothoi year to enablo ban 
to dispose of this weapon. 

(G. O. No. 607, Judicial, dated the 21st April 1910 ) 

8. Tho new forms of accounts for dealeis in arms and ammunition prescribed 
in G O No 1762, Judicial, dated 17th December 1909, have been objected to on ilio 
ground that they will increase tho amount ofscriptoiy wotk and stationeiy requited 
to keep tho nccoupis. 

9 The Govei ament consider these objections not altogether unfounded , but 
it is nocessaiy that the registers should furnish complete infoimation not only of tho 
put chase of any lethal weapon, but also of the identity of tho various weapons in stnok 
iu ordet that it in ly be possible to trace them in case ot theft. The Government no 
now pleased to prescribe the 10 vised forms of stock book and sale book appended to 
tliesq^pioceediiigs (Appendix 1} in lieu of those prescribed by G. ()., No. 1762, Judicial, 
dated 17th December 1909 

10 The special stock book for fire-arms (Form G) is to bo maintained in. 
addition to the geneial stock book excopt by dealers who keep '* rebnto ” book which 
gives all the information specified m the form. 

11. Dealors also occasionally receive arms and ammunition from persons who 
wish to effect their disposal, and the Government considoi it necessary that all such 
arms and ammunition should be separately accounted for They are accoidingly 
pleased to presenbo an additional register m the form D*appended to the order, 
showing receipts and disposals of such arms and ammunition. 

12 Dealers m ammunition are also required to take out licenses under the 
Explosives Aot, and the conditions of theBe licenses require the maintenance of stock 
books and sale books. The Government arc pleased to piesoribe the forms printed * 
in. Appendix II to be maintain under the Explosives Aot. It will be observed that 
the forms of stock book and sale book (Forms 2 and 3) are similar in punciplo to the

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formB prescribed under the Anne Act. Dealers who hold licenses under both the 
Arms Act and the Explosives Act in respect of the same kinds of ammunition, or 
whose licenses under the Explosives Act have been endorsed to have validity under

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14, Bales for the Maintenance of Arms License Registers and the 

Grant and Renewal of Licenses in Form XVI — All District Magistrates, 
T.ilnk Magistrates ami Deputy Tahsildars aud Sub- M ngiatrates in samindari 
tracts, and station-house officers will keep in Form A appended to these rules 
decennial registers of licenses issued under the Arms Act' in Form XVI to 
prisons residing in tho areas with which they are respectively concerned. In 
the offico of the District Magistrate a aeperato register will be maintained for each 
taluk or Deputy Tuhsildati. In eaoh taluk register the entries will be arranged by police 
stations and villages, the villages withiu the limits of etch pohee station being artanged 
in alphabetical, or othor convenient, older A page or more Will be allotted to eaoh 
village, as may bo found necessary, no village being omitted although no licensee resides 
therein. Entries relating to liaiulets will be placed under the parent village. The 
jcigo numbers of oach taluk register will bo eonsecutivo throughout the register. An 
index of villages ni lunged m alphabetical order will be plao6d at the beginning of each 
taluk registei. The aerial number of the license will be a fraction of which the number 
of the page of tho register in which it is registered is the numerator and the number of 
the line is the denominator, preceded or followed by a letter indicating tho taluk 
( e 6'¥)' The entries 111 the registers maintained in subordinate offices which will bo 
supplied in the first instance from the Distriot Magistrate’s office must therefore 
correspond exactly, page to page, mid hue to liue with tho entries ui the register 
maintained in the District Magistrate's office. The District Magistrate will fix 
dates between the 1st and 15th January for the submission to him of oaoh taluk 
register in the ahstriot. 

Necessary cntnes will be made in the District Magistrate’s offioe in these taluk 
registers relating to all licenses renewed or tho renewal of whioh has been refused for 
the year just begun. The taluk register will be returned to the Sub-Magistrata 
with as little delay as practicable, About the 1st of the socond month of each quarter 
each station-house officer will take or send Ins register to the Talnk or Depnty 
Tabsildar’s office, as tho case may bo, havo it checked with the register maintained in 
that office, corrected and brought up to date. All officers of the Police Department, 
of au above the tank of lmpoetoi, will inspect the police station register at every 
inspection of the station aud sec that it is properly maintained. 

15, At tho end of each register, maintained in tho office of a Distriot or Taluk 
Magistrate or Deputy Tuhsildir, mid at a police station, an abstiaat will be made m 
Form II showing tho mnnbei or weapons of eich kind liceused in the taluk or station. 
A fresh abstract will be opuned at the beginning of each year by counting tho licences 
already granted or renewed for the year by the 1st January. Whenever an alteration 
is made in tho body of tho register, eithei by reason of the grant of a new license or 
the cancellation of or refusal to renew an old license, a corresponding entry will be made 
in column I of the abstract by quoting the register number of the license, preceded 
by a + sign m the case of a new license and a — sign in the case of a cancellation of 
or refusal to renew a license ; the necessary entries in columns IL, III and IV of tho 
abstiact will be made whenever a line in column I is complete : the net total Bhould 
then be struck m column II of the abstract. 

16, Applications for new licenses may be sent to the Distriot Magistrate or to 
the Taluk Magistrate or tho Deputy Tahsildar aud Sub-Magistrate m Zamindari 
tracts, or to the station-house officers. Printed forms of application in the vernaoular 
on impressed stamps will be kept for sale to tbe public. Applications received by the 
District Magistrate direct will be sent to the Taluk Magistrate Qr to the Deputy 
Tahsildar and Sub-Magistrate in Zamindari tracts for report. Taluk Magistrates and 
Sub-Magistrates in zamindari tracts will forward to the Police fbr report only the 
applications which they reoeive, direct or through the Distriot Magistrate, from 
individuals whose character, status or reputation is unknown or doubtful ; they, will 
submit all others to tho District Magistrate direct with their own reports. Station-house 
officers will forward their reports on applications for new lioenaes to the Distriot 
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Magistrate through the Pbhce Inspector and tho Taluk Magistrate or the Sub-Magistrate 
in samindan tracts. Taluk Magistrate or tho Sub-Magistrate m zamindmi 
tracts will . see that the dbrreot names of the Tillage, hamlet (if necessary) and Police 
station within whoso limits the Tillage is situated are oorrectly entered in the application 
before submitting it with his report to the District Magistrate. 

Applications for renewal of licenses should bo submitted early dining tho 
lost quarter of the year preceding that for which the renewal is (leaned, as all weapons 
for the possession of which lenewed licenses have not been issued bv tho 1st January 
must be deposited in the police station. Printed foims of application in the vernacular 
on impressed stamps will be kept for sale to tlio public Each application should ho 
accompanied by the license and may be Bent oitlior to the Disttiot Magistrate direct or 
to one of the other officers mentioned in rule 3. Subordinate Magistrates uml police 
officers, who may receive such applications, should subnut them at once without remark 
(unlaBB some reason for refusing renewal is already known to them) to tlio Distnut 
Magistrate drreet. 

17. District Superintendents of Police will lnsue instructions to their aubordmatos 
to report at ouoe any mfoi matum which may ludicato that tlio renewal of any lieunso is 
undesirable. About the end of September in each year the Superintendent of Police 
and Taluk Magistrates and in Zuinindari tracts Deputy Taslnldais and Sub-M.igiv 
trates will supply the District Magistrnto confidentially with any information winch 
would appear to render tho renewal of any existing licenso inexpedient, 

18. Licenses will bo issued in printed form in tho vernacnlnr If tho District 
Magistrate grants, renews, or declines to renew, a license, he should send tho hcenso 
or order tp the licensee either — 

(i) through the post service paid, the naturo of the contents being clearly notod 
oil tho cover in tlitf vernacular (e.g , “ license for tho possession of a gun”) , oi 

(n) through tho Taluk Magistrate, or the Deputy TuBluldar and Sub- Magistrate 
in tho zamindaii tract", or 

(m) through the officer in charge of the nearest police station 

If the District MngiBtrato, on an application for anew license, refuses to grant tho 
license, the order of refusal should be forwarded to the applicant thiough tho Tnlttk 
Magistrate or Sub-M.igislr.ito m zanuiulari Uacts for the information of that officer 

If the lioenso or order sent by post is returned thiough tho Dead Letter oilico, 
it should be sent out for delivery to the addressee through the local Taluk Magistrate 
or Deputy Tasluldar and Sub-AIagistrate or the officer in cluirgc of the nearest police 
station. 

19. At the olose of each month the District Magistrate will forward to tho 
Subordinate Magistrates ooncerncd lists of the licenses granted, renewed, cancelled 
or tho renewal of which ho has refused during tiro month in tho Forms C and D. 
Licenses renewed for the year following that in which tho lists in Foim 0 aro sont 
need not be shown in the list. Licenses the renewal of which is refused for the 
following year should be included lu tho lists in Form D. In order that action may 
be taken to see that the arm covered by the license is not retained ill 'gaily by tho 
licensee after the close of the year. If a ficeuse is not renewed, the District Magistrate 
will state in tho last Column of the Use in Form D the roasou for non-renewal (such as 
the death of tho lioensee, the transfer of the weapon by sale, gift or otherwise, etc.) 
and should see that the weapon U not retained by any person* wlio is neither exempted 
from the operation of the India Arms Aot in respect of such weapon nor licensed to 

possess it.

, 20. Not later than the 13th January of eaoh year the District Magistrate will 
forward to the Superintendent of Polioe (in Form E appended) hats of licensees who 
have not applied before the 1st January for the renewal of their licenses with the 
request that he will ascortam and report the causes of tho omission, whether 
the arms have been deposited in the police station, and whether a prosecution has 
been instituted in the eaoh ease in which tho arms were not duly deposited in the 
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police station, a separate list will be sent for the village in eaoh police station. The list 
should bo returned to the District Magistrate's otfioe not later than the 16th March 
by the District Superintendent of Police with his report and recommendation whether 
the unrenewed license should be renewed or not. 

21. When the taluk registers are submit ted to the District Magistrate under 
rule (1), the District Magistrate will have them compared with tho register maintained 
in Ins office, so far as the cutties relating to the previous year are concerned, and 
corructod, if necessary. Before the abstracts iu the registers maintained by subordinate 
officers are compared with tho abstract of the register maintained in the Diatriet magis- 
tinte’s office, tho figures ill the latter should he verified by oounting the outBtnuding 
entries in the body of the register The District Magistrate will include in hiB annual 
leport brief remarks regal ding the maintenance of tlieBO register throughout 
his district For this purpose the Dial net Superintendent of police will report 
annually not later then tho 1st February to the Distiict Magistrate on the 
maintenance of the registoi by station-house officers dunug tho previous yeur.

(4) Under seotion 22 of tho Arms Aot, licensed dealers m arms and ammunition 
are bound to ascertain that the persons to whom they sell arms, ammunition or mihtaiy 
stoies are legally authorised to possess the sarutf. Auy tendency on the part of dealors 
to ovade this obligation should be checked by the Polioo by their constaut strict 
supervision over the trade in arms and ammunition. Tho Polioe should also exercise 
constant vigilant supervision ovor the registers maintained by lioensed dealers m order 
to ensure that arms and ammunition are not sold to persons other than those legally 
authorised to possess tho same. If on inspection, they find that arms and ammunition 
are supplied to persons whose exemption seams to be doubtful, they should take Bteps 
to ascertain whether such persons are really exempt from the provisions of the Arms 
Aot, and, if not to report the matter to the District Magistrate. In doubtful oases of 
sales to persons said to possess licenses under the Arms Aot Buies, a reference to the 
registers maintained in police stations will show whether the purchasers are bona fide 
licensees or not.— ( Vide also nolo to Seotion 32 of the Aot on page 66.)

26. Rules to Regulate the grant and Renewal of Gun Licenses nnder 
the Indian Arms Act Applications fur new licenses may be sent to the Distuct Magist- 
rate or to tho Taluk Magistrate or the Deputy TiilisiliiarnndSuh-Magistrate in Zamindari 
tracts, or to the station-honso officer. Printed forms of application in the vernacular 
on impressed stamps will bo kept for sale to tho public. Applications received by the 
District Magistrate duect will be sent to the Tuluk Magistrate or to the Deputy 
Tahsildar, and Sub-Magistrates in Zamiudari tracts will forward to the Police for 
report only those applications which they receive, direct or through the District 
Magistrate, from individuals whose character, Btatus or reputation is unknown or doubt- 
ful , they will snbmitall others to tho District Magistrate direot with their own reports. 
Station-house officers will forwaul their reports on applications for new licenses to the 
District Magistrate through tho Police Inspector and the Taluk Magistrate or the Sab- 
Magistrate in Zamindari tracts. The Taluk Magistrate or tho Sub-Magistrate in 
Zamindari tracts will see that the oorrect names of the village, hamlet (if necessary) and 
Police station, within whoso limits the village, is situated, are correctly entered m tho 
application before submitting it with his report to the District Magistrate. 

27. Applications for renewal of licenses should be submitted early during the 
la8t quarter of the year preceding that fur which the renewal is desired, as all weapons 
for the possession of whiuh renewal licenses have not been issued by the 1st January 
must bo deposited in the .Police Station. Printed forms of application in the 
vernacular on impressed stamps will be kept for sale to t^s Public. Each application 
should be accompanied by the license and may be sent either to the District Magistrate 
direct or to one of the other officers mentioned in rule 26. Subordinate magistrates and 
Police officers who may receive suoh applications should submit them at onoe with- 
out remark (unless some reason for refusing renewal is already known to them) to the 
District Magistrate diroot.

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28. Disposal of confiscated arms* — All arms, ammunition or military stores 
which may be forfeited or confiscated, under the Sea Customs Act or under other' legal 
enactments, should be forwarded in the Presidency town to the Commissioner of Police, 
and in the mufassal to the Magistrate of the district, foi disposal in accordance with tho 
talcs published on page 22 of Part I of tlio Madras Police Gazette, dated 13th February 
1909. Such of these arms as are intended for destruction locally will be forwarded to 
the District Police Head-quarter office for destruction by the Police Armourer in the 
presence of the Reserve Inspector who should cei tify to the Magistrate that the arms 
have been properly broken up. 


29. Reports oh thefts or losses of arms or ammunition— (i) Information

2. And that tho provisions of Aot XXXI of 1 890 (relating to the manufacture,

either gratis or an payment of a small fee, for use in marriage processions.

6. Officers are prohibited from Hiving rifles to natives whose homes 
are situated on or near the N. W- Frontier. — No Non-Commissioned Officer or 
Soldier on disobarge may be granted a pass to carry any weapon. If he has in hie 
possession at the time of his discharge any weapon to which he is lawfully entitled 
under the Arms Act, he must on taking his discharge, if hia homo is situated within 
the limits of British India, obtain from the Magistrate a license for the same. If his 
home is situated beyond the limits of British India, he must obtain from the Magu- 
trate an export license.

6. Passes to carry arms and ammunition, under the Indian Army Regulations, to 

m s and Native Officers of British Army in the colonies when returning 
ia have no validity, as the regulations in question are applicable only to the 
Native Army in India.

7. Instructions of the Government of India regarding grant of per- 
mits and passes to subordinates to carry arms- — A case was brought to the 
notice of die Government of India in whioh a soldier of the Native Army, employed 
under a Chvil Department purchased a ride iu British India and obtained, from the 
Officer of the Department under whom he was serving, an informal pass or permit with 
the object of smuggling the rifle aoross the N.-W. Frontior. 

Paras 1727-29 of Vol. II, A. R, I., permit a Commanding Offleer to give passes 
to soldiers proceeding on furlough from a regiment. But uo other authority is em- 
powered to grant a pass to a Native Soldier any more than to any person, osad a Native 
Soldier serving away from hts regiment can only obtain authority to possess a gun 
or nfle by applying to the Magistrate for a license under the Arms Aot in form XIX. 


Heads of Departments and the officers serving nnder.them should, therefore, note 
that they have no authority to grant permits or passes to their subordinates to carry 
arms sot required by them for the execution of their duty and referred to as such in the 
exemptions Granted under Sohedule I of the L A. it., 1909. 
r (Bean. No. 7939, dated the 14th Nov. 1895). 


8. Transport of arms and ammunition into British District. —An ins- 
tance having occurred m which a license granted by Government could not be traced 
on the records of the office of a district Superintendent of Police, and apparently the 
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Distriot Magistrate had nothing on his reoords to show that the consignment 
covered b j that lioense ever reached its destination, Government ruled as follows • — 

“It is in the opinion of Government of the utmost importance that the head 
of a district should know at any time without difficulty the amount of arms and 
ammunition entering his district and whether a consignment reaches its destination. 
If a duplicate copy of the license were sent to and returned by the District Superintend- 
ent of Police under his signature when a consignment reaches the oonsignee, all donbt on 
on this point would be removed. It Ib possible that similar diffloulty in cheeking 
Imports might be experienced as regards other distriots, and it is desirable that an 
accurate and readily verifiable oheok should be kept iu future on the movement ef arms 
and ammunition.” 

The control of imports of ammunition into British districts rests primarily with 
the Distriot Magistrates and he should oarefully maintain a register of permits issued 
end a register of licenses received These should be periodically examined and compared, 
and from them the Distriot Magistrate will be able to satisfy himself at any timo 
that the trade is being kept witliiu due bounds.

9. Orders regarding the disposal of firearms and ammunition by 
officers of Government- — Oases have oooured m which officers have sent rifles and 
rifle ammunition to be pat for public auction and have allowed them to be so diapoaed 
of to persona not entitled to poaaesa them. Severe notice will be taken of any Buch 
eulp&ble negligence on the part of officers. They are warned of the consequences 
of disposing of arms and ammunition to any person in this country without making 
sure that suoh person is lawfully entitled to purchase or possess the same.

10. All offioers of Government whose duty it may be to conduct gales of arma 
Should satisfy themselves before the oonflrmatiou of tho gftleSi by a reference to the 
District Magistrates, that the purchasers are entitled to possess such arms; and 
auctioneers should be warned against selling arms and ammunition to persons not 
legally entitled to possess them. 

The duties Of licensed vendors and private individuals in this respect are laid 
down in Section 5 of the Indian Arms Aot, 1878, and the attention of all heads of offices 
is drawn to tho provisions of the law.

11. Procednretobe observed in dealing with cases of illicit trade in arms 
and ammunit ion which is carried on by means ot the Post office between 

Niwig lfnng ftnii India. — The Custons authorities at Madras, Bombay, Calcutta 
and Rangoon should examine carefully alt consignments from Hong Kong and 
communicate at onoe with the Commissioner of Police iu the event of any arms or 
ammunition being discovered. 

If the appears to the Commissioner of Police not to be one connected 
with the trade above referred to, and not to be of a serious nature, the existing procedure 
should be followed, vis., notice should be issued by the Collector of Customs to the 
consignee to show cause why the consignment should not be confiscated, but the 
Commissioner of Pohoe should also communicate with the Polioe of the distriot of 
the addressee. The final action of the Collector of Customs should be determined in 
in eommunioation with the Commissioner of Polioe, 

If, however, the case appears to the Commissioner of Polioe to be connected 
with the trade, or to be of a serious nature the goode should be allowed to reaoh there 
destination without any warning being given to the consignee or his agent j informa- 
tion being sent at the same time to the local Police of the distriot of the addresses, 
so as to give them the opportunity of proseouting under the Indian Arms Act. In this 
way it should be possible to bring home the offenoe to the consignee, if he has contra- 
vened the provisions of that Act and Buies made under it. The conduct of oases in 
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which an offence appears to have been committed in India, should always he undertaken 
by the Polioe.

12. Harking and numbering of all licensed guns which, do not bear 
the maker's name and legibly stamped number thereon.— Suitable arrange* 
meats should be made by the District Magistrate for the marking and numbering 
of all suoh guns. The cost of the neoessary tools should be met by a reappropriation 
of funds, the previous sanation, of Government being applied for in each oase. 

The Registers at present maintained for licensed guns should be in the prescribed 
•tandard forms.

13. Volunteers-. — (0 Seotiou 1 (b) of the Indian Arms Aot exempts a 
public servant’s or volunteer's publio arms from the operation of the Aot, and that 
the exemption in the Rules issued under that Aot apply to other arms in the possession 
of enrolled volunteers. 

(Resn No 7756 dated, the 20th Novr. 1894). 

14. An overseer or village postman, who, under instructions from his 
superior, carries the necessary weapon “ in the oourse of his duty ” ns overseer or 
poBtman, is protected by Section 1 (b) of the Indian Arms Aot from the prohibitions 
of the Act, and nuy special exemption of these officers appears to be unnecessary.

15. It is notified, for the information of the officers concerned that the annual 
publication of the revised list of persons exempted under olauses (14) (18) (b) so far 
as it relates to the members of the Talpur family m (Bind) and (15) (a) of Schedule 
I of the I. A. Rules 19U9, from the operation of certain sections of the I. A. Act, will 
bo discontinued. These lists will, in future be published quinquennally, but In the 
interval such additions to, or erasures in, the existing lists as may be recommended 
specially, will, if approved, be separately notified.

16. All recommendations for exemptions from the Indian Arms Act and 
all proposals for any Alterations rendered necessary by deaths, misconduct or other 
causes in the list of persons exempted from the operation of the Act should in 
future be submitted so as to reach Government by the ^end of June in each ^ year.

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24. Officials of Native States in the Rewa Kantha and Mahi Kantha 
Agencies passing through British India on duty are exempt from the ordinary pro- 
hibitions under the Arms Act, hut some indication of their office and of the fact that 
they are passing through British territory on duly is necessary in order that the 
British officials may be able to give them the benefit of the exemption. This may be 
provided by a certificate to be furnished by the Barbara to the officials in question. 
But a proper check must be maintained by Political Agents upon the issue of such 
certificates. With this view they should be written on Government standard forms, 
copies of which should be supplied by the Political AgentB to the Barbara as may be 
necessary. 

The Barbara should send copies of all certificates as soon as issued to the respective 
P oliti cs! Agents, and include in one and the same certificate all the officials who may be 
travelling together on the same duty.

He should report the result of every inspection to the 
Commissioner of Police, and will be held responsible for bringing to notice every 
breach of law or rule, and every irregularity which may occur. 

(«) In other places Inspectors of Police shall visit and inspect the shop, stock 
and accounts of every licensed manufacturer or vendor within their respective charges, 
and compare carefully the accounts with the stock in hand at least once every six 
mouths. The results of such inspections shall be at once reported to the Distriob 
Magistrates through the Superintendent of Poliee, and the Inspectors will be held 
responsible for bringing to notice every breach of law, or rule or irregularity which 
may occur. 

(d) Every Magistrate in revenue charge of talukas, and every Superintendent 
of Police or Assistant Superintendent of Police shall visit and inspect the shop, stock 
and accounts of every licensed manufacturer or vendor within their respective charges 
at least once a year, and report the result to the District Magistrate. 

(«) The date of every inspection above prescribed shall be noted in the aocount- 
book of the licensed manufacturer or vendor, and authenticated with the signature of 
the officer making the inspections. 

(2) Police Patels are heroby empowered under section 13 of the Aob to disarm a 
person going armed without a license, but the arm of which a person is dispossessed 
should be forthwith sent with a report to the nearest Police station, (See also note 
section 13 of the Act — page 46). 

26. Arms etc, deposited at a Police station under section 14 or feotion of the 
Act should, in the Presidency town, be kept in suoh place as may be appointed by the 
Gomr. of Police, and elsewhere should, without delay, be sent with a report by the 
Officer in charge of the Police station to the nearest Maml&tdar’s or Mahalkaris Kaoheri. 
On the expiry of the periods specified m these sections the arms, etc , should bo sold 
under the orders of tho District Magistrates to a hoensed vendor or person lioensed to 
possess arm or go armed, and may, for that purpose be sent from one Mamlabdar’s or 
Mahalkan’s Kachen to another or to tho head-quarters of the district. Suoh arms as 
cannot be so sold should, if valuable, be sent to the nearest arsenal, and if not valuable, 
should be broken up anl sold as old iron. Such ammunition and military stores as 
cannot be sold, should be destroyed. 

27. Confiscated ar ms and other articles should be dealt with in the some 
manner as is provided for arms, etc , deposited under Section 14 or Section 16 of the Ant, 
and not restored within the periods specified in those Sections.

28. The Commissioner of Police in Bombay and the District Magistrates are 
hereby authorized to pay, as soon as possible after conviction, a reward of not less 
then half the value of the articles confiscated under section 24 of the Act to the 
Customs Officers, Railway servants, Police Officers, Steam-boat offioers or other persons 
who may have given information which led to the detection of the offence, or who 
may have arrested the offenders or seized their arms under section 12. Such rewards 
may be withheld for good cause. 

It should be notified in the Bombay Government Qatette that rewards 
may be so paid and all heads of Departments and the Agents of all Railways should he 
requested to explain to their subordinates and make as widely known as possible the 
provisions of the Act, and particularly the responsibilities created by section 28 and 
the rewards which may be earned. 

(8) (a) Registers or licenses of all kinds granted by the Commissioner of Police, 
Bombay, the District Magistrates and other officers empowered to grant licenses be 
kept by those officere, 

(b) All licenses to go armed or to possess arms and ammunition should be sent 
to the parties for whom they fire intended through the Chief Constables, who should 
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keep in their offices accurate registers of all the licenses granted to persons within their 
respective charges. 

29. Inspection of manufactures under the Arms Act. — Superintendents of 
Police must pay particular attention to the important duties under the Arms Act assign* 
e8 to them by Government, and always teport in their diaries their visits, and inspec- 
tions of the Bhopa, etc., of every licensed manufacturer, etc. 

30. Sanction for Arrest under tho Arms Act — Porsons punishable under 
section 19 (f) -are not to be arrested by tho Police without previous eauotum of the 
District Magistrate

82. Despatch of Ammunition, etc., from Messrs Treacher and Company and 
Firms, to Government Servants. When persons lawfully entitled to possess arms, 
etc , under Schedule 1 send aiders on licensed dealers at a distance for arms 
or ammunition, tho transport to them of re.isonablo quantities for their own 
jise by such licensed dealers is covcied bj tho permission provided for m tho rules

Notifications liy the Government of Bengal, dated the 24th March 1879, 
15th August 1879, 24th Juiy 1880, 6th June 1881 and No. 1227 F. IX, dated the

It is hereby notified far general information that tho provisons of the 
Indian Anus Act (XI) of 1878 are in force throughout tho Province of Bengal. 
The attention of all officers of Government, and of all manufacturers, dealers and 
owners of arms and ammunition, is hereby drawn to the provisions of the 
Act, to the notification and rules made by the G ovomor-Genoi id in Council, 
{The Indian Arms Rules, 1909], and to the following supplementary rules and instruc- 
tions issued by ths Government of Bengal : — 

I The form of account — prescribed by the Local Government, in accord- 
ance with section 17 (c) of Act XI of 1878 and rule 1 1 [present rule 24] of the rules of 
the Governor Goneml in Council is a simple debtor and creditor account, showing ths 
number and quantity of each article m stock, at the commencement of each 
mouth, tho additions made to the stock during the month, and the sales effected 
in the month with the names and addresses of the purchasers. 

• 

2. Inspection — By rule rule 24 (4) of the rules [page 78] Magistrates 
and police officers not below the rank of [Snb] Inspectors nro empowered to 
enter and inspect any permises within (lien several jurisdictions in which arms 
or ammunition or sulphur are manuf iciurcd or kept, and very license-holder 
slinll exhibit his stock and accounts to the inspecting officer. These inspections 
shall be made once a month unless the license-holder skill voluntarily submit to 
the locnl (is. district or sub-division) Magistrate a monthly return in the form 
of account prescribed above. 'When the prescribed monthly return is regu- 
larly submitted, the inspections shall not necessarily lie more frequent than 
once a 'quarter or once a year in tho case of sbo£» in which only country gun 
powder is manufactured and sold Tho inspection shall bo made without previous 
intimation being given to the license-holdor, and u leport of the inspection shall 
bo made by the inspecting officer to the diRtnct or sub-divisional Magistrate. 

The inspections prescribed in this rule shall ordinarily be made by polico 
officers, but district and sub-divisional Magistrates should themselves- frequently 
iuepoct tho premises of licensed manufacturers and dealers m arms and ammunition. 

In Calcutta, the piomiscs of each licensed manufacturer or dealer shall 
bo inspected once a month and tho reports of tho inspection officers shall be 
submitted to the Deputy Commissioner of Police 

3. Monthly returns of tho stock and sale** of each license-holder shall bo 
submitted by subdivisioual Magistrates of the Distiict Magistrate in the form 
proscribed above. Form these monthly returns quarterly statements shall be 
submitted by District Magistrates to Commissioners of Divisions and the Ins- 
pector-General of Police. Tho Iuspcctor-Goncral of Polico will submit to Go- 
vernment a complete quarterly return for tho entne province, excluding the 
town of Calcutta!. A similar quarterly return for Calcutta shall be submitted to 
the Commissioner of Police. 

4. All arms, ammunition or military stores deposited at a police station, in 
accordance with the provisions of sections 14 and 16 of the Act shall be at once 
sent to the Magistrate of the district in which the Police station is situated, and in 
Calcutta to the Commissioner of Police. Tho Magistrate or Commissioner of Police 
aboil then store toe arms etc., in a place of safety. 
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8 . Search — Vido notes to sections 25 and 30 of the Act [pages 57 and 59.] 

6. Disposal of arms, ammunition and military stores confiscated 
or forfeited under any enactment — All arms, ammunition, military 8101*08, vessels, 
carts, baggage animals, boxes, packages or other articles forfeited or confiscated in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act shall be disposed of by the District 
Magistrate at hu discretion in one of the following ways . — 

Arms, ammunition and military stoves, defined in section 4 of tho Indian Arms 
Act 1878 (XI of 1878), which are confiscated under any provision of tliat Act or any 
other enactment for the time being in force, may, if they can bo utilired by tho Police 
or by any Department under the Government, be i-etiunod and brought into uso with 
tho sanction of the Local Government 

2. Tf an y such arms, ammunition or stores aro not so retained, they shall be 
sent forthwith, or as soon as tho period of api>enl [if any] against tho ordor of 
confiscation or forfeiture has expired, to the Ordnance Officer, Fort William, Calcutta, 
to be broken up or otherwise destroyed. 

Provided that insignificant quantities of ammunition or military stores may bo 
destroyed locally. 

Providod also that bayonets, swords, d ig<jors, spears, spear-heads and bows and 
arrows shall not lie sent to the Ordu moe ollicer, but shall, if possible, bo sold to 
licensed-dealers 01 other pemnts entitled to possess such articles, or, if they oannot be 
so sold, shall bo destroyed locally 

7. When any person is convicted of an offence punishable under the Act, tho 
the Court may grant 1 awards to those officer s .md persons who actually arrested tho 
offender nnd seized the property in respect of which the offence was committed, and 
al u/i to those who gave tho information that led to tho conviction of the offender. 
The rewards granted to the person or persons who arrested the offonder and seized tho 
propmty shall not ordinarily exceed one-half of the salo proceeds of the confiscated 
articles, or one-half their value when they are forwarded to the arsenal instead of 
being sold, together with half the fine realized from the offender. The rewards 
granted to the informer or informers shall uot ordinarily exceod the other moiety of 
tho sale prooeeds or value of tlie articles confiscated, togotbor with the other moiety 
of tho fine realized. In spocinl cases whon tho seizure is important, or when the valuo 
of tho articles confiscated and the n mount of tho fmo realized are small the Commis- 
sioner of the Division, or in Calcutta the Commissioner of Police, may gumt a sum 
not Awnadm g Uh. 200 as a reward to those porsons through whoso information or by 
whom the offender was arrested or convicted of the articles seized. The articles 
confiscated by tho Court should bo deposed of by the District Magistrate or Commis- 
sioner of Police, and the rewards paid as soon as powublo after the period witlnn 
wluoh an appeal can be preferred expires or tho order of the Court of first instance is 
confirmed whichever may fii st happen. Fines imposed by the Courts for offences 
punisha ble under the Act shall bo realised according to the ordinary procedure of the 
Criminal Courts, 

8. By section 28 of tho Act every person employed upon any railway or by any 
public carrier is bound, in tlio absence of reasonable oxcuso, tho burden of proving 
whic h shall he upon such person, to givo information to tho nearest police-officer 
regarding any box, package or bale in transit, which lie may liavo reason to Huspect 
contains arms, am munition or military stores in respoct of which an offence against 
this Act has been or is being committed. Such persons, although legally bound to 
furnish the information required, are eligible for the rewards mentioned m the 
preceding rule. 

9. All officers empowered to grant licenses under tho Act and rules will be 
supplied with registers, and those registers must bo kept written up to date The 
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registers will correspond with Forms 11 to IV and VI to XI appended to the roles 
(for new forms see Schedule VII) issued by the Governor-General in Council. The 
license forms will he attached to counterfoils in the registers and when granted the 
foi ms will be removed and the counterfoils will remain in the registers. JSaoh page of 
registers No II and IV will oonsist of three forms, one to be given id the license- 
holder, another to be forwarded to the place of consignment c*r to the place from 
which the articles covered by the license are to be exported, and the third for record 
in the register. Similarly each page of the register of licenses to go armed on 
n journey will consist of three forms, one for the license holder, another to be forwarded 
to the Magistrate of the district where the journey ends and idle third for record in 
the register. On the back of the license to go armed on a journey should bo an 
endorsement that the license is to be given up to the Magistrate of the district where 
the journey ends. A general register shall also be kept for facility of reference, 
showing the name of each licensed holder, his father’s name, his residenco, the form 
of the license, tho date of issue and the date on which the license expires. 

10. Before any license is granted, the Magistrate of the district or Commis- 
sioner of Police shall cause such enquiries as he may consider necessary to bo made 
as to the character of tho applicant and his fitness to receive a license A fresh license 
shall not be granted to any person who has previously received a license unless lie shall 
cither return the old license or shall satisfy the Magistrate or Commissioner of Police 
that it lias been destroyod.

Grant of rewards to Customs and other officers — In supersession of rules

rules which have been approved by the Government of India, are published for 
general information. 

14. To officers of Customs or other persons, who are instrumental in detect- 
ing and bringing to notice infringements and evasions of the provisions of the 
Sea Customs Act, or of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, rewards may, when it 
is considered that they are merited, be given in tho following eases in which goods 
may be confiscated, or a penalty or fine imposed ■ — 

(o) Smuggling or attempted importations of articles contrary to the provi- 
sions of section 18 or 19 of the Sea Customs Act. 

(6) Breaches or attempted breaches of the provisions of the Sea Customs 
Act, or of *i ules made thereunder when such breaches were probably 
intended to facilitate the importation or exportation of dutiable 
goods, or the removal of goods from bond without payment of full 
dnty thereon. 

(e) Breaches of the provisions of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act.

The object of the Government of India 
in granting personal exemptions is to confer a mark of special distinction on certain 
glasses only of the native population. The liability to take out a license oasts no slur 
on a native gentleman’s oharaoter any more than the non-bestowal on him of the Star 
of India or any other ordor or title. A license costa an insignidoant sum, and the 
applioation for its grant involves no material trouble. It follows that the privilogo of 
exemption should be proposed with care and with a certain spa ringness ; otherwise it 
oesaes to constitute any peouliar distinction. As a rule no names shonld be proposed 
■wIm their owners are entitled to attend the Lieutenant-Governor’s d&rbars. Exemp- 
tion will nqt be granted necessarily to all such darbaris, and the selection from this 
list, is left to Commissioners in consultation with District Officers. *If a Commissioner 
would propose the inclusion of any name whioh is not entered on the durbar list, special 
reasons for this step must be given. Commissioners should, if pruotioable, secure a fair 
representation of the gentry of each district in choir divisional list; and there are un- 
questionably some native gentlemen in overy distnet on whom this privilege may fitly 
be conferred, although in certain districts the number fit for selection will be lew than 
in others. 

In Oudh the district lists will inevitably be scantier than those obtainable from 
districts of the Province of Agrs, inasmuch as most of the leading talukdacs in that 
Province are Honorary Magistrates, and are therefore ex officio exempted. 

In the ease of future exemptions under clause (15), schedule I. Commissioners 
should report the number of weapons whioh the exempted persons should be allowed 
to jwsaeaa. 

Thokdars in Kumaon and village headman-— Vide note (28) and (29) 
[page 107.] 

List of exempted persona to be maintained— In order to prevent needless 
annoyance being caused to the exempted persons every District Officer should maintain 
a correct list of ail such poisons, in his distuct, whether exempted by name by the 
Local Government under clause (15), schedule I or under any other clause [excepting 
of course clauses (3) and (13), in which oases it will be sufficient to enter the name of 
the exempted class], and supply a copy of this list to the polioe. A copy of this list 
should be hung up in ovety police station, and it Bhouid be the duty of all the polioe 
to make themselves acquainted with its contents. 

In the ease of stations bordering on another district, lists shonld be furnished of 
the exempted persons residing witlun the limits of the adjoining polioe stations of 
that district, and the police should, as far as possible, make themselves acquainted with 
these exempted persons m the adjoining district 

Facilities to be given to exempted persons-— Vide note (l) to schedule I, 
[page 98]. Persons so exempted should not be stopped and questioned by the police^ 
unlees there is some reasonable doubt as to thoir identity ; and the objeot of this order 
Ja to ensure that the polioe shall know who are exempted and refrain from interfering 
‘with them unnecessarily. At the same time they must be careful that no persons go 
about armed except those who are regularly entitled to do so. 

Persons holding licenses to carry arms should be desit with in a similar spirit. 
A list of licenses is furnished to overy polioe station ; and the polioe should make 
themselves personally acquainted wich these persons, and so be in a position to refrain 
from calling on them to produce their lioenses except in a ease of 6om fldt doubt. 
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By them instructions it is not desired in any way to relax the supervision of the 
police. What is aimed at is the maintenance of an efhcient supervision with » minimum 
of friction and of annoyance to the people. Superintendents of Police should, under 
instructions front their Magistrates, from time to time, test the knowledge of the station 
police of the exempted pei sons, and take measures to ensuro that this knowledge is 
practically sufficient for the purpose of carrying out these directions.

Importation of rifleB of non-sporting character by exempted per- 

The Government of Bombay raised a question whether a person who was 

lawfully entitled to poseess arms within the tom» of seotion 6 of the Indian Arms 
Act, and who wished to import a non-sporting rifle for his personal use, was bound 
to apply for the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council under rule 8 of 
the In dian Arms rules and to obtain aud pay for a license under the Arms Aet. It was 
deoided tha t no order or lioense was required for the importation of rifles of a non-sport- 
ing character, when the quantity was reasonable and the rifles were for the importers 
own private use, if they were brought into India by an exempted person himself, or 
imported through an agent when the arms axe consigned to him dueot, sod & agent 
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only clears them at the Customs House And forwards them for him. It was' added 
♦ha t one non-sporting rifle per man should be considered the “ reasonable quantity " 
which an exempted person might import for bis own private use without an import 
license. 

In modifloation of the above, the Government of India have direoted that an 
exempted person may, without an order or liconse, import rifles of a non-sporting 
character through an agent when the arms are consigned to him direot, or when, if 
the arms are consigned to an agent, the latter obtains a oertifioato from the exempted 
person that the imported arms are bona fide his property, and the agent only clears 
them at the Customs Houso and forwards them for him.

Sub-target rifle lm tfV lti W - — The importation of rifles with “ sub-target 
rifle machines ” is strictly prohibited by the Government of India,

Persons desirous of exporting arms, ammunition or military stores should, in 
the first instance, apply to the Local Ad ntuistratum or Politip.il Officer concerned for 
an assurance in writing that there is no objoction to the export of the consignment 
named in the application 

A copy of this assurance should accompany the application to the Government 
of India for the issue of the license. Dealers in aims, etc , should be informed 
accordingly. # 

They should then apply, either direot or through the Local Administration 
or Political Officer, trf the Scoietaiy to the Government of India in tho Foreign 
Department, for tho issue of a license, enclosing tho written assurance mentioned 
in the foregoing paragraph. Each application should be written on an “ impressed 
stamp " of the value of Rs. 5. 

The application should contain the following particulars 

0) The name and description of the license-holder and ogont, if any. 

(2) The number of packages iu which tho consignment will be conveyed. 

(3) The description and number of the arms to bwexported. 

(4) The description and weight, or number, of the ammunition or military 

stores to be exported. t 

(5) The place of despatch and the exact route by which the consignment 

will travel. 

(6) The purpose for which the consignment is required. 

(7) Its destination. 

(8) The name and residence of the consignee in full. 

(9) The probable time that will be occupied by the journey. 

If these conditions are observed in their entirety, the Government of India will 
be enabled to issue licenses without the considerable delay that their neglect o oo a- 
eions.- Vide also note (2) to Rule 19-B, [page 74], 

Political Officers authorized- — All Politibal Officers are authorised to grant 
licenses for the export of arms and ammunition from British territory, in reasooablo 
quantities, for personal use to the native ohiefs under their charge and to any of the 
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^ohlea and High officials of the Native States to which they oro accredited, whom 
they may couaidei entitled to this privilege 

Sueh license will, of course, be granted after due inquiry where necessary, 
nnd it will be within the discretion of the Local Governments to whom the Political 
Officers are subordinato to decide whether m particular coseB a previous reference 
to them should not be required. The object of the rule is to remove any unnecessary 
difficulties in the way of the supply to chiefs and other persons of rank of ordinary 
spotting ammunition.

Going Armed— Grant of licenses in Form XVII, XVTII and XIX — 
Whenever a license in Forma XVII and XVIII is granted the District Magis- 
trate should see that the weapon or weapons are accurately described- in English, and 
Vernacular. As it has been represented that, under cover of sncli licenses, rifles 
have not infrequently been smuggled across the [tidns frontier by Pathans Licenses 
in Forma XVII and XVIII for rifles should be granted very sparingly and with 
much oantion. 

The practice of carrying arms on a j'ourney should also be discouraged. Under 
present oonditions in ludia arms are rarely required by travellers for purposes of 
protection, and the object of obtaining a license in Form XVI is usually that of display. 
Ab a general rule it is desirable to restriot the grant of licenses in Form XVI to 
cases of persons whose position and social standing is such as to require or justify 
display of this description. 

Grant of licenses to Reservists —Vide noto (U) [page 102].— 

When native gentlemen of the better olaaa are going on a journey by train to pay 
ceremonial visits to His Honour, or on occasions whan it is reasonable that thoir followers 
should be armed for purposes of display or protection. District Officers may grant them a 
a special permission for this purpose. Tins should bo in writing, and should specify 
the plaoeB where the holder will stop, the number of armed followers be may take 
with him, and the time for whioh the permission is to hold good. 

No preaise instructions are required as to the class of persons to whom tlus 
privilege may be extended, but in no ooso should it be accorded to any one except 
those entitled to attend the Lieutenant-Governor's dasbars. 

Retainer s.— Vide note to rule 30 [page 82). 

Soldiers in Civil em ploy — Under paragraph 699 of the Army Regulations, 
India, (page 100) Oomm maiming Officers are empowered to grant passes for arms to 
soldiers proceeding on fnrlough. If Buoh soldiers, however, dro not serving with the 
colours but are employed under a Oivil department they must obtain licenses m Form 
XVI and suoh a lioeuse can be granted by the Distriot Magistrate only. 

With referonoe to rules 8 (1) (a) and 31 of the rales it is explained In 
the oase of rifles desoribed aa *450-400, *577-450, *500-450 the former of the two 
figures represents the size of the chamber and the latter figure the sue of the brae,

— Taluqdars who hold property in different districts should bo 
granted licenses in one district only, viz., that in which each has his puncipal 
residence When countersigned by the Commissioner the license will hold good foi 
tho whole pro\ nice 

Re ta i ne rs — In the case of retainers [unless especially exempted under schedule 
1, clause (1S)J a sopainto license should be taken out on a separate fee in the 
case of each set vnut of a iiatno gentleman who curries arms when working for Ins 
master, but who is nut in attendance ou him. (Yide also note (1) to the conditions ut 
license form XVI) - 

Grant of licenses to persons of doubtful character —The attention of 
Magistrates is diawn to tho following circular issued by tho Inspector-Uoucrpl of Police, 
and they are dircotcd to give their close attention to the matter. Tho issue of licenses 
umlei the Arms Act in localities whore the number of dakaitu or crimes of violonco 
has atti acted notice, should be is viewed and restricted. 

Circular 

It hating boon brought to tho notice of tho Inspector- Oeneral that licenses to tony arms in 
Form XVI are in many cases granted to men of beul character, who not only arc not entitled to 
them, bat actually uso them for purposes of crime or assisting criminals, SuporintondoutH of Police 
arc instructed to issue orders to all affinors in otuige of polioo stations to scrutinise very carefully 
nil lists of arms’ liccnsus and to bring any such cases to their notion. 

Superintendent# of Polteo will, after oarofnl personal inquiry m each cue, and after satisfying 
themselves that the information ou which tho liocnso holder is classed as a bad character is correct^ 
bring those cases to tho notice of the District Magistrate and apply for the withdrawal of tho hconso' 

Kanthaa . — Commissioners of divisions were instructed to authorise the issue of 
general notice calling on all persons in theic divisions either to deposit Kantkat in their 
possession in the Magistrates JUalkhana within a fixed time or to apply for a liocnso 
under the Arms Aot, to possess them. 

Grant of licenses in Forms XVI. XVII and XVIH*— The number of 

licenses really required by agriculturists for the purposo of destroying wild animals which 
oauso injury to human beings, cattle or crops, should be oarfiiliy determined and 
granted in Forms XVII and XVIII. Licensee in XVI may only be issued to respec- 
table men who aro free from all suspicion of oonneotion with criminals, and who may 
be confidently relied on not to uso, or to allow the use of, the arms for improper 
purposes, and such lioenses are stnotly held to be for one or more of the following 
purposes, viz , for (a) sport ; (b) far proteotion fin oircumstanoes specially stated) of 
■elf, family or property from danger other than that from wild animals; or («) for 
display. Lioenses to professional hunters be granted in Form XVI under the head of 
sport. The circumstances of each district differ, and no hard-and-fast rules os 
to the granting of licenses in Form XVII and XVIII can be laid down. The matter 
must be left to the disoretion of the Distriot Magistrate, but whenever it appears that 
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those firearms Are not being moil at all or nob mol for the purpose for which they 
were granted, they should be withdrawn. 

Arms covered by licenses in Form XIX not to be used for the purpose 
of Sport — Section 13, Act XI of 1873, and rule 27 of tho Rules make it 
clear that a license for a journey is ralul only for the journey and for such 
time as may lie fixed for the journey. Such a license is given by the Magistrate of 
the distriot in whioh the traveller resides Such a Magistrate cannot give a license for 
sport in a district oufesido his jurisdiation. It therefore follows that tho holdor of a 
license in Form XIX must take out a separate license in Form XVI in tho distriot m 
which he wishes to use his weapons for purposes of sport 

Lioengfl i to shikaris — The sanction of the Commissioner must bo previously 
obtained by tho Magistrate to any restrictions which he may desun to impose in the 
grant of licenses to shtkarta 

In order to oover the oases of Quveramont arms which in some province it may l>c 
the custom to lend to private poraons for the destruction of wild animals oi for any 
other reason, a note giving tho distinguishing murks and description of the arms lent 
should be made m tho lioeuso. 

Pa sse s to reservists — Officers Commanding regimental centres hive boon 
instructed to furnish Magistrates of districts with tho names of such reseivists ns have 
alio.uiy bcon, and may in future bo, granted passes undor paragraph 690, Army 
Regulations, India, Voluiuo II to carry and bear private arms, together with a draciip* 
tion of the arms covered liy the passes A list of reservists who have been granted sin.il 
p.msos sliuuld be maintained in Magistrates’ offices, as tho rnfoi matiou nny on occasion 
lie useful 

L'ar (graphs 692 an I G93, Army Bagulations, India, Volume II, (page 101) provide that wlnm 
pause* granted to rosorvists are withdrawn or oaaoelloil the Magistrate or 1’olitioal Olluair oonooriial

On rcca.ving information of tho eancobncnt or withdrawal of posses, MigistraU-s sUmiUl s«.u 
thnt tho arms hold by tho reservists nro surrendered or liceuses taken out for them 
(Mily Dept. No 60 D , dated tho 0th Jon 190C } 

General' — The following rules have been issued by the Local Government — 

I —Power to detain arm? and to disarm —The authority to detain nrma 
and ammunition contemplated in clause 2 of section 6 of the Indian Arms Act jn.iy In’ 
ovureisod by any Magistrate, Justice of tho Peace, Supeuntendent ot Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Police, and any polico officer being not lower iu rank than an officer in 
elmgo of a reporting polico station 

1(a)— The Consorvatoi of Forests, Eastern and Western Circles, United 
Provinc w, and all Deputy Consorvstois, Assistant Conservators and Extra-Assistant 
Conservators (including pro’iationors) have powor to disarm any person going aimed 
without a license or in contravention of its provisious Pat wans m J \uusav- B.iw.u 
have similar powers 

II. — Day nnd store-books — Magistrates in grunting licenses under rule 2i 
of tho Indian Arms rules to manufacture, qpnvert or sell or keep arms, 
ammunition and mihtiry stores, or to keep and sell tho same, Bhall delivor to each 
licensee two books in the Form A and C or B and D (ns the case may bo) hereto 
appended , the oue to be kept up as showing his stook-m-trade, and tho other for the 
purpose of showing tho sales of each day. The pages of these books should bo number- 
ed from beginumg to end, and the fiist and last pago of, each should be signed by tho 
Magistrate, or some European fubordinate, and sealed with his official seal. 

The lioensee will be required to pay the cost of theso books. The Magistrate, _ ih 
delivering these books to the licensee, will explain to him tho necessity foi keeping 
thorn up regularly, and the penalties attaching to failure to ^6 so 

In order to ensure that all arms and ammunition received by dealers mo hi might 
to account in tho store-books and subsequently in the day-books of licensed voudors exa- 
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ihinntion of consignments on arrival by an Inspector of Police, who should ace that the 
necessary entry ia made in the books of the firm. By the terms of the license the articles 
must be available for exhibition within six days of the arrival of the consignment. 

IhrMllft of a frnia — ‘■Except in the oas8 of arms of European manufacture, which 
nVo already numbered and marked, every licensed vendor of arms shall, previous to 
snlo, stamp every weapon in a permanent mauner with a number and mark, and shall, 
on sale, enter the number and mark of the weapon sold, whether of European or native 
manufacture, in column 5 of his day-book (Form C or D), forwarding forthwith a copy 
of the entry to tho Magistrate of the distriat in whioh the purehser fesi lei In add- 
ition to the number and mark a fall description of the weapon sold shall also be enter* 
ed m column 5. 

Not *. — It m not intended to tie ignorant people down absolutely to these forms tf the accounts 
of stock are kept aoaiirately in an intelligible manner, Magistrates may dispense with a servile 
adherence to the form in oases where thoy may doom it advisable to do ao , but in the abaence 
of valid reasons, and especially in the aaee of these who are not mere makers of fireworks, but 
really dealers in arms and ammunition, the form prescribed should be adhered to, and neglect to 
comply with the orders on the suhioct severely notiaed 
Should any person who makes and sails fireworks comb no with hit trade the manufacture and sale 
of gunpowder or any of the articles enumerated lu section 5 of the Arms Act, he will be reunited 
to take out a license under tho Arms Act according to Korin XI, XII, XIII or XIV, as the ease 
may bo, or in Form A or B under the Explosives Act, eudorted to have effeot Under the Arms 
Act, 

Tho orders convoyed in rule It do hot apply to firework-vendor*. The polioo 
should watch that the conditions of the license are not tranqgressed, and to secure this 
end tho police may inspect the premises of tho licensees, and, if ueeessary, examine 
thuir books of account ; but ao special form of account is needed. 

Ann ua.! inspection of sho ps, — The shop, premises and stock of every licensed 
Vendor shall be inspected once m every half year by a police offioer not below the rank 
of inspector. A similar inspection shall be made annually by the Magistrate of the 
district or one of the subordinates in the month of March, and by the Superintendent 
of Police, Assistant, Superintendent of Police or Deputy Superintendent of Police in the 
month of October, of all shops situated at the head quarters of districts. Mn the ease 
of outlying shops, an annual inspection shall be made by a Magistrate and by the 
Superintendent of Polioe, Assistant Superintendent of Police or Deputy Superinten- 
dent of Police at any time during tne year. It should bo arranged, however, if 
possible, that there should be an interval of a couple of months at least between the 
visits of the inspecting officers. The practice of sending for and examining the books 
kept up by the licensed vendors Cannot be regarded as an inspeotiOn, and ia prohibited. 

Every officer making such inspection shall initial the stook and sale-books of tho 
hconseo and at once report to the Magistrate of the distuct any irregularity ui breach of 
rules which may have come to his uotice. 

In the case of larger firms ati towns inspection should ordinarily be made oftener 
than twice a year, and police offioera should specially examine the names of customers 
as entered in the registers and ascertain that they are really persons entitled to possess 
arms and amamnitiou, Inspecting officers should be careful to see that copies of tho 
entries in the day-book have boen sent to the District Magistrate concerned, and 
District Magistrates receiving such copies should ascertain that a person claiming 
exemption from the provisions of the Arms Aot was really exempt. 

III. — Sale of arms. — A Magistrate or police officer receiving notice of sale 
of arms or ammunition undfir second danse of seotion 6 of the Act should at once 
ascertain the Correctness or otherwise of the purchaser's •nine and address as given by 
the seller. The result of such inquiry will be repotted by the police offioer to the 
Magistrate through the Superintendent of Police. If tho purchaser lives beyond the 
jurisdiction of the police officer, he shall send a report to the Superintendent of Police, 
who will order tho inquiry to be completed and reported by the poltoe offioer having 
]urisdiotion at tho place whore the purchaser lives. The responsibility for taking out a 
license rests with the purchaser, 
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IV. — Se&rches — For the purpose of oouducting searches under sootion 25 of the 
Act, the Liuuteimut-Goveruor is pleased to empower the following persons in viitue of 
their office t — 

Justices of the Peace, Superintendents of Police, Assistant Superintendents of 
Police, Inspectors of Polite, 

V. — For the purpose of conducting searches under section 30 of the Act, the 
following persons are appointed by virtue of office 

Magistrates, Justicos of the Poaco, Superintendents of Polioe, Inspectors of Police, 
Police Officers in charge of reporting atatious. 

• 

Deputy Superintendents of Police have been empowered to conduct searches 
under sections 25 and 30 of tlio Act. The rules published with notification No. 229,$, 
dated the 27th Fehrunty 1879, so far as they apply to Assistants Superintendents of 
Police also apply to Deputy Superintendents of Police. 

VI. — Disposal of arms deposited Of forfeited —When atay arms, ammuni- 
tion or miUtaiy stores have becu deposited at a police station uudbr section 1G of the 
Aot, tlio officer in charge of the police station shall affix to each weapon or articlo a 
ticket showing tlio name of the depositor, the date of deposit, aud a description of the 
weapon or article deposited fie shall also hand to the depositor a duplicate of tins 
tickot signed by hunsclf, as a receipt, and inform him that the Government will bo 
responsible for the s.ife custody only of the articles, and not for thoir prosoiYutiou fiom 
rust and decay. 

After the expiry of fourteen days, if the owner has not obtnined a license auth- 
orizing him to possess them, the arms, ammunition and military stores shall bo 
forwatded to the head-quarters of the distiict, and shall there be kept in tlio malkhana 
oF the HAgistrato or the Superintendent ot Police, at the diBcietion of the Magistrate. 
If deposited m tho Magistrate’s in ilkhan.t, the naSir shall bo responsible for their cus- 
tody, and if depjaited in the Superintendent's malkhana, tho Couit Inspector shall bo 
ao responsible. 

The Court Inspector (or the nnsir os the oase may bo) shall keep a register 
in which the arms and other articles deposited shall be described and entered under 
serial numbers, and fresh tickets shall bo affixed to them, showing tho owner’s 
name, &c, corresponding with tho entries in the register. 

If on the expiry of the period mentioned in section 16 of tho Aot the arms and 
other articles become forfeited to liis Imperial Majesty, the Magistrate shall dispose 
of them as follows . — 

(1) Arms, ammunition, and stores which can be utilised by the polico 
or by any department under Government may bo retained and brought into usa 
with the sanction of the Local Government. Arms, ammunition and Btores not so 
retained may be sold to licensed dealers or other persons entitled to possess them. 

(3) Any rifl«*d firearms or rifle barrels not bo disposed of BUaU bo sont to the 
nearest ordnance offioer to be broken up Other arms shall bo broken up locally and 
the materials sold. 

(3) Any 'ammunition or stores not disposed of under the provisions of clause 
(1) shall be destroyed. • 

a 

In the case of gunpowder and other explosive materials Magistrates must make 
suitable arrangements for their safe custody, so as to guard against danger to life and 
propei ty. As a rule the polioe magazino should be tho place of deposit for such 
materials. 

These orders will apply also to arms, ammunition and military stores confiscated 
under section 21 of the Apt. 
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VII — Howards — ( a ) When any Arms, or other artioles, are confiscated under 
Section 24, the convicting Migistinte ahull, immediately on conviction, piy a reward 
of not lesa thin hilf tlio estimited value on the Confiscated articles to the peraon of 
persons who m ly have given information which led to tho detection of the offence, or who 
may have assisted in the arrest of the offender and soixuie of the arms or other articles. 
Such payments will be charged against Liw and Justice, and be drawn by Magistrates 
in their contingent bills. 

(ft) Any Magistrate convicting an offender nf any offence under tho Act may at 
his discretion, grant « reward, not exceeding tho amount of fine unposod, iu suoh 
proportions as he may think tit to any person or p'rsons who have contributed to the 
arrest of the offenlei or the scizuie of tlio arms or other iu tides. 

(r) If no fine is inflictod, or if a larger reward then the fine imposed 
seems needed, and tn all case* in which per tout are apprehended, or arms other con- 
traband article* seized the Magistrate of tho district u hereby authonsod to pay rewards 
at his discretion, to the persons \v1kj»Iuvo contributed to the arrest of the oifoudets, 
or the seizure of the arms or other contraband articles, up to the limit of Rs 100 m 
each case, and up to Rs. 500, with the sanction of the Commissioner of the division, 
Rewards exceeding Rs. 500 shall not be paid without the sanction of Government. 

((f) If such oases occur befoie a Subordinate Magistrate, lie should at once 
forward the pa pm 8 connected with the cise, togetliei with Ins recommendation ns to the 
amount of the reward and tho peisotis to whom it should bo paid, to tho M agist into 
of the district, who will at once pass such orders theieon as shall sucm lequiicd. 

(«) Provision for rewards uudei this rulo should be made by Magistrates in llicir 
district budgets, but informers who bring to light breaches of the Anns Act should 
bo rewarded under the rules i elating to rewards of oluss (4) in paragraph 367 of the 
Police Regulations. # 

(f) Rewards payable to police officers shall lie credited to sub-liond XVII, Police 
—Miscellaneous — 11 Rewards to the police received fi-oin other departments and tho 
publio " and drawn by the Supcuntcndcnt of Tulicu from head “20, Police 4i ” foi 
distribution. 

VI II— Registers of licenses for sale and of Inspectors of shops -Kwry 

Magistrate shall keep a register of the licenses grunted by luiu under rule 21 of the 
Indian Arms rules to manufacture, convert or sell or keep arms, ammunition and 
military stores. Such register shall be iu the Form IS annexed. A copy of this 
register shall bo furnished by the Magistrate to the Superintendent of Police 

A register in English shall be maintained m the Magistrate’s office giving 
the name of each licensee under the two heads of (A) hood-quarter shops, (B) outlying 
Bhops and quoting the date of inspection in each year by (I) the Magistrate or lus assist- 
ant, and (2) the Superintendent of Police, lus assistant or Deputy Superintendent ot 
Police. The Commissioner, when on tour, shall examine and initial the registci and soo 
that the standing orders on the suhject are complied with. 

The Superintendent of Police will furnish to oach officer in charge of a police 
station an extract, columns 1 to 6, giving the names nf the porsons living within lus 
junadiotion who hold licenses and each Circle Inspector shall receivo from tho Superin- 
tendent of Police an extract giving the names of all persons living in the circle who 
hold licenses. 

Every Inspector, when making the inspection directed in rnlo II, shall enter 
in his copy of the register, in ono of the subordinate columns of column 7, the date on 
which he made the inspection. If the inspection disclose no irregularity or breach of 
the rales, the report will be made Rut if, at the inspection, any fact is brought to 
light which it is advisable that the Magistrate shall know, the Inspector shall send a 
special report to the Magistrate through the Superintendent of Police, noting in the 
column of remarks in hu register tho date on whioh the report was soot. 
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Ei ery Subordinate Magistrate, Superintendent of Pohoe, Assistant Superintendent 
and Deputy Superintendent of Police milking an inspection ns directed in rule II, shall 
send to the Magistrate of the distnot a repOit of his inspection for incorporation in the 
register, column 7. 

At tho close of the calendar year the Cirolo Inspectors will send their registers to 
tho Superintendent of Police for transmission to tho Magistrate, who will enter in his 
register tho facts recorded by the Inspectors oppoBito the naino of each license. 

IX — A register in Form F shall ho kept by tlio Magistrate of all licenses to keep 
and sell arms, ammunition and military stores, and tho H«me iuIos shall, mutaiis mutan- 
dis, obsorvod with regard to this legister os arc laid down in rule VIII for the regis- 
ter in Form E. 

X — Separate registers in Forms, Q II J. shall bo kopt by Magistrates of tho 
licenses granted under rules 27, 28 and 29, respectively, of tho Indian Arms rules. 

Tho Magistrate will supply a copy of each of those to the Superintendent of Polioc. 
The Biipaiintundunt will furnish to eicli officer in charge of a police station an extract 
giving the putts that oonoein lus jiiiisdiotion. 

XI — Inspection Of arms —Weapons for which licenses hnve been granted 
under "* rules 28 ami 29 shall oidinarily l»o ins|>octed by a Magistrate wlulo oil tour, or 
bv tlio Tahsildar. Tho fact of the inspection shall ho endorsed on tho liccnso, ami a 
iepoit sent to tho head quarteis, to bo entered in column 9 of tlio register opposite tho 
name of each licensee, year by year. 

A similar inspection shall also bo made of weapons for winch licenses have been 
man ted under inlo 27 (in Form XVI) In both cases tlio Inspecting Officer B hall com- 
paiothu weapon produced with tlio d.-sdiptionof it entered in the license. 

XII— In licenses granted in Forms XIV, XV, XVI, XVII or XVIII the 
description of tho weapon shall be entered in full detail in the column provided for the 
purpose. It is not sufficient to enter tho words “ouogun without any fuither parti- 
culars descriptive of the article. 

atamnine of weapons —To facilitate the description of a weapon and its 
Identification, tho system of stamping the arms with a iiunibor, a-nri a. tlratunguiaHirig 
letter or letters for each district ha. been generally adopted. With reference to tho 
system tho following iustruotioue have beou issued 

m Both a u umber and a letter should bo used. Unless a letter ifl added it 
would be impossible to trace arms imported from districts other than 
that in which they are found. 

(2\ Tho letter used muBt be a distinguishing one, o.g., it is not sufficient to nss 
' * jp, for Fatehpur j in this oase the letters F. F. would be the distinguish- 
ing ones. 

<31 No number must be repeated, and tho series used should apply to licenses 
{ ) “both Forma XVI and XVII or XVIII .ml** tho number of the 
form (l e„ XVI or XVII or XVIII is also stamped on weapons.) 

<41 The arms should be stamped with steel punches which can be obtained 
' ' from Roorkee , they should not be branded, as this praetioe disfigures 
them unnecessarily. 

(5) It is not necessary that the serial number of tho lioense should correspond 

with that of the weapon. 

(6) It is unnecessary to enter in the lioense a detailed description ot the weap- 

on if the number and letters are entered. 

(T) It is unnecessary to mark weapons whioh already bear a distinguia mg 
1 ' mark of some kind, e.g., the number and stamp of the vendor. 
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Annual grant, renewal and distribution of licenses in Form XVI— 

Tho following instructions ate issued iti order to facilitate the annual grunt, renewal 
and distnbution of arms licenses in Form XVI •— 

1.— Application for licenses in Foim XVI, or for renewal thoreof, whioh are 
required to be written on impressed paper of the value of eight annas for eaeh weapon 
iu disarmed distrusts, and of four annas for each weapon in districts whioh have not 
been disarmed, should ordinarily be presented to a Magistrate or sunt by post regie* 
tered, so as to reach the District Magistrate by bite 18th December in each year. 

3. — If the application be for the grant of a new lioense, the applicant should, if 
necessary, be required to present himself in person. Otherwise the prescribed inquiry 
should be made , but for this purpose the agency of the pohco should bo twoidod. 

3. — If the application be for renewal of licenses, no inquiry should ordinarily bo 
necessary beyond a reference to the register m Form 0., hut the Siipeuntcndent of 
Police should bring to the notice of the Magistrate during the year any it regularity or 
brenoh of the rules framed under the Act, or of the conditions of the license, and an 
abstract of such report and of any ordere which may have been passed thereon should 
bo entered in oolumn 9 of this register. 

4. — The forms of license should bo printed on stout, durable paper, procurable at 
tho Government Press. It u not necessary to issue fresh forma annually in oaro of 
renewal, but it wilt be sufficient to endorse the old forms with a stamp bearing the 
words “ renewed up to 31st December 19, ." 

5. -— Licenses should ordinarily be ready for delivery by 15th January at tho 
latest ; and it shall bo optional for applicants to appear in person and take delivery on 
that date or on a date to be fixed by the District M igistr.ite, or to have them sent 
through tho village chaukidars. The mode of oxercisuig this option Bhould bo stated in 
tho application for grant or renewal, 

6. — Lioonses to be delivered through village chaukidars should be sent through 
the office of the Suporiuteudout of Police, accompanied by n list and a separate invoice 
of each license, to the officers in charge of the police stations within the jurisdiction 
of which tho hoenseea reside. Each license with its invoice should be made over, for 
delivery to the licensee, to the chaukidars of the licensee^ village on the occasion of 
the chaukidars next periodical visit to the polioe station after the receipt of tho 
licenses. The date of making over the license to the chankidar should be endorsed on 
the invoice, and on the occasion of his following visit to the police station the ohauki- 
dar should return the invoice signed and dated by the recipient, and report the date of 
actual delivoiy. 

7. — The list and invoices should be returned to the Magistrate through the 
Superintendent of Polioe, who should scrutinise them, and bring all oases to the 
Magistrate's notice in which more than a fortnight's delay may have taken place in tho 
delivery of any license. 

8. — Copy of the entries in Register G should ordinarily be furnished to the Su- 
perintendent of Police by the 1st Fobruaiy, for oompliaiioe with rule X, [page 197].

Magistrates are requested to c.iiikc tlio prui muiis uf nuu on 28 of (ho Arms Act, to In; 
widely notified in then distuct, in mdei that tlie ] uhhe n v he made awaic of tliu 
rcspouhibility that the law imposes on them wilii rigud to giving infoini.il ion of 
offences under tlio Act The talcs framed l>v tins Clovemnu nt |n ovule fin tin* 
payment of rewards to all poisons who may g.vo liifniinniioii oT the commission nt 
offences, or who may .iisist in the finest of nfl'nidcm of the annuo of cuiitinl>iind 
articlo These provisions should he notified nt every t.ihsili mid police sratinn in inch 
distuct, tliat nil persons may know the usks that they uni hi omitting to give li foi- 
matiou of offences, and the rewards which may be earned by co-ojieratiDg with the 
authorities. 

All public camoi 8 iu each distuct should be mfoimed of tho responsibilities 
which are now specially imposed upon them Ly the second clause of section 28, with 
regard to packages or bahts m tiunsit which are suspected to contain nr ms, amiuuiiition 
or military stores, iu respect of .which an offence against the Aot has boen or is being 
committed. 

Confiscation Of arms. — The discretionary power of confiscating arms conferred 
by section 24 tf the Anns Act should bo very considerately used. A mere breach of 
license is not ordinarily an adequate raison for confiscation , and junior Magistrates 
should usually refer the question of tho necessity for coufisoatiou to the Magistrate of 
the district for decision.' 
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Punishments under the Act.— Vide bote (2) to see. 24 of (ho Act page 57. 

Magistrate*) of districts should aot systematically upon tho orders cited,* Injudicious 
punish moats for petty or voainl offences against tho Aiiiib Aot do much mischief and 
cause great hardship , and Coin mission ora and Distuct Magistrates aro responsible for 
superintending tho proceedings of their subordinates m tho rnattor Thoro is no reason 
why licenses to possess anus, especially for sport and tho destruction of wild animals, 
should not be granted liberally to respectable landowners aud to other persons of 
proporty and good repute in the countiy. And it is a mattor of nothing more than 
common sense aud discretion that inadvertent or immaterial breaches of tho Aot should 
receive from the Magistrate no inoro punish inent than is necessary to maintain the law.’ 

•As a rule, offences cognisable under the Act, which were dno to Ignorit co or caroleuneHS, 
would bo aatHoiontly pnnuhoil by line ; and impmonmi'nt hIiouM not bo warded unless from tlie 
character of tho oQondcr or otherwino it can fairly ba prc-nuTiiod that the arms viuio kept for an 
unlawful purpose Commissioners ajid Magistrates should contmue to scrutinize tho proceedings 
of thoro subordinates attentively , should tako pains to sue tint t hi law is not worked harshly, 
and should report to Government all oases in which excessive punishments wore awarded, or arms 
improperly oonlisoated. 

Returns of punishments — With a view to onablo Commissioners to scrutinize 
tho woikmg of tho Arms Act lti thoir divisions, tho following foim showing tho punish- 
ments, Ao., lufliotod by Magistrates for broaeluH uf the piet isions of the Act should 
bo submitted by Magistrates to the Cummissiouor at tho closo of each mouth —

Procedure to be followed in searching for arms — Owing to the mcoi i cot 

view adoptetl by a Magistrate, that semuli foi .11 ms c.ui only bcinttJo when it is shown 
that tho weapons are likoly to be used for an illegal pm pose, the exact pioccduio whicii 
should bo adopted in scirclung for aims is [minted out foi tho guidance of Magistrates. 

Practically all tho disticta in the United Provinces have been dmmiod. Conse- 
quently any ono not coming undei any exemptions, who h.is in hn possession or under 
his Control aims of any description, ammunition 01 military stores, except under a 
license and in the manner and to the extent pei nutted tlieroby, is punishable under 
section 19 (f). Act XI of 1878, with lmpnsonincut for a teini which m.iy extend to tlireo 
yoara, or with fine or with both. As tins offence is one cogiu/iblc by the police (vido 
schedulo II of the Guminal Procedure Code), an olficei 111 chnigo of a police station 
having re as on, from information received or otherwise, to suspect tint it has been com- 
mitted, is empowered (section 157) to investigate the case, and 111 certain ciicumstancos 
to search for the article (section 105), the unlawful possession of which ho has reason 
to suspect. Similarly, a Magistrate taking cognisance (section 101) of inch an offence 
might issue a search warrant under seotion DC, Criminal Pioccduio C'Mio In both cases 
the provisions of section 30, Act XI of 1873, and the orders issued undei it, would 
govern the procedure of the person conducting tho search The search must be made in 
the presence of oue«f tho persons specially appointed by virtue ofofiiee for tbs purpose 
(vide rule V at page 185 and pages 57 and 59 ) 

Mere speculative searches are not of course authorized by the law. Before taking 
action the polico officer must have reason to suspect tho commission of the offence, 
and the Magistrate must either know or Buspect that the offence, has been committed, 
or must receive a complaint or polioe report of faots which constitute the offence. 

In ordinary oases relating to searches for unlicensed weapons possessed in contra- 
rention of theprovisioua of seotion 14 or 15, Act XI of 1878, soctwn 25 of the Aot 
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■will not Apply. Section 25 would cover the caoo of a person even lawfully entitled to 
poesons arms who is believed to bo About to use them for an unlawful purpose, or who 
onnnot be left in possession of them without danger to the public peace. It appears 
« to refer to cases in which the Magistrate considers that arms, whether under a license 
or not, are possessed for an illegal pnrposo or under oircumstances Buoh as to endanger 
tlio public peace " (ride ruling m case of Queen-Empress vs. Tcghu Singh, I. la R., 8 
Calcutta, page 473). If n Magistrate finds it necessary to take action under section 
25, the grounds of his belief that the person whose house is to be searched ponsessos 
arms for an unlawful purpose or cannot be left m possession of them without danger 
should be carefully recorded, as prescribed by the provisions of the section, which have 
been repealed by the High Court in the ruling in the oasa of Queen-Empress vs. 
Sangam Lai (Weekly Notes of March 6th, 1893). 

flal e of arms by Government officers — It has been reported that officers of 
Government are often careless in tho disposal of tirearmB and ammunition. OaaeB have 
occurred in which officers have sent rifles and rifle ammunition to be put up for publio 
auction, and havo allowed them to be so disposed of to persons not entitled to possess 
them. The Government of India liavo requoste i that Bevere notice may be taken of 
any suoh culpable nogligeuoa ou tho pait of officers employed under this Government ; 
and all officers are therefore warned of tho consequences of disposing of srma and 
ammunition to any person in this country without making sure that such person is 
lawfully entitled to purchase or possess tho sauio. 

The Governor General in Council has decided that the substance of the following 
order of the Commander-m-Cluef shall apply to all civil as well as military officers 
serving in the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh * — 

“ If any officer or soldier wn>li»a to dupeii* of any arms or ammunition oithar by pnvato sale 
or public auction, he will uscelam tint tho won M bo purchaser is a person entitled by law to 
possess tho same, and if such jumoi.'a uune docs not appear in tlic official Army or Civil List bn 
will apply to the Magistrate nr Deputy Cutnmissioiu.r of thu district, or tho local Political Officer, 
os thu case may be, for periui&siuii for thu transaction to take place ” 

Sale by public auction of guns or other arms in execution of decrees — 

Tho High Court, North- We.tem Ptoviuecs, Judicial Commissioner, Oudh, havo prescri- 
bed the rule given below legirdiug the sale by public auction of guns or other arms in 
execution of decrees. On leeoiving such au intimation ftom a Civil Court is ordered 
iu the rule. Magistrates nliou'd take acti jn so ns to ensuro that the requuemeats of tho 
India Arms Act and rulos theiciiudci am not cotitia veiled . —

Indian Arms Act. 

Disposal of records relating to arm.3 licenses —The following rales aro laid 
down for the treatment of records ici Umg lu arms licenses . — 

1. Application for licenses bird] if the license be granted, be kept for one year 
from date of the expiry of the license, whethui tho license bo annual or quinquennial. 
Thus an application presented in Poccmbn 1881 fot a license to carry arms in 1885 
may be destroyed after December 188(1 If the application is refused it shall bo retai- 
ned for three years from the date of loturcU 

2. Papers regarding ilio deposit of arms m police stations under the provisions 
of section 16 of the Act shall bo kept for five years from tho date of the order of deposit, 

3. Papers regarding tho cancelling or suspension of licenses (section 18 of the 
Aot) shall be kept for three years, unless there is any special reason for their retention 
for a longer period. 

It should be understood that these rules do not affect any papers forming part of 
tlio record m criminal and police coses, and dealt with as suoh uuder the rules of tho 
High Court or Judicial Commissioner, or of (he Police detriment. 
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AtinnaT Report- — Magistrates and Doputy Commissioners should prepare, at 
tho close of each calender year, and submit to the Commissioner, a report on tho 
working of the Act during the year Tins report should notice briefly tho remits of 
tho various inspections preset ibed by rule, convictions and punishments— particularly 
whero special circumstances wne hold to justify veiy light or very sovere sentenoes— 
rewards granted, any great increase or decrease in the number of liconseB granted ; and 
generally any facts of importance connected with tho woikiug of this Aot. The annexed 
forma should bo filled in and submitted with the report. 

It is the Coramissionor’s duty to review the district reports of his division, and 
to pass suitable orders on such matters tailing within his piovince as require them. 
He should thou prepare a divisional repeat, with n cress, uy statements, and submit it to 
Government by the 1st of Mu rch. Tf uuy of the icqtmcd mfotmation is wanting, the 
Com missi oner should call for it beforo submitting his rcpoit.

Local Rules and Orders. 

(For. Dept. No 85731 , dated 28th October 1896.) 

Whehsas the Balers or Administrators of the States mentioned in the second 
column of the schedule hereto annexed have ceded to the British Government full 
jurisdiction within the lands which lie within thoir respective territories, and are 
occupied, or may be hereafter occupied, by the railways mentioned opposite their names, 
respectively, in the first column of tho eaid schedule (including the lands occupi ed by 
stations and out-buildings and for other railway purpose ) : In exercise of this juris- 
diction, and of the powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Foreign Jurisdiction 
and Extradition Act (XXI of 1879), and of all other powers enabling him in this 
behalf, the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct tW tho following 
rules shall be in force ou tbe said lands : 

1.— In those rules u arms,” 14 ammunition” and M military stores ” havo respec- 
- „ . tivcly tho meaningB assigned to them iu tho Indian 

Anns Act (XI of 1878), exoept that the expression 
“ military stores” includes sulphur when iu quantities exceeding 10 sours in weight, 
and leaden bird shot uud bullets wheu possessed in quantities exoecdmg one hundred 
weight at any one time. 

“ Exp< rt " means transmission by rail from any station in any of tho °" ; d la nds 
to uny station beyond the sahI binds. 

“ import " means transmission by rail from any station beyond the Baid lands to 
any station within the said lands 

“ Transport ’’ means transmission by rail from one station iu tbe said lauds to 
another station in tho snid lands. 

Explanation.— Arms, ammunition and military storoB taken from one station to 
another in the said lands across intervening territory which is not within tho said lands 
are transported within tbe muaning of those rules. 

II. — Export. — (a) Tho export, without tho special permission of the Political 

Agent, of arms, ammunition or military stores, is foi bidden. 

(ft) Station musters to whom arms, ammunition or military stores^ unaccompa- 
nied by ovidcnco of such special permission, are tendered for dcsiiateh 
shall detain them and report tho matter, throngh the Superintendent of 
' Bailway Police, for the orders of the Political Agent 

III. — Import. — When, any arms, ammunition or military stores are imported 
they shall not be delivered to any importer or consignee unless— 

(a) tbe linportei or consignee pioduoes tho original license issued by tho 
Secretary to the Government of India, Foreign Department or other 
competent authority, aut homing tho expoit of such aims, ammunition 
or military stores fiom British India and thoir import to some Btation 
within tbe lauds above referred to, aud 

(ft) the senior polled offioor at the station at which the arms, ammunition or 
military storeB have been received has compared the consignment with 
the license and authorized the Btation master to niako delivery. 

For the purpose of making tbe comparison required by clause (ft), the Police 
officer shall have power to open any paokago which ho thinks Buspioious, 

IV. — Every station master shall give information to the officer mentioned in 
bUuue (6) of the preceding rule of the arrival at his* station of any consignment of 
imported arms, ammunition or military stores. 

V. — A station master at whose Btation a consignment of imported arms, ammuni- 
tion or military storeB is received may, after obtaining the sanotion of the Superinten- 
dent of Railway Police, but not otherwise, forward the aoiuigiunent, should the owner 
or oonsignea desire him to do so, to any other station within ui beyoud tbe lauds above 
referred to. 
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VX— Transport — No license shall be necessary in respect of arms or ammuni- 
tion ; but whon iuiy arras, ammunition or military stores are transported, immediate 
information regarding such transport sliall bo given to the senior Police Officer, if 
any, at the station of despatch and receipt by the station masters concerned. 

VIII. — Carrying 1 Of Arms by passengers- — Arms shall not in ordinary cases 
be taken from passengers ; but if a station master has reasonable ground for apprend- 
ing a disturbance from the possession of arms by a passenger, lie may at any time, 
beforo such passenger has taken his place in the train, but not afterwards, refuse to 
carry him unless ho delivers up his arms. If the passenger gives Dp his arms, they 
shall bo labelled with the name and description of the owner entered in the roadway 
bill, and delivered free of charge to the owner at his journey's end ' 

Provided that no person who has been duly exempted from the operation of 
aoction 13 to 16 of tho Indian Arms Act (XI of 1678) or has a license to carry arms 
granted by competent authority, shall except in the case of evident and undoubted 
necessity, be asked to give up his personal arms under this rule. 

VIIL — O bli ga tio n to give information' — Every person employed upon tho 
railway shall, in the absence of reasonable excuse, the burden of proving which shall 
bo upon him, be bound to givo information to tho nearest Police Officer regarding any 
box, packet or bale in transit which he may have reason to suspect contains anus, 
ammunition or military stores in respect of which an offence against these nice has 
been, or is being, committed. 

IX. — Penalties. — (i) Whoever commits any of the following offences, namely ■ — 

(a) exports any arms, ammunition or military stores without obtaining the 

special permission of Political Agent required by rule II, 

(A) imports any arms, ammunition or military stores without a license of tho 
nature referred to in rule III, 

sliall he punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three years, or 
with fine, or with both. 

(ii) Whoovei commits any of tho following offences, namely : — 

fa) impoits any arms, ammunition or military stores in excess of tjie quanti- 
ties entered in the license referred to in rulo HI, 

(b) imports after the expiration of tho period for which such lioenso has boon 

granted, 

(r.) omits to give information ns required by rule VIII, 
sliall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or 
with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both. 

X. -C onfiscatio n Of armSi Ac- — When any person is. convicted of an offence 
under tho last preceding rule it shall be in the discretion of the convicting Magistrate 
further to direct that the wholo or any portion of tho arms, anmunition or military 
stores in respect of which tho conviction is obtained, and any box, package or bale in 
which the same may have been concealed, together with the other contents of such 
box, package or bale, shall bo confiscated. 

XI. — (1) Whenever any Magistrate haf reason to believe that arms, ammunition 
or military stores have been imported contrary to these rules, such Magistrate, having 
first recorded the grounds of his belief, may seise and detain the some m sqfe custody 
for such time as he may think necessary. 

^2) In each cases notice calling upon the importer or consignee to appear and to 
produce tho license ref erred, to in rule III shall be published for three months at the 
railway station at which tho arms, ammunition or military stores have been seised, 
and at such other places as the Magistrate may think necessary. * 

(3) If tho importer or consignee does not appear and produce such license 
within three years from the date of such notice, such arms, ammunition or military 
stores shall be confiscated. 

XII. — Tho order of the Political Agent shall bo taken regarding the disposal 
of articles confiscated under these rules, ami such orders shall be final.

XIII . — Rewards — 0) A Magistrate nuiy aw.ird up to one-half tho amount of 
any fine inflicted under those rule*, and up to ouo hnlf tho ulo price of any confiscated 
articles sold in pursuance of ardors is uod undoi these rules, to any person, whether in 
tho employ of a railway company or not who lias given information loading to a convic- 
tion. 

(2) Cases in which no fine is inflicted, or m which it appears desirable to givo 
a reward larger than is provided for above, shall be submitted for tho 01 ders of tho 
Political Agent. 

XIV. — Nothing in tho foregoing rules shall apply to tho import of any arms, 
ammunition or military stores when the same are coveted by n reitificntc grouted by 
tho officer in eliai ge of an arsenal in lit itisli India, stating that they arc consigned to 
the ruler of a State mentioned in tho second column of the Bchodule hereto tmnnvn.1

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LOCAL RULES AND ORDERS. — PUNJAB. 


For exemptions.— Sec pages 112 and 113, 

Chavis and Oandasas —Vide notes (19) and (20) to section 4 of tho Act 
[page 24]. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has decided that the executive authorities will be 
acting within the provisions of the law if they treat the weapons known as thavis 
as arms for the purposes of the Indian Arms Act, 1878, and the rutes thereunder; 
and he is pleased to direct that they shall henceforth lie so treated except in the two 
frontier Divisions of the Province, subject to the instructions which follow. 

2. The Scheduled Districts of the Punjab have been withdrawn from tlie 
operation of all prohibitions and directions contained in section 13 of the Act, whioh 
does not, therefore, apply to the tracts of L.ih.ml and Spiti Clause 2 of section 32 
of Aot No. XXXI of 1860 did not at the time, when Act XI of 1878 came into force, 
apply to tho districts of Simla and Knngra, and section 15 of Act XI of 1878 has not 
subsequently been extended to eithei district. The resnll, then, of the ruling contained 
in paragraph 1 of this letter in the four Gis-Indus Divisions of the Province is that 
the executive authorities are instructed to assume that the law is as follows.— 

(Except in Lahaul and Spiti) no person shall go armed with any c havi oxoept 
under a license and to the extent and in tho manner permitted thereby (section 13 
of the Arms Act) 

Any person so going armed without a license or in contravention of itB provi- 
sions may bo disarmed by any Magistrate, Police officer or other person empowered 
by the local Government 111 this boli'ilf by name or vutun of Iub ofllco (section 13). 

(Except in the Simla and Kangra Districts) no person shall have in his 
possession any chavi, except under a license and in the mnnner and to the 
extent permitted thereby (section 1 5 of Arms Act) The rest of the Act and the mice 
thereunder are similarly to be assumed applicable lo chavu in the same way ns to other 
arms Togo armed with such a weapon contrary to the piovisions of Bectiou 13, 
or to possess such a weapon contraiy to the pruMSums of section 15, is to commit nn 
offence under seotion 19 (<) (f) or section 20, as the case mnj bo, and an offence 
which m eithei case is cognisable by tho Police (Schedule 11 to the Criminal Proce- 
dure Code, 1898). 

3 It will, be the dnty of Commissioners and District Magistrates to see th&t 
the Crown is adequately represented at .ill stages m every case in which tho 
application of the Arms Act and rules to chavu is likely to come in question before 
the Courts, aud that every cose in which a judicial ruling on the snhject has been 
given, whether by a Civil or a Criminal Court, is promptly reported to Government. 
It remains to indicate the lines on which the law, as intei preted in paragraph 1 of 
this circular, should be enforced 

4 The Lieutenant-Governor thinks it nndesirable that there should be 
any general house searches to discover thavts improperly possessed though he does 
not intend to prohibit search under section 25 when definite information has directed 
attention to particular bouses, or when the perpetration of crimes of violence in which 
weapons of the kind have been used is traced to particular localities. The objection 
is to general searches without special reason A person found carrying a chavi con- 
trary to the provisions of section 12 or section 13 may always (subjeot to the remarks 
on the subject of notice of the next following paragraph) be deprived of his weapon 
by a properly authorised person; and similar weapons found in the course of 
properly authorized searches may always be taken away by the police in the 
exercise of their preventive authority, even if no piosecution in respect to them is 
instituted. The Lieutenant-Government ia, however, pleased to direct that no seizure 
of an unlicensed ckavi, whether in the exercise of the preventive authority conferred 
by section 149, Criminal Procedure Code, or under seotion 13 of the Arms Aot, 
should be made by any police officer below the rank of sergeant. 
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5. The first step to take, however, is to tBsue a proclamation in each district 
concerned warning the people that they must apply within one month for licenses 
in respect to cketvitf or deposit them with the oflioor in chutge of the neatest police 
station. 

6. Licenses in Form VIII [present form XVI] should be fieely granted for pur- 
poses of protection or to respectable persons, and in oircu instances wheie it seems likely 
that the deprivation of chavu would tend to enoourage rather thou diminish crimes of 
violence by taking away from the well-disposed the means of defending themselves. 
The questiou of abolishing the levy of fees for licenses m Form VU 1, whether for chavit 
or for other arniB, is under tho Lieutenant-Governor’s consideration , bnt for the present 
it will lie necessary to follow the oxisting rule on the subject. 

7. Prosecution should not for the present be gonerally instituted, and 
where instituted they should bo conducted with cannon and carefully watched. 
Short of prosecution tor a breach of the Arms Act, it is always open to thu 
District Magistrate to instruct the pul ice to take pet sons found cariymg chains 
before the nearest Magistrate, in ordci that he may satisfy himself as to their 
antecedents and ascertain whether security ought to be demanded fioiu thorn under 
section 107, 109 or 110 of the Criminal Procedure Code, and msti notions to this 
effect, might be given to all Police officers not below the rank of officers in chargu 
of stations. 

8. In the districts of Lihore, Amritsar and Fero/pur thu instructions of this 
circular in respect to chivu sh mid bo earned out m repaid to long handled gandanas 
alio. As regai da othor districts, I am to say that thu long li nulled gandasa 
is, ill somo places, a weapon almost, if not quite as formidable as the chain and 
tihcil, like the chan, for puiposes of offence, an I not, as elsewhere, os an agricul- 
tural implement , and where this is the ewe, the District Magistialc would lie 
aiuiiluily justified in ti eating it as a weapon coming under tho piovigiona of tho 
Arms Act. If, theicforo, auy Deputy Commissioner chinks it dosuablc to prococd 
on theso lilies in regard to any such weapon which is not capable of boiug 
dossed as a chavi, he should rofoi the matter, through the Commissioner, for the 
oulera of Govoinm'uit, stiting what definition he pi op isos and the reasons for 
the measure 

9 Commissioners should kt* *p a cai efnl watch on the manner m which Deputy 
Commissioners in their Divisions give effect to the instructions contained in this 
circular. 

10 The Inspector-Gener d of Polico will bo requested to notice the effect of the 
mummies now to be taken against cAavn and gahdasas in the Polioe Administration 
It o port for the cm rout year 

(Punjab Govt, luttor No, 12 1309, dated tho 29th Sop. 1899 ) 


As there has boon somo misapprehension as to the purport of thu letters mon- 
Puniab Govt letters Nos 12-1309, Donod ou the margin regarding tho troatmont of 
dated 29th Sep 1S99 and No 1304, chans and gandasa x as "arms” under Act XI of 
dated 14th Sep 1900 1 878, I am directed to address jou as follows. 

2. As noted in the Chief Court’s decision, No. 16 of 1900, (page 42) any weapons 
or instruments oarriod or possessed for tho purpose of offence and defence come under 
the category of “ arms.” Tho more common weapons ‘and instiuments which when 
carried or posBossod by individuals may universally be presumed to be so earned or 
possessed for purpoBos of offonco or defence are specified in section 4 of the Act, but tho 
list there given is not exhaustive, and tho Local Government in 1899, after considerable 
enquiry, concluded that (a) chavis throughout the Frovinco and (5) long-handled 
gandasa* in Ihe Lahore, Amutsar and Fero/pur Districts were so very rarely carried or 
imflBtmnfid exoopt for purposes of offeuce and dofcnco, that the executive officers of Gov- 
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eminent might properly treat these weapons as “ arms ” within the meaning of the A obi 
District Officers were accordingly, in paragraph 8 of this office letter No. 1302, dated 
20th September 1899, authorised to treat these weapons as arms. 

3. It was not intended by the instructions above described to limit the notion 
of District -Officers to the weapons there mentioned. It is still open to them to 
action under the arms Act either : 

(а) generally as regards Weapons in respect of whioh they may have received 
authorization under the lnt sentence of paragraph 8 of the letter of 29th September 
1899, or 

(б) in particular instances as regards weapons or instruments of any description 
wbioh in those particular cases appear to oe possessed or earned for purposes of offence 
or defence. 

I am to add that action under (bj can be taken by Deputy Co mmiss ioners w itho ut 
reference to higher authority. 

(Punjab Govt. oir. No. 5-1125, dated the 16th October 1903). 


The Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to prescribe the following 
rules for close season for game in the Punjab. 

In pursuance of the provisions of rule 20, published in Notification No 518 of 6th 
March 1879, And issued by the Governor Goneral in Council under Neotion 7 of the 
Indian Arms Act (No. XI of 1878), the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab is pleased 
to prescribe the following rules regarding a close Beeson for game in the Punjab. 

1. The rlose season for the game noted in rule 2, shall be throughout the Punjab 
from 15th Maxell to 16th September, both days inclusive. 

2. Such close season may be prescribed in the case of gnme of tlio following 
classes, but, subject to the provisions of rule 3, there shall be no close season for any 
other birds or animals. 

Partridges of all kinds - Pheasants. 

Sand grouse. Bustard. 

Pea fowl. Florioan. 

Jungle fowl. Haree 

3. In accordance with the above rule, tho Deputy Commissioner of the district 
shall cause the description of such game only as he considers to need protection in his 
distriot to be endorsed on tho lovorso of the license granted under Section 13 mid 16 of 
the rules made by the Government of India. The close season will then apply, m res- 
pect of-the license-holders and m the distriot where the license is granted, to gams of 
the descriptions so endorsed. 

4. In all districts in which the Deputy Commissioner considers it desirable, a 
condition may be endorsed on the license, that doer, wild sheep and goats shall not 
be shot during the breeding season. The license-holder will then be bound to observe 
■ueb conditions 

(Government of Punjab, Notification No. 71 1£ dated the 18th February 1880). 

The following revised rules which have been made by His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor under the Indian, Arms Act, 1878 (Act XI of 1878), are hereby published for 
general information, in supersession of the rules published with Punjab Government 
notification No. 1956, dated the 19th of May 1879 • — 

RULES. 

POWEBS. 

For paras I, II and III see notes to eeotiona 6, 25 and 30 of the Act [pages 44, 57 and 59 J. 

17.— Stock and account books to be kept by licensed manufacturers and 
d ea l er s. All persons holding licenses to manufacture, conretf, keep and sell arms, 
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ammunition or military stores shall keep np stock books and accounts of receipts and 
issues in the forms A aad B of the appendix to these rales ; and all persons holding 
licenses to keep or sell arms, ammunition or military stores shall maintain stock and 
account books in forms C and D. 

The pages of these books are to bo numbered, and before any entries are made 
tite books shall be exhibited, together with the manufacturer's or dealer’s license, to 
the Magistrate of the district or to a subordinate Magistrate. 

Snob Magistrate will sign the first and last pages of each book and seal them 
which his official seal. 

_V. — The shops, premises and stocks of all licensed manufacturers and dealers shall 
be inspected once in every quarter by a police officer not below the rank of Aaaistant 
Superintendent of Police or Inspector where there is no Assistant Superintendent, and 
once at leaat in every year by the Superintendent of Police. 

At the time of inspection the books shall bo initialed by the inspecting officer. 

Any irregularity er breach of the i ules which may be noticed shall be at once 
reported to the Magistrate of the district. 

VI — On receiving notico of a Silo under olauso 2, section 5, by a person lawfully 
possessing arms to any person not prohibited fiom possessing the samo, the Magistrate 
or Police officer may make inquiries as to the corioctneas of tlio purchaser's name and 
address, and if neoossary, obtain a report from the Superintendent of Police of tho 
district in which the purchaser lives 

VII — Arms deposited, in police station- — When any arms, ammunition or mili- 
tary storea have been deposited at a police station under section 14 or 16 of the Act, 
thb officer in charge of the station shall affix to each wo.ipon or articlo a ticket showing 
ths name of depositor and the date of deposit and shall give the depositor a duplicate 
copy of the same 

After seven days, if the owner has not obtained a liconse authorising him to 
possess them, the arms, ammunition or milttir) stores shall bo forwarded to the head- 
quarters of the district and kept in tho raalkliana of the Magistrate of tho district 
or in the Police Magazine 

The sheriff or other ministerial officer to whom they are entrusted shall keep a 
register in which the articles b<* deposited shall ho doBCiibed and entered under serial 
numbeis, and fresh tiokots ihall ba affixed showing the owner’s name and tho corres- 
ponding number of the register 

VIII. — Aims and military stores seised —Arms, ammunition or military stores 
seized under section 11, 25 or 26 shall be similarly dealt with. ^ 

IX — Disposal of confiscated arms- Amis, ammunition or military stores that 
have become forfeited to His MajeBtj under sections 14 and 16, or that have been 
confiscated under Beotion 24, slia.ll he disposed of as follows : — 

(1) Arms, ammunition and stores which can be utilised by the police or by any 
department under Government may bo retained and brought into use with tho sanction 
of the Local Government. Aram, ammunition nnd stores not so retained may be sold to 
lioensed dealers or other persous entitled to possess them. 

(2) Any rifled fire-arms or rifle barrols not so disposed of shall be eent to the 
nearest Ordnance Officer to be broken up. Other arms^haU’bo broken up locally and 
the materials sold. 

(3) Any ammunition or stores not disposed of under the provisions of clause. (1) 
•hall be destroyed. 

X. — Howards to informers- When any arms or other articles are confiscated 
under section 24, the convicting Magistrate shall, immediately upon conviction, pay a 
reward of not loss than half tho value of the confiscated articles to the person or 
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persona who may hnve given information which led to the detection of the offence* 
or who may have assisted tu the arrest of the offenders and eeixare of the arms or other 
articles. 

Such payments will be chargeable to Law and Justice* and be drawn by Magistra- 
te* in their contingent bills, 

XL— «Any Magistrate convicting an offender of any offenoe under the Aot may at 
hia discretion grant a roward not exceeding the amount of fine imposed, in suoh propor- 
tions as ho may think fit, to any person or p»rsons who have contributed to the arrest 
of tho offender or the soizure of the arms or other articles. 

XII. — Registers of Licenses Every Magistrate of a district shall keep up 
in form E of the appendix to those rules a register of all licenses to manufacture, convert 
keop or sell, granted by him undor rule 11 of the rules issued by the Government 
of India, and shall keep up in form F, a register of all liconsos to keep or soil 
granted by him under the same rule. 

All Superintendents of Polico shall keep up similar registers in English. Magis- 
trates of districts will supply to their Superintendents of Police copies of all suoh lioeusos 
issued by them. 

The Superintendent of Police will furnish to each officer in charge of a police 
Station oopiea of extracts, columns Nos (1) to (6) giving tho names, dm, of 
persons lioensed within his jurisdiction 

XIII. — All inspections of tho shops, promises and stocks of licensed manufac- 
turers and vendors by In&pectoix of Police or superior officers shall ba reported to 
tho Magistrate of the district and shall be entered in the registers. 

XIV — Registers of licensor granted by the Magistr ifco of tho distriot undor rules 
13, 15 and 16 of the rules made by the Government of India shall bo kept up by him iu 
forms G, H and I respectively . 

Similar registers will be kapt up m English by the Superintendent of Police, to 
whom tho Magistrate of tho district will fui uish copies of nil suoh lioonses granted by 
him. 

The Superintendent of Police will supply each officer iu ohargo of a station with 
an extract giving the parts of mch register which concern his juiisdiction. 

XV — In place of the returns preset ibed in circular No — 7 — 669, dated 26th April 
1867) and No. 12 — 944, dated 21 »t Juno 1867, tho Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to 
direct that tho forms K, L of the appendix to those rules be used. 

Both returns will be prepared for tho calendar year* and be submitted through 
CommiMoners to the Inspector-General of Police 

(Government of Punjab Notification No. 943. — dated the 10th July 1007). 

The existing orders as regards the application of the Arms Aot to native 
officers and soldiers are summarised below, aud this summary should bo substituted 
for that givon in this offico Circular No. 1303 of 5th November 1908. 

2. (a) All retired officers and non-commissioned officers of the native Army 

who are in receipt ot a pension as such or who, not being in reoeipt of a pension, 
have been recommended by their commanding officers for exemption, are with 
certain reservations exempted from the operation of the prohibitions contained 
in section 13 — 16 of the Indian Arms Aot of 1878 (see Enclosure 1 below)*, that 
is to say, speaking generally, from the necessity of obtaining a license for going 
armed or possessing arms (see Enclosure II bolow)t.

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(b) Indian soldiers on forlongh may, if provided vutli a pass from the officer 
Commanding, bo in possession of one gun and 20 cartridges (see Enclosure III)J 

(*0 Retired soldiers nnd reservists sre not (except as regards the kukris of 
Gurkhas) exempted from any of the provisions of the Ar m* Act. They are on 
the same footing in respect of the Act as the public nt largo, except that a reservist 
who desires a license mnst apply through the Commanding Officer of his late 
regiment, and a Magistrate who is not prepared to giro a license to a reservist 
should communicate his reasons to the Commanding Officer 

8. The information supplied to tho District Magistrate under artiolo 692 
Army Regulations, India, volume II (see Enclosure III)J should bo communicated 
by that officer to the Superintendent of Police 

Government, of Punjab No. 800 S., dated the 2tth June 1910 

The attention ot the Lieutenant-Governor has been recently drawn to tho 
necessity for the stricter enforcement of tho law against the unauthorised posses- 
sion of arms in tho province Tho matter is one m which Government must chiefly 
depend on tho vigilance of the Police, and it has been suggested that one moans of 
furthering the object in view is to institute it system of liberal rewards for infor- 
mation loading to recovery of arms in unlawful possession. 

In Pnnjab Government notification No 943, dated tho IOfh July 1907, 
certain rules under the Arms Act were framed, X nnd XI of which contained 
ordera regarding the payment of rewards by Magistrate in coses which come 
before them So far as can be ascertained, these orders have, to a great 
extent, been lost sight of, and the attention of all officers concerned is 
accordingly directed to the subject It is of great importance that rewards should 
always be paid for information leading to the leoovcry of aims in unlawful posses- 
sion, and that these rewards shonld, if anything, err, on tho Hde of liberality It 
is not proposed to lay down any scale of rewards oi to lestrict the amount of a 
reward to that payable under tho i ales quoted above A reward payable under 
these rales can, and shonld, be supplemented whenever expedient from other 
sources, e. g , tho Police grant for rewards, nnd discrimination shonld bo used in 
fixing the amonnt of the reward which latter need not bear an cxnct. rotation to the 
value of the weapon recovered. The recovery of a cheap revolver might, in certain 
circumstances, bo a matter of far greater importance than tho recovery of a valuable 
military nfle. 

There are obvious objections to the exhibition of too much energy in tho 
diroction of advertising the fact that liberal rewards will bo paid for information 
leading to tho recovery of illicit, arms, but Distuct Magistrates and Superintendents 
should exorcise their disci otion in this connection and enlist the did of zfuldars, 
lumbanlars and native gentlemen of tho distuct., rather than work through ordinary 
informers.

subsequently amended, as applied to lands occupied by railways in the Punjab, 
the Governor-General in Council is pleased to make the subjoined rules relating 
to arms, ammunition and military stores within the said lands : — 

1 •'—Interpretation' In _ these rules “ arms,” “ ammunition/' and 
“ military stores,” have respectively the meanings assigned to them in the 
Indian Arms Act, 1878 (Xl of 1878), except that the expression “ military 
stores ” includes sulphur when in quantities exceeding ten Boers in weight 
and leaden bird-shot and bullets when possessed in quantities exceeding ono 
hundred-weight at any one time. 

“Export” means transmission by rail from any station in any oi the said 
lands to an; Btation beyond the said lands. 

“ Import ” means transmission by rail from any Btation beyond the said 
lands to any station within the said lands. 

“ Transport ” means transmission by rail from one Btation in the said 
lands to another station in the said lands. 

Explanation — Arms, ammunition and military stores taken from one 
station to another in the said lands across intervening territory which is not 
within the said lands are transported within the meaning of these rules. 

2. — Export. (1) The export, without the special permission of tho 
Political Agent, of arms, ammunition, or military stores is forbidden. 

(2) Station Masters to whom arms, ammunition or military stores 
unaccompanied by evidence of such special permission are tendered for 
despatch, shall detain them and report the matter through the Superintendent 
of Kailway Police for the orders of the Political Agent. 

3. — Import, fl) When any arms, ammunition, or military Btores are 
imported they shall not be delivered to the importer, or consignee unless — 

(t) the importer or consignee produces the original license issued by 
the Secretary to the Government of India in the Foreign 
Department or other competent authority, authorising the 
export of *such arms, ammunition, or military stores from 
British India and their import to some station within the lands 
above referred to, and 

(iij the senior police-officer at the Btation at which the arras, am- 
munition, or military stores have been received has compared 
the consignment with the license and authorized the Station 
Master to make delivery. 

For the purpose of making the comparison required by clause (it), the 
police-officer shall have power to open any packago which he thinks auspicious, 

(2) If the importer or consignee fails to produce the original license, or 
if tho consignment does not* correspond therewith, the senior police-officer at 
the station shall report the matter forthwith, to the Political Agent. 

4. — Information to be given by Station Masters- Every Station Master 
Bhall give information to the senior police-officer at his station of the arrival 
of any consignment of imported arms, ammunition or military stores. 

fi_ — Bo- booking of enwaigmwant . A Station Master at whose station a 
consignment of imported arms, ammunition or military stores is received may, 
after obtaining the sanction of the Superintendent oi Railway Police but not 
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otherwise, forward the consignment should the owner or consignee desire 
him to do so, to any other station within or beyond the lands above referred to. 

G. — Transport* ,No license shall be necessary in respect of the transport 
of arms, ammunition or military stores, but immediate information of any such 
transport shall be given to the senior police-officers at the stations of despacth 
and receipt by the Station Masters concerned. 

7. — Carrying of arms by passengers* Arms shall not in ordinary cases 
be taken from passengers. Bat it a Station Master has reasonable ground for 
apprahonding a disturbance from the possession of arms by a passenger, he 
may at any time before such passenger has taken his place in the train, but 
not afterwards, refuse to carry him unless he delivers up his arm : if the 
passenger gives up Ins arms, they shall be labelled with his name and descrip- 
tion, entered in the roadway bill, and delivered free of charge to him at his 
journey’s end . 

Provided that no person who has been duly exempted from the operation 
of sections 13 — 1G of the Indian Anns Act (XI of 1878}, or has a license to 
carry arms granted by competent authority, shall, except in the case of evident 
and undoubted necessity, be required to give up his personal arms under this 
rule. 

8. — Obligation to give information* Every person employed upon the 
Railway shall m the absence of reasonable excuse, the burden of proving 
which shall ho upon him, bo bound to give information to the nearest police- 
officer regarding any box, packet or bale in transit which he may have reason 
to suspect contains arms, ammunition or military stores in respect of which an 
offence agamts these rules has been, or is being, committed. 

9. -Penalties* (1) Whoever commits any of the following offences, 
namely • — 

(u) exports any arms, am nunition or military stores without obtaining 
the special permission of the Political Agent as roquired by rule 
2 , 

(b) impel ts an}' arms, ammunition or military stores without a license 

of the nature refei red to in rule 3, 

(c) omits to give information as required by rule 8, 

shall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three 
years, or with tine or with both. 

(2) Whoever commits any of the following offences, namely 

(а) imports any arms, ammunition or military stores in excess of the 

quantities entered in the license referred to*in rule 3, 

(б) imports after the expiration of the period for which such license 

has been granted, 

shall be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six 
months or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both. 

10. — Power to confiscate* * (1) When any person, is convicted of an 
offenoe under the last preceding rule, it shali be in th£ discretion of the 
convicting Magistrate further to direct that the whole or any portion of the 
arms, ammunition or military stores in respect of which the conviction is 
obtained, and any box, package, or bale in which the same may have been 
concealed, together with the other contents of such box, package or bale, 
shall be confiscated. 
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11 —Search and seizure by Magistrate. (1) Whenever any Magis- 
trate has reason to believe that arms, ammunition or military stores ha\o 
been imported contrary to these rules, such Magistrate, having first recorded 
the grounds of his belief, may seize and detain the same in safe custody for 
such time as he may think necessary. 

(2) In such cases notice calling upon the importer or consignee to appear 
and to produce the license referred in rule 3 shall be published for three 
months at the railway station at which the arms, ammunition or military stores 
have been seized, and at such other places as the Magistrate may think 
necessary. 

(3) If tho importer or consignee does not appear and produce such 
license within three years fioin the date of such notice, such arms, ammunition 
or military stores shall be confiscated. 

12 — Disposal Of confiscated articles The orders of the Political Agent 
shall ho taken icgarding tho disposal of ai tides confiscated undei these rules, 
and bucIi ordeis shall be final. 

13. — Howards- (1) A Magistrate may award up to onc-half the amount 
of any fino inflicted under these rules, and up to one half tho sole price of any 
confiscated articles sold in pursuance of orders issued under these rules, to any 
person whether in the employ of a Railway Company or not, who has given 
information leading to a conviction. 

(2) Cases in which no fine is inflicted, or in which it appears deniable to 
give a reward larger than is piovidcd for above, shall be submitted Joi the 
orders of the Political Agent 

14. — Savings Nothing in tho foregoing rules shall apply to the 
import of any arms, ammunition, or military stores when the same uio coveiod 
by a certificate giantcd by the officer in charge of an arsenal in Buti^i India 
stating that they are consigned to the Ruler of a Stato mentioned in the 
second column of the schedule hereto annexed.

230 THJE INDIAN AftUS ACT MANUAL. 

LOCAL RULES AND ORDERS.— CENTRAL PROVINCES. 

Tho important duty of administering this Act is entrusted by law to the Dis- 
trict Magistrate, save in a few special oases, where the sanction of the Commissioner 
of the Division or of the Local Government is required before a license can be issued, 
and all Deputy Commissioners should make themselves thoroughly acquainted with 
the provisions of the Act and the Rules, and should carefully note the distinction 
drawn between — 

A. — Muzzle-loading ; B. — Breach-loading (rifled) and 0. — Breach-loading 
(not rifled), 

fire-arms and ammunition. 

Separate licenses with these headings printed on the forms in conspicuous 
characters in red ink should be used for each class of weapon, and the annual return 
of licenses granted, and the weapons and ammunition covered by licenses, must Bhow 
these three divisions. 

Vide the remark opposite " Fee 11 of license Form XIV [p. 149] 

3. Like the corresponding law in every civilised oountry, the Indian Arms Act 
is based on the principal of general prohibition to possess and carry arms, but this 
general prohibition is qualified by individual or class exemptions. The class exemp- 
tions always, and the individual exemptions occasionally, are made by Gazette Notifi- 
cation ; but usually the individual exemptions are regulated by license. Therefore 
the granting of licenses to keep or carry arms is not to be regarded as a mere matter 
of registration, as if the object of the Government was merely to know who possessed 
arms ; it is to be regarded as much more than that ; as, indeed, the exercise of an im- 
portant discretion vested in the magistrate touching the relaxation in the particular 
case of a general legal prohibition. Licenses in Form XVII and XVIII should be 
liberally given to bona fide cultivators for the protection of crops ; but they should be 
less freely given in tracts which have been cleared and settled, and are no longer re- 
gularly subject to the depredations of wild animals, than in jungle tracts or places 
still subject to such depredations. Licenses in Form XVI to bona fide shikaries 
should be liberally given, especially in distrusts infested by wild beasts; and licenses in 
tha same form should also be given in reasonable numbers to persons of respectable 
character and position, who, living in the oountry, are not already exempted from the 
Arms Act restrictions and desire to possess arms for purpose of sport, such licenses 
however, should be sparingly given to residents in town, who generally want arms for 
mare purposes of display. licenses in Form XIX (to take arms on a journey) are rare- 
ly asked for, and present no difficulty, but licenses in Form XV (merely to keep arms) 
Bhould be sparingly given everywhere, and generally only to persons of approved 
standing and respectability, who usually keep property of value in their immediate 
custody. 

The Commissioner of the Division has drawn up for each District in his 
Division a scale showing what, with refrence to the population, character of the 
District and its fauna, size of the town, extent of cultivation, Ac , should be prima 
facte a sufficient and appropriate number of licensee in each of the three Forms 
XVI, XVII and XVIII, and District officers must keep the scale thus adopted 
before them when issuing new licenses from year to year. For submission of appli- 
cations for annual licenses (Form XVI) or few the grant or renewal of five-year 
licenses in Form XV, dates are to fixed and notified to sections of the public concer- 
ned, no applications being as' a rule, received after the prescribed date has passed. 
The applications received should be dealt with m Hoc, those whieh are first appli- 
cations being separated from those which are for the renewal of licenses previously 
held. If issues in the past have been excessive, the new issues can be cut down 
after a careful consideration of the merits of m individual cases. The District Officer, 
when he is dealing with the issue of licensee, should record a proceeding showing 
the number of licensee in each form issued by him, and his reasons for departing 
to any considerable extent from the normal scale prescribed for his District. 
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Pop licenses in Form XVIII (licenses to cultivators for protection of tlicir 
crops) greater latitude is nocessary ; though boro also it is well to confine the 
issue of them as for as possible to n particular month. By the conditions endorsed 
on Form No XVIII the licensee has to produce Ins license and tho weapon it covers 
before a Magistrate onoe in oveiy yoav. This condition puts many cultivators to 
considerable trouble and loss of time, but by the introduction of a rule m each 
district (under Oommissioners orders) fixing the inspection by Tahsils or — better 
still — by police stations or outposts, the inconveniences can bo avoided, the inspection 
boing effected when the Deputy Commissioner, his Assistants or Tabsddars vunt tho 
locality on Tour. The fact of inspection should bo endorsed on tho license

As regards the importation of ammunition, tho Government of India have directed 
that the prohibition against tho possession of ammunition shall be confined absolutelv 
to ammunition for rifles of *303 bore and 450 boro of the Martini-Henry pattern, 

5. Troops in India are constantly subject to thefts of arms of precision, nnd ns 
these arms are of little or no use without their special ammunition, it is considered by 
the Military authorities highly important to prei ent such ammunition from becoming 
generally available. In order to prohibit the possession of Government arms nnd am- 
munition, even when a license to possess arms and ammunition lias been ohtmni-d, 
a clause has been added to tlio conditions of license form Nos XI to XIX to tho cflcct 
that these hoensos do not nutlionse their holder to possess Goveument arms oi nm 
munition. It is evident, however, that in eases in which it may lie desuod to 
piosocute for the illicit possession of Government Arms or ammunition, the onus of 
proving that such arms and ammunition are tho propci ty of the State will lio with 
Government, unless it can he shovn they bear a well-known distinguishing matk It 
appeared, therefore, to the Government of ludia necessnry that aomo easily recog- 
nizable Government mark should bo stamped upon all Government. Arms nnd small-arms 
and machine gun ammunition, whether manufactured in England or in India, ami 
also, that Government arms which have been Bold or givon away should ho siut.ihlv 
marked so as to show that they havo ceased to be the property of Government. * * * 

It has been arranged with tho Secretary of Ktito for Indui flint m tlio case of all 
small-arm and machine-gun ammunition mamifnctmod iu England foi uso in Tudi», 
each cartridge will in future bo stamped with the Government mark on the bast- 

District nnd other local authorities should prosocuto under the provisions of the 
Jnd’an Arms Act. 1878, all persons who may bo in possession of arms nnd nm 
munition which are the property of Government. 

6 Turning now to individual exemption by notification, it will lx? noticed that, 
under clause (15) (a) of schedulo I appended to the Indian Arms Rules, the Chief 
Commissioner is empowered to framo lists from time to time of land liotdcis and mem 
bom of Municipal Boards and Committees deserving of tins honour The pi lvilcge of 
exemption should be reserved fora very few of the most influential loyal families and 
for private individuals who do conspicuous public service, and tho importance of pi <* 
soivmg its value by stuctly limiting tho grant of it should bo insisted upon. Such 
huts are published in tho Central Provinces G.izetto end the most convenient tnuo 
for making those recommendations is in tho month of April in each year but spci i tl 
recommendations on account of special services may be made at any time, ns may 
l.e necessary. In making recommendations for such exemptions, a definite opinum 
should be expressed as to the number and description of fho arms which m.iy Ixj 
possosBod liy the person to bo exempted, so that if it be considered necessary, the Chief 
Commissioner may define the precise number and description of arias to which an 
exemption granted under his orders should extend. 
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7. Clause (15) (n) of Schedule I. The lists are published triennially in the 
Gazette. Revised lists embodying changes due to carnalities, <feo,, and any proposed 
additions are submitted every three years immediately after the general elections 
of Municipal Committees. Only specially necessary alterations are notified in the 
intervals. 

3. In regard to Fendatory States, it should be remembered that while a Feu- 
datory Chief can regulate possession of arms by his subjects within his own territories 
tins regulation docs not extend to permitting importation, and no license from n 
Keudntoiy Chief empowers the holder to purchase or transport anas Jsc., within Bri- 
tish tmitory The oideis regulating the import of Arms, Ac,, into Feudatory States are 
contained in rale 18 of the Rules and Schcdulo VI appended thereto.

This report and return will deal also with the 
Administration ot tho Explosives Act during the year.

Tho following orders relating to the working of the Indian Anns Art, 1ST8, .no 
issued for tho information and guidanco of all Magistrates and Police Oihicrs. 

I. Bo o ks an d Inspections. Tlw pages of the Stock Account and sale books 
m Forms A and B, respectively, shall be numbered consecutively and the first and List, 
page of each book shall be signed by the Deputy Commissioner, oi by one of his 
Assistants, and sealed with his office seal, 

The necessity for keeping up these Books regularly, and the penalties attaching 
to failure to do so, shall be carefully explained to the person so licensed at tho time of 
their delivery. 

II. The books, stock, and premises of licensed vendors shall be inspected — 

(1) by the District Superintendent of Police once in each half-year, 

(2) by the Deputy Commissioner or a selected Assistant Commissioner once in 

each year, 
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(8) by other Magistrates and by Inspectors of Police At such times as the Deputy 
Commissioner or the Disti ict Supoi mtendent of Police shall direct. 

livery officer making an inspection under this rule shall initial the Stock 
Account Book and the Sale Book, and shall report at once to tlio Deputy Commis- 
sioner any breach of lules or irregularity which may bo discovered. 

District officers shall submit to Commissioner’s of Divisions a half yearly 
ictlirn on the 1st February And fust August in each year showing the number of ins- 
pections made by them and by their subordinates during the preceding six montlis. 

Ill Confiscation of Arms eto > and Rewards- vrhen any aims, ammu- 
nition, or military stores are deposited under section 14 or 16 of the Act at a Police 
Station, the officer in cliaige of each station shall give the depositor a recoipt signed 
by luinself. 

If within 60 days from the date of deposit the owner fail to produce a licenso 
.iiithoi izing him to take possession of them, tho aims, ammunition, and military stores 
shall bo forwarded to the head-quarters of the district, where they shall be kept m such 
safe place as the Doputy Commissioner may ducct All arms, etc., deposited under 
section 14 or 16 will be at the owner’s risk, and Government will not be liable for any 
injury they may receive. 

IV. On the forfeiture, or confiscation of any such nrms ammunition, or military 
stores, or of any arms, ammunition, or military stores, under section 24 of the Act, 
the Deputy Commissioner shall dispose of them as follows * — 

1. Arms ammunition, and stores which can ho utilized by the Police or any 
Dcpaitment under Government, may be retained and la ought into use with tho sanc- 
tion of tlio local Government. Arms, ammunition, nnd stores not so retained may bo 
told to licensed dealers or persons entitled to possess them 

2 Any rifled fiie-ainis or nflo barrels not so duqtosed of shall be sent to the 
neaiest oidnance othccr to be biokeu up. Othei aims shall be biukcn up locally uud 
the inutcnul sold. 

3. Any ammunition or stores not disposed of undei the provisions of clause 1 
•Jiall bo destroyed. 

V. On the confiscation of any animals or property, other than arms, ammu- 
nition, or stoies under section 24 of tho Act, the Deputy Commissioner shall cause 
them to be sold by auction in the same way as property sold in execution of a decree 
of a Civil Court. 

VI. On the confiscation Of any nrms, ammunition, stores, animals, v ©r othor 
property, under section 24 of the Act, the convicting magistrate may award a sum 
nut exceeding the estimated value of tho property so confiscated to tlio person or poi- 
sons who may have assisted m tho discovery nnd seizure of the aims or other pro- 
pel ty or m the arrest of the oflendeis. Such payments umy be drawn in contingent 
bill, and charged to “ Law and Justice ’’ 

Where an appeal lies from the conviction, payment shall not bo mode until tlis

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or single foils. Licenses in Forms other than Nos X, XI and XVI will bo supplied 
in hooks containing 1 00 forms in each. All licenses alike will he kept m the Trcn 
sury under the Trwisuiy OIKcei’s lock until loijimetl foi use. Countei foils of licenses 
in Forms XVII and XVIII and the registers in Foim C and D appended to these 
rules may bo destroyed after tho lapso of G years 

IX. It is discretional with the Doputy Comrmssionoi of each district to grant 
m refuse any license undei the Act, and he is thcruforo responsible that a license shall 
m no instance be granted to an unfit peiuon 

X. A copy of license Register Cl shall ho furnished by tho Doputy Commis- 
sioner to the District Superintendent of Police. The results of all inspections m.ulo 
under ltulo II will be mcorpoi.xted in tins legisloi, column 7 Tho Deputy Com- 
missioner will thus have at hand in an accessible form all tho lu-fosbitty mfoimation 
for renowmg a license. A copy of llcgister D shall ho furnished by tho Doputy 
Commissioner to the District Superintendent of Police. 

XI . An armnfl.1 return for tho Cnlomlar year m tho appended Form E 
will bo submitted by Deputy Commissioners to Commissioncis b} the 1st February in 
each year. A brief note, not exceeding 500 words m length, will accompany each 
return. Tlio Commissioners will forward these notes and returns m ougiual, to tho 
Secretariat together with a covcimg note rev tow mg the Distuct loports and com- 
menting on tho working of the Act in his Division so as to tenth tho Secretariat not 
later than 1st March. Tlio- Commissioner ’s note should not exceed 1000 words. 

XII. Parwanaa of exertions m the appcndeil Form F will bo granted 
under the Deputy Commissioner’s signature to persons exempted under section 27 of 
the Act.

in tho provisos to section ti of tho Anus Act, the won! 'lawfully untitled to 
possess ” and “ lawfully entitled as aforesaid "apply to persons licensed ncioiding 
to law to possess arms as well as to persons exempted fioin tht opoiatiou of 
section 13 and 14 of the Act. Application for a remission or refund of duty 
under section 8 of the Act may, therefore, be made by three classes of persons

specific and ad valorem duty may be refunded, was not applicable to the ease 
of persons who, residing ouo of British India, purchase arms for their personal 
use from an importer or seller in Btitish- India.

4. By the letter from this Department, No. l&l-S. dated the 26tH 
November 1884, it Was ruled that the proviso of tho Tariff Act, permitting a 
refund, might bo applied to persons residing in Native States (tn India) Whd 
would be entitled under tho Arms Act to possess arms if residing irt British 
India, and that they might accordingly be allowed a refund, although they

It appears from the correspondence forwarded with yom letter that 
the Collector of Custom^ Calcutta assessed these pellets to duty at ten per cent 
ad valorem under Article 11, Schedule 11, of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, in 
accordance with the orders oontained in the Finance and Uommeroe Depart- 
ment letter No. 1866, dated the 12th April 1894, in which it was ruled that 
blasting powder should be ol ossified under common powder for fisoal purposes. 
The Company, on the other hand, represent that, as these pellets were intended 
for purely blasting purposes, they should be treated os “ Explosives ” and 
assessed to duty at five pes oent. ad valorem under Article 10 of Schedule IV. 

2. In reply, I am to say that it has been ascertained that at Bombay 
blasting powder is classed as *' Gunpowder ' or ‘‘EU plosives” according as it 
can or c moot be used as ammunition. In order to distinguish between powder 
for blasting purposes and powder which can be used as Aminiinitiou samples, of 
importations of powder are examined by the Appraisers by whom ammunition 
and explosives are usually passed, who are able, with the help of the invoices. 
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to decide the natare of the powder for Tariff purposes. As the classes of im- 
porters of the two articles are believed to be different, it is considered that 
there is not much risk of fraud in this procedure, specially as in the cose of any 
doubt the powder will be placed in the higher class. The Government of India 
ore of opinion that the practice obtaining in Bombay is correct. * *

Appendix ///.—RULES AND ORDERS REGARDING THE GRANT OF 

SHOOTING PASSES 

In the Resolution read in the preamble, [No. 1755-70 dated the 24th 
September 1879] Local Governments and Administrations were request- 
ed to instruct district officers to take every opportunity of warning 
E ngli s hm en and others against entering on'stonding crops for sporting pur- 
poses unless they first obtained the permission of the owners to do so. The 
Government of India have recently had brought to their notice a case in 
which a European, while out shooting, caused the death of two natives— 
in an affray arising ont of the fact that he shot peafowl in the vicinity of a 
village. The rules issued by the Military authorities for regulating the grant 
of chooting passes to British soldiers provide all the safeguards that are prac- 
ticable to prevent affrays between soldiers and villagers ; but therefore at 
present no orders ensuring that Buoh warnings shall be given as may, so far 
as is possible, duly direct and regulate the conduct of sportsmen other than 
soldiers. The Governor-General in Council accordingly desires _ that instruc- 
tions should be issued by Local Governments and Administrations to district 
officers to warn sportsmen, Whether Europeans or others (1) against trespassing 
on standing crops without the consent of the owners (2) against shooting pea- 
fowl, or other birds or animals which are looked upon as sacred, in the vicinity 
tit villages or habitations (3) against shooting domestic animals, such as dogs 
or pigs and (4) generally against shooting in the immediate vicinity of villages, 
temples and mosques. 

Hama Department Resolution. No. 1468.84 dated the 37th September 1896. 
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I am directed to forward a copy of the revised rales for the grant, of 
shooting passes to British soldiers Id India which have been approved by the 
Governor-General in Council and published in the Gazette of India of the 
27th October 1900 and to request that the special attention of the local civil 
officers concerned in the administration of the rules may be drawn to them. 

2. These rules are drawn up chiefly for the guidance of the Military 
authorities, but their successful working cannot be insured without the co- 
operation of the civil officers. The Governor-General in Council therefore 
considers it necessary that the duties of the latter class of officers respecting 
this matter should be clearly laid down. 


3. In rule 13 of the revised rales it has been provided that the 
Commanding Officer of a Regiment or Detachment is at once to send to the 
District Magistrate the substance of any report (together with a copy of the 
complaint, if any) that may be made by the member of a shooting party who 
la in charge of tne party, on their return to quarters, respecting any breach of 
the rules, any affray with natives, or any mishap which may have occurred 
during the absence of the party. The Government of India consider it ne- 
cessary that the District Officer also should communicate to the Commanding 
Officer immediate information of any breach of the rules by men under his 
command that may he reported to the Civil authorities. Cases have come to 
the notice of the Governor-General in Council in which the Civil authorities 
have omitted to make a report upon such occurrences to the Officer Command- 
ing the Regiment, who remained in ignorance of the affair until a report was 
called for from Army Head-Quarters, or by the Government of India, or until 
the police inquiry had been completed. I .im to request that, to enable the 
Commanding Officer of a Regiment or Detachment to take suitable notice of 
any infr ingement of the shooting pass rules, orders may be issued which will 
insure due information being communicated by the District Officer to the local 
Military authorities in cases which may come to his notice. 


4, Rules 30 of the revised rules lays down that Officers Com- 
manding Stations and Officers Commanding Troops about to march will com- 
municate with the Civil District Officer m order to ascertain (a) in what local- 
ities shooting ought to bo forbidden, and (6) what animals or birds are regarded 
by the inhabitants as sacred or are protected by rules relating to the establish- 
ment of a close season. There is, however, more continuity in the Civil Dis- 
trict Offices, where the establishments, if not the officers, are to a great extent 
permanent, than in Military Cantonments. With a view, therefore, to guarding 
against the provisions of the rule being overlooked. I am to request hat 
instructions may be issued to Commissioners and District Officers to tho etffect 
that, on the arrival of a corps or detachment in a civil distret, the District 
Officer shall at once certify to the Officer Commanding the corps or detachment 
what localities, animals and birds are forbidden for shooting purposes, either 
absolutely on account of the peijudices of the inhabitants, or for parts the 
year in accordance with rules for close seasons. In denning tracts of country 
where shooting is to be allowed, the local officers should be directed to bear in 
mind the orders contained in Home Department Circular letter No p-pWnmr 
dated the 81st July 1883, and to take care that no tracts are included where 
owing to the religious prejudices of the people, the agricultural circumstance* of 
the district, or other sufficient causes, there would be risk of danger if free 
permission to shoot were accorded. 
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£. In the circular of the Slat July 1883 referred to above, and in that 
No I'M 230- 1239, dated the of 1891 marginally noted, Local Governments and 
$l«t July 1801. Administrations were requested to instruct the District 

authorities to cause the shooting pass, rules to bo explained to villagers in tho 
neighbourhood of cantonments, and to warn such villagers against interfering 
with soldiers out shooting and using violence to them, and abo against taking 
the law into their own hands in cases in which soldiers infringe the rules. 
Tho Governor-General in Council now directs that tho substance qi the revised 
rules, so far as they affect the villagers should be periodically notified in simple 
language in the villages and tracts where soldiers are in the habit of shooting 
and tliat District Officers should impress upon landlords, headmen and village 
police that they are expected to give their assistance m avoiding disputes 
with soldiers out shootiug The headmen and village police must see that 
soldiers conducting themselves properly are not molested, aud that any com- 
plaints of misconduct are reported to the proper authorities. In cases in which 
notice of the probable advent of a shooting party has been sent to the District 
Officer under rule 31 of the revised rules, he should with as little delay as 
possible, send intimation to the headmen and villago police (so far as tins can 
be done) stating that a shooting pass has been issued and that they are to see 
that quarrels aie avoided. Villagers should on no account take the law into 
tlicir own hands, but should lodge any complaint they have to make in a legal 
manner. 

6. In the circular from this Department, No Trrv-ffxvff. dated the 
14th October 1887, tho importance of conducting prompt investigation into 
cases of affrays between European soldiers and native villagers was inculcat- 
ed , and it was desired that, on the occmronce of a serious affray, the District 
Magistrate should invariably either himself proceed to tho place or at onco 
depute an European Magistrate or the District Superintendent of Police in 
order to investigate the matter on the spot at the earliest possible time after 
the occurrence. I am now to request that instructions nmy be issued that tho 
investigation of a case between natives and soldiers arising out of a shooting 
dispute should, whenever possible, be entrusted to an English Magistrate or 
Police Officer not lower in rank than Assistant Superintendent, and that when 
such cases come into Court they should be tried by tho Distrtct or Joint 
Magistrate. In cases winch aie not cognizable by tho police, or wheio tho 
prosecution is not undertaken by the Civil authorities, the Civil District Officer 
shall inform the Commanding Officer of the Corps or Detachment concerned 
to that effect for such action as the latter may consider fit to take. 

7. In conclusion, I am to say that the Government of India think it 
desirable that each Commissioner, District and Sub-Divisional Magistrate 
should be furnished with a copy of the revised rules as a separate publication.

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KULE3 FOR THE GRANT OF SHOOTING PASSE& 


1 The following rales will be observed, and are applicable to all individuals, 
below the rank of officer, who are subject to the Army Act. 

2 L These rules apply to troops on the march or in moving camps, as well as to- 
troops in cantonments or standing camps. 

8. No sollier shall carry fire-arms for sporting purposes without a shooting 
^nss. (I. A F. L —1181) Shooting passes will only be granted to warrant and non- 
commissioned officers and to efficient ptivnto soldiers possessing at least one good 
conduct badgo. A soldier, who is ineligible for a shooting pass, shall not be allowed to 
possess a sporting fire-arm. 


4. Soldiers of and above the rank of Bergeant may be granted passes to shoot 
aloney provided thut the officer granting the pass is satisfied that the soldior has 
sufficient knowledge of the language to enable him to converse with the inhabitants, or 
that he will be accompanied by a qualified Indian interpreter. In the case of oilier 
ranks posses will only bo granted to a party of not less than three and nut more than 
six, one- of whom shall be ra charge of the party. The party must in all cases be 
accompanied by an ludiau qualified to act as interpreter, whose name will bo entered 
on the pass. 


5. One member may be left m charge of the camp, but the remainder of tho 
party Bhall not separate while shooting. 

6, All shooting passes will be issued on. X. A F L —1181. They will be 
granted by tlie-O. C. the corps, depirtmout or detachment to winch tho soldiers belong 
or to whioh they are attached, who will keep a recoid of all passes granted. Tho names 
of the party and ot the interpreter, tho places, up to a maximum of throe, at which the 
campa will bo located, and' the numbers and specifications of tho fire-arms carried will 
be entered on. I lie pass and tho certificate on the face of the pass will bo signed by tlio 
squadron, battery, section or company officer and countersigned by the O. 0. Before 
the party starts the armourer sergeant, and iu the case of a battory, tho armament 
artificer, if available, or tho section officer, will inspect all the fire-arms entered on tho 
puss and will Bign the certificate thereon, 

T. Shooting parties will camp only in tine actual places named m their pass, and: 
will not snoot outside a radius of B miles of tho camp. 


8. No fire-arms, not specified on the pass shall bo carried or used, and no nftc or 
carbine shall be used, whioh carries government ammunition or is sighted over JOd 
yards. With tho exception of rifles kept for raatoh shooting, tho only shooting weapims 
whioh Ri insh soldiers are permitted to own are such as are mtendod and used fin 
sporting purposes. The pissossion of rovol vers, pistols of all sorts .and weapons which 
do not fulfil the conditions specified m this rule, is absolutely forbidden. 

fi. All bullets used with rifles or carbines for sporting purposes must be hollow. 

10. No person not named in the pass, except a ehikari and game coolies, *1«U 
accompany a shooting party. 

11. Shooting passes as a rule shall not extend to mote than 14 &yB,l 

passes for periods not exoeeding one month may, with the sanction of the Bdo. or 

Divnl Comdr be granted to men known to be experienced sportsmen. Soldiera 
requiring passes to shoot at a distanoo, or for periods of tnoro tliau 3 days must appk 
for the mus at least 6 days before the date on which they wish to start, » as to enabfc 
notice tote given to thtf district civil authorities as required by rule 31. 
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12. The soldier in charge of the party shall carry the pass. He shall produce it 
arlu’ii reasonably required to do so, and he shall at onoe return it to the senior N 0. O. 
of the squadron, battery or company when tho party comes buck to camp or lines. On 
ivtui meg the pass ho will roport any breach of these rules, any affray with Indians, or 
any mishap, wluoh may have oocuired during the absenoo of the party. 

13 If any such event is reported, the N C O , to whom the pass is given up, 
will at onco inform the O. G, the corps, who will immediately report the occurrence, 
with full particulars, to the O. C, Station and district magistrate. A copy of the 
complaint, if any, should also be furnished 

14 Arms shall not be loaded in tho vicinity of camp, lines, or quarters, and 

shall be unloided as soon as tho party leaves off Bhootmg " 

15. If any member of a shooting party commits any aet resulting in injury to 
to person or property, oi is involved in an affray with Indians, tho party Bbnll return to 
camp or lines without delay, aftoi repotting, if possible, to the neatest civil authority. 

16. In any such ctsc, on return of the pirtv, a telegraphic reput will be made 
by the O.C tho corps as laid down in itoin 2^2, I A F. Z. — 2000, and a detailed 
repott shall be sout to tho same autlioutios by post when all tho facts huvo beeu 
ascertained. 

17. No shooting with bullets of any kind is permitted except m forest or close 
tangle, or in tracts of country wlioio such shooting is not attended with danger. 

18. Shooting at night is forbidden, except in forests 

19. Shooting in government reserved forests is prohibited without a special 
permit from tho forest officer. 

20. No member of a shooting party shall address or euter into conversation 
with any Indian woman. 

2|. No member of a shooting party shall enter any village, houso, temple, 
mosquo oi enclosure, nor shall shoot within 500 y.wds, of such. If supplies are to be 
obtained from a ullage, the interpreter may bo employed for the purpose. 

22 Members of shooting parties are forbidden to trespass upon or shoot over 

crops. 

23. No member of a shooting party shall shoot at any animal or bird, or in any 
locality, included m the prohibited list shown qu the pass. 

24 Shooting at peafowl is prohibited, unless by special permission endorsod on 
tho pass. No shooting at hinds, does, monkeys or dogs is pci nutted. 

25. The shooting of pig within a radius of 15 miles of Saugor, C. P. is pro- 
hibited. (Soldiers are cautioned that tho jungle pigs are foul feeders and it is unwhole- 
some to eat them). 

26. All fire-arms and made-up cartridges used for sporting purposes, whether 
private property or issued by government, shall be kept in the store room in charge of 
the sonior N. C. O, of the squadron, battery or company, who alone may issue arms 
and cartridges on the production of the pass in which they arc specified ; and' this duty 
shall not be delegated to any other person. This rule is applicable to “ Quackenbush ” 
and similar miniature rifles, 

27. On tho return of the shooting party all fire-arms issued from the store- 
room and unused made-up cartridges, shall be made ovor to the N. C. O., mentioned 
ju para. 26, who will sign for their receipt on the shooting pass. 

28. All arms kept for sporting purposes shall be entered on the " daily state " 
gf the corps or detachment j and shall be shown tut " present,”"'* on pass ” or t( absent.” 
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29. All gunpowder need fm loading nr re-loading sporting cartridges sIiaII he 
kept in the mag.izitie of the umt and issued fioin and retained thereto under the usnaL 
rules. When m the magazine the powder should be contained in the usnnl flasks or 
tins in whicti purchased and tlioso again placed m an ordinary kit box under look and 
key. The total quantity of gunpowder placed m the magazine should be restricted as 
much as possible, and should never exceed 50 lbs. The flasks or tins containing powder 
or nevor to be opened in or neai the magazine Filling cartridges should not be per* 
niitted in barrack rooms , this should bo done in tho open air 

30. O s C. st itions and O ’s 0. troops about to march will ascertain from the 
civil district officer (in Native States, the Political OfHcor) : — 

m (a) in what localities shooting ought to bo forbidden , 

(6) what animals or birds aio regarded by the inhabitants as sacred or arc pro- 
tected by rules relating to tho establishment of a close season , 

(e) whether any special mlo have boon published by the civil authorities of the 
district, and will ensuro that they nre nude known to all shooting parties 

31. Prior to the issue of a shooting pass which is to extend over three days, 

tho 0 C by whom it is to Imi granted shall sand notice thereof to tho diati lot oflicor 
of any oivil distnct in winch the mombois of the pnty are to bo ponmttcd to shoot. 
This notice shall be despitchel at least throe diys before the ooinmancninont of tins 
curienoy of tho shooting piss Tho notice shill statu tho ranks and names of the 
members of the paity, tho place or plicos wlueh thiy aio to visit and tho dates in-

32. The notice fiuuiJiOil to the political officer of a Nitive Stites shill be 
despatched at least throe days bcfoioliaii'l , but such longor notice shall be given as 
is possible.

34. When passes aie granted to enable men to sboot at a distance from tlnur

(31 On arrival at the military station to which they are granted fm lough, the

He will also give tho notice to tho civil authorities required by rules 31 and 33. 

85 The nosseasion of fire-arms and ammunition by raombers of the party is 
-only aflo'wed dunug the ourroucy of tho shooting pass . wheft that pouod hoa oxpuo 
-jthey must be at once loifgcd in the stoie-room. 
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SC Wlien auy serious breach of those rules occurs, the 0 C. corps or detach- 
ment w ill nt once report by telegram the date and all the faots of the incident, so 
f ir ns known, and also full details of the notion taken, to the authorities laid down in 
item 24J, I, A, F. Z -2000. Detailed reports will be submitted subsequently by 
letter to the s uua authorities 

37. In every such case the 0. 0. corps or detachment will immediately apply 
for the assembly, if p<>S8ihle, of a court of inquiry, whioh should commence a thorough 
und searching investigation in view to securing the best possible narrative while the 
event is still ftesli j and he will communicate with the district magistrate as freely as 
required. If a C. of I. cannot be assembled the O C. will himself eond-uot the in- 
v estimation. The G. of I or, if one is not assembled, the O, G. will, during the enquiry, _ 
endeavour to ascertain whether any, and if bo, what bteaoheB of these rules have' 
been committed or have taken place, the nature of which would render the offender (n) 
liable to tnnl by court-martial under paragraph 38, and particulate theieof should l>» 
recorded iu the proceedings or report When the civil authorities also take up the 
ease, every assistance possible will be rendered to them in their investigation The 
medical officer, who first attends to any person (whether soldier or oivilmn) wounded 
in any such c<se, will, withont delay, bring to the notice of both the civil and military 
authorities, the nature aud extent of the injuries received, and their probable ultimate 
result. 

38. Any soldier shooting without s pass shall be triad by court-martial', and 
shall on conviction bo deprived of the privilege of shooting during the remainder of' 
his Indian service. Also, any member of a shooting party who comimtB any breach 
of these rules resulting in material injury to | arson or pioperty, shall be tried by 
cuiu t-mortial C.tses of all other breaches of the rules shall be reported to tho Bde. 
or Divnl. Coindr for orders. 

39. When a court-martial is to bo held under rule 38 tho ouBe shall bo sent 
to the D J A G, of the Army couoerued, wbo will frame the charges and prepare the 
brief for the prosecution, and the proceedings of the court-martial shall lie sent to the 
same officer for report before confirmation. If a civil or military enquiry has been 
held on any case, tho proceedings of ths enquiry should accompany application for 
trial in view of all possible evidence being made available. 

49 When a court-martial is held under those rules, the results will be reported 
for the mfoi motion of the C. in C. and the G. of L 

4>1 If any broach of these result, or any act committed by a member of a 
shooting party, results in an affray with Indians, or m material injury to person or 
property, and tho offender or offenders cannot be identified, all shooting posses may, 
ut the discretion of the Divnl. Comdr,be prohibited m the corps or detachment or 
in the distnct, for a period not exceeding two years. Every such prohibition shall be 
published in Divnl, orders and reported for the information of the C. m C. and the 
G. of I. 

62. Shooting passes will be granted to warrant and non-commissioned officers of 
department (including IS, U D ) by the local departmental senior commissioned 
officer, in accordance with these rules so far as they may be applicable Standing 
passes for a maximum period of six months, but subject to the rales relating to prohi- 
bited localities, animals and birds aud to the other restrictions referred to in these 
rules, may be grunted to subordinates of the fid. W S. wbo are not employed in can- 
tonments. In every case the officer granting the pass is responsible for seeing that tho 
list of prohibited luoalities, animals and birds is duty entered on the psBS. 

43. Warrant aud non-commissioned officers of departments (including I. S. M, 
D.) granted a shooting pass will, before proceeding, have all the fire-arms, entered on 
their pass, examined by the offioor who signed the pass, or by an armourer if one ia 
available in the station, *

' 41. A copy of these roles and of any special civil rales which pertain to the 
district, also a list of prohibited localities, animals and birds, shall be hang up in a 
conspicuous place in every borraok-room. 

40. Twice a year (in April and October on such day as the O. C. directs) rules 
I to 29 and rules 38 and 41 shall be read on parade to all British troopB. 

46. All military subordinates (departmental or non-departmcntal), including 
Assistant Surgeons, I. S. M. D., will be held respousible that they make themsel ves 
fully acquainted with these rules. 

47. No shooting passes shall be issued to troops disembarking in India until, 
after their arrival at their destination, these rules, together with the list of prohibited 
localities, animals and birds, have been read to them on parade. The O C any party 
of troops shall have hia attention directed to this order before disembarkation, 

48. A oopy of rules 26, 27, 28 and 29 shall bo hung up in every squadron, 
battery or company store-room. 

49. Rules 1 to 10, 12 to 15, 17 tb 29, 35, 38, 41 and 43 will be prrntod ou tho 
reverse of shooting pass, I. A. F. L. — 1181. 

50. A oopy of these rules will bo issued with ovory shooting pass (for which 
purpose the rules aco reprinted iu pamphlet from and copies supplied to ail concerned), 
and will be carried by the member in charge of the party, who will make it ovoi with 
the pass to the senior N, 0, 0 of the squadron, battery or company, on return to 
barracks or camp. 

51. The following aro the orders of the Government of India to the civil and 
political authorities in connection with the foregoing rules — 

(») The civil authorities will periodically explain tho substance of the rules and 
orders in simple language to the inhabitants of all villages and tracts wlioro ttutiah 
soldiers are in the habit of shooting, warning them that soldiers arc ou no aocount to 
be attacked or molested, and that any such offences will be severely putushed. The 
inhabitants therefore will have no exouao for interfering unwarrantably with members 
of a shooting party. 

(if) The district or political officer will impress on zemindars, headmen, land- 
lords and police, that they must use their endeavours to prevent disputes with, or the 
molestation of, any member of a shooting party, and that complaints are to be reported 
to the proper authorities by the villagers, who must not take the law into their own 
hands. 

(fit) When the distriot or political officer receives notice under rules 31 and 32 
of the probable visit of a shooting party, he will at once inform the lieudinon and 
village police. 

(iv) The district or political officer will, on tho arrival of troops m a civil dis- 
trict or Native State, at onoe inform the 0. 0. of such troops of the prohibited localities, 
Animal aud birds, aud of any special civil rules pertaining to the district. 

(v) When & complaint is made by a villager against any mombor of a shooting 
party, the distriot or politioal officer will at onoe repoit the matter to the G. 0. of the 
soldiers concerned. 

• » 

(pt) Disputes between members of a shooting party and villagers will, if possi- 
ble, be investigated by a European magistrate or polico offioer not below tho rank of 
superintendent, and suoh cases will be tried by a district or joint magistrate. The O. 
C, concerned wilt be informed by tho district offioer of cases not cognisable by the 
police, or where prosecution is not undertaken by the civil authorities. The 0. 0, 
will thereupon take such action as may be necessary, 
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(w#> The rules for soldiers provide for punishment of a corps or detachment, or 
district^, in tin* event of the offenders not being discovered. A. similar responsibility 
mav be enforced upon villages where nftrnys with British sohliets have ocourrcd, if the 
vill ijjers gone mlly, or a considerable number of them, have made an unwarranted attack 
upon .1 shooting party, but the actual offenders have not been brought to justice The 
vdligcrs mil be warned that in all such eases they aro liable by law to have extra 
police quartered upon them at their own expense. 

Appendix iT.— RULES FOR THE ACQUISITION, POSSESSION 

AND SALE OF RIFLES. 

India Army Order No. 12, dated the 3rd January 1910. 

Possession and sale of Arms — The following rules for the acquisition, 
possession and sale of rifles, cxtractod from tho Indian Arms Act, 1878 (Act XI 
of 1878) and the Indian Arms Rules, 1909, aie published for the information 
and guidance of all concerned Special attention is drawn to paragiaph a and 
G of this order (quoted below) which define the obligations of persons exempted 
irom the pro\ isious of the Arms Act 

1. The following persons are exempted, in respect of the arms and ammu- 
nition described, when carried or possessed for tlieir own personal uso, from the 
prohibitions and directions contained iu sections 13 to 1G of the Iuduu Arms 
Act, 1878, subject to the provisions stated below : — 

(i) Persona exempted. 

Persona specified in clauses (3) and (S) and (6), Schedule I, [pages O'), 41 and 02 ] 

(Explanation) Lawfully imported refers to (a) rifles of 3).l' boro purchased or imported by 
oflicers as part of their uuuipment before lit Maj 100J, (b) uilos of 3.M" bore or I.jO' bore of the 
M II pattern, imported before the JOth February 1001, (c) rifles of 45 , >" bore not of the M II 
pattern, imported before the 27tli October 1000, (<() rifles of 3u3' bore imported under clause (21) 
of 'schedule I, (e) rifles of 303* or *450* bore imported with the special sanction of the Government 
of India. 

4 Special exemptions. 

Those specified in clause (21) of Schedule I, [page 97.] 

5. Sale of Arms. — Nothing shall prevent any person from selling any 
arms or ammunition which he lawfully possesses for his own privato use under 
paragraphs (i) above, to any person who is not by any enactment for 
the time being in force prohibited from possessing the same, but every person 
so selling arms *or ammunition to any person other thou a person entitled to 
possess the same by reason of an exemption by notification m the Gazette of 
Iudia shall, without unnecessary delay, give to the Magistrate of the District, or 
to the officer in charge of the nearest police station notice of the sale and of the 
purchaser’s name and address. 

6. Losses of arms . — Losses or thefts of private arras must be forthwith 
reported to the nearest police station through the Commanding Officer or Head 
of the Department. 

Note — With regard to rale 5 abovo, instances havo come to notice of carelessness m tho dis- 
posal of fire ",mi and ammunition, and of nfles and rifle ammunition having been sent for pnblio 
auction, and so disposed of to persons not entitled to possess them The Government of India 
have dual rod that severe notice be taken of any esses of neghgonce in these matters and that all 
concerned should be warned of the consequences- of disposing of arms and ammunition to any 
person in this ooontry without making sure that suoh person is lawfully entitled to purchase or 
possess tho hum. » 
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
